JOURNAL  OF  THE  COUNCIL 


St.  John's  Church,  Florence,  S.  C. 

Tuesday,  May  3,  A.  D.  1904. 

The  One  Hundred  and  Fourteenth  Annual  Council  of  the 
Diocese  of  South  Carolina  met  at  the  above  mentioned 
time  and  plac*e.  The  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  by 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  assisted  by  Rev.  Dr.  John  Ker- 
shaw, Rev.  A.  R.  Mitchell,  Rev.  E.  N.  Joyner,  Rev.  W.  B. 
Gordon,  Rev.  Dr.  John  Johnson,  and  Rev.  Harold  Thomas. 

The  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  R.  W.  Anderson 
from  Acts  22:35. 

Immediately  after  service  the  Council  was  called  to  order 
by  the  Right  Reverend,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Roll  of  the  Clergy,  as  presented  by  the  Bishop,  was 
called  by  the  Secretary  of  the  last  Council,  and  the  follow- 
ing named  Clergy  answered  to  the  Roll  Call :  The  Right 
Reverend  Ellison  Capers,  D.  D.,  and  the  Revs.

The  Secretary  called  the  Roll  of  Churches  and  Deputies. 
Forty-six  Deputies,  representing  twenty-seven  Parishes  and 
Missions  were  found  present. 
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A  constitutional  quorum  in  both  Orders  being  present, 
Council  was  declared  duly  organized,  and  the  Bishop  ap- 
pointed as  a  Committee  of  the  Roll  of  the  Clergy :  Revs. 
T.  W.  Gift,  H.  H.  Covington,  J.  C.  Waring;  and  as  a 
Committee  on  Credentials  of  Deputies :  Messrs.  A.  D.

Mr.  F.  A:  Mitchell  was  nominated  as  Treasurer,  and,  on 
motion,  the  Bishop  was  requested  to  cast  the  unanimous  vote 
of  Council  for  Mr.  Mitchell,  which  was  done  and  he  was 
declared  duly  elected  Treasurer  of  Council.

On  motion  of  Dr.  G.  H.  Johnston,  it  was  resolved  that  the 
sessions  of  the  Council  be  from  10  a.  m.  to  i  130  p.  m.  and 
from  4  to  6  p.  m.  On  further  motion,  this  resolution  was 
suspended  to  the  extent  that  there  be  no  afternoon  session 
of  Council  on  the  first  day. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  W.  B.  Gordon,  it  was  resolved  that 
the  115th  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  be  held 
in  Grace  Church,  Camden,  beginning  on  Tuesday,  May  2, 
1905. 

The  Secretary  presented  a  communication  from  the  Dio- 
cese of  California  requesting  action  by  this  Council  in  refer- 
ence to  petitioning  the  General  Convention  to  permit  the  use 
of  the  Revised  Version  of  the  Bible  in  Morning  and  Even- 
ing Prayer.  On  motion  of  Rev  Mr.  Mikell,  the  communica- 
tion was  referred  to  a  special  committee  of  three  to  be  ap- 
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pointed  by  the  chair.  The  chair  subsequently  appointed  on 
this  committee :  Rev.  H.  J.  Mikell,  Rev.  C.  W.  Boyd,  Mr.

Rev.  Dr.  Wilson  for  the  Committee  on  the  Admission  of 
New  Parishes  reported,  recommending  the  granting  of  the 
application  of  the  organized  Mission,  St.  Matthias,  Sum- 
merton,  to  be  admitted  into  Council.  The  report  on  motion 
was  adopted  and  the  Mission  declared  in  union  with  Council 
and  entitled  to  representation. 

Rev.  Mr.  Clift  read  the  following  report : 

The  Committee  on  the  List  of  the  Clergy  respectfully  report  that 
they  have  examined  the  same  and  find  it  correct  except  as  hereinafter 
noted :

The  Roll  of  Parishes  and  Deputies  was  called  and  thir- 
teen additional  deputies  representing  six  additional  Parishes 
and  Missions  were  found  present.

On  motion,  the  courtesies  of  the  floor  were  unanimously 
accorded  to  Rev.  John  G.  Beckwith,  pastor  of  the  Florence 
Methodist  Church. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  M.  L.  Bonham,  the  part  of  the  Bishop's 
Address  that  refers  to  the  Diocesan  paper  "The  Diocese" 
was  referred  to  a  special  committee  to  consist  of  one  cler- 
gyman and  one  layman  from  each  convocational  District. 
The  Bishop  appointed  the  Committee  as  follows :  First 
District — Rev.  J.  M.  Magruder,  Mr.  M.  L.  Bonham;  Sec- 
ond District — Rey.

The  Committee  on  Credentials  of  Lay  Deputies  beg  to  report  that 
they  have  carefully  examined  all  certificates  of  election  as  reported  by 
the  various  Parishes,  compared  the  Secretary's  lists  with  the  same  and 
find  it  correct.

Tellers  for  the  vote  of 
the  Clergy  and  Laity  respectively  and  a  vote  by  Orders  was 
taken. 

The  election  of  two  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  being  in  or- 
der, Rev.  W.  P.  Witsell  and  Mr.  J.  P.  Thomas,  Jr.,  were 
nominated  for  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  to  serve  for  six 
years.  On  motion,  the  rules  were  suspended  and  the  Bishop 
requested  to  cast  the  vote  of  Council  for  the  nominees.  This 
was  done  and  they  were  declared  duly  elected. 

Dr.  Johnson  read  the  following  report: 

To  the  i  14TH  Diocesan  Council  of  the  P.  E.  Church  in  the  Diocese 
of  South  Carolina  : 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  matter  of  qualifications  and  privileges  of  Clergymen  of  the  Diocese 
as  Diocesan  Council  members,  respectfully  report  that  they  have  care- 
fully considered  the  matter  referred  to  them  and  recommend  as  fol- 
lows : 
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(1)  Resolved:  That  the  Rev.  C.  M.  Niles,  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  John  C 
Jagar,  the  Rev.  W.  E.  Callender,  the  Rev.  C.  F.  Jordan,  and  the  Rev. 
R.  M.  Marshall,  who  are  present  at  this  Council,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
accorded  the  privilege  of  a  seat  and  a  voice  in  this  the  114th  Council, 
but  not  the  privilege  of  voting. 

(2)  Resolved:  That  the  Rule  of  order  numbered  XXII  and  reading, 
"Clergymen  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  bat  not  entitled  to  seats  in  the 
Council,  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  not  belonging 
to  the  Diocese,  candidates  for  orders,  and  all  Trustees  elected  by  this 
Body,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  sittings  of  this  Council"  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  expunged  and  stricken  out— and  that  the  Rules  of  order 
numbered  XXIII.  and  XXIV.  be  numbered  XXII.  and  XXIII.  respect- 
ively. 

(3)  Resolved:  That  Section  2  of  Article  III.  of  the  Constitution 
be  altered  by  inserting  between  the  words,  "Council"  and  "Provided" 
the  following:  "and  every  other  Clergyman,  possessed  of  all  the  afore- 
said qualifications  prescribed  in  the  case  of  Presbyters  (excepting  actual 
residence  within  the  Diocese),  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  a  voice  in 
the  Council  but  not  to  a  vote." 

So  that  the  said  Section  as  thus  altered  shall  read  as  follows : 

"Sec.  2.  The  Bishop,  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  when  there  is  one,  and 
every  Presbyter  who  has  been  actually  as  well  as  canonically  resident 
within  the  Diocese  for  the  space  of  twelve  calendar  months  next  before 
the  meeting  of  the  Council,  and  has  for  the  same  period  been  discharg- 
ing the  duties  of  his  station  as  Rector,  Minister  or  Assistant  Minister 
of  an  organized  Parish  or  organized  Mission,  that  is,  or  has  been,  or 
hereafter  may  be  in  union  with  the  Council ;  or  who,  after  a  continued 
membership  of  at  least  twenty  years  in  Council,  is  incapacitated  by 
the  infirmities  of  health  or  age  from  further  active  duties  of  the  Minis- 
try, shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  as  a  member  of  the  Council, 
and  every  other  Clergyman,  possessed  of  all  the  aforesaid  qualifications 
prescribed  in  the  case  of  Presbyters  (excepting  actual  residence  within 
the  Diocese),  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  a  voice  in  the  Council  but 
not  to  vote.  Provided,  That  no  Clergyman  who  was  entitled  to  a  seat 
and  a  vote,  or  to  a  seat  only  in  the  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese 
held  in  May,  1889,  shall  be  deprived  of  his  rights  and  privileges  in 
subsequent  Conventions  or  Councils  by  reason  of  anything  in  this  Sec- 
tion contained ;  but  such  rights  and  privileges  shall  be  determined  by 
the  tenor  of  the  Article  as  it  was  of  force  the  first  day  of  May,  1889. 
Provided,  hozvever,  That  any  Clergyman  shall  forfeit  said  rights,  by 
failure  to  conform  to  the  Constitution  or  Canons."

The  report  of  the  Tellers  for  the  vote  for  the  Standing 
Committee  was  made,  and  showed  that  the  following  having 
received  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  in  both  orders  were 
elected :  Rev.  Messrs.  John  Johnson,  John  Kershaw,  W.  B. 
Gordon,  A.  R.  Mitchell,  G.  H.  Johnston  and  Messrs.  T.  W. 
Bacot,  R.  I.  Manning,  C.  S.  Gadsden,  H.  P.  Archer.  Mr. 
H.  P.  Duvall  was  also  elected  on  a  second  ballot. 

The  Chair  appointed  Rev.  Messrs.  Magruder  and  Johns, 
and  Messrs.  Patterson  and  E.  D.  Tupper,Tellers  for  the  cler- 
ical and  the  lay  vote  respectively,  for  Deputies  to  the  General 
Convention.

St.  Mary's  School 
being  in  order,  Rev.  Messrs.  Gordon,  Witsell  and  Barnwell 
were  nominated.  A  vote  was  taken  which  resulted  in  the 
election  of  Rev.  W.  P.  Witsell. 
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The  Tellers  for  the  vote  for  Deputies  to  the  General  Con- 
vention reported  that  the  following  were  elected  receiving 
a  majority  in  both  orders :  Rev.  Messrs.  John  Kershaw, 
W.  B.  Gordon,  E.  N.  Joyner,  and  Messrs.  T.  W.  Bacot, 
C.  S.  Gadsden,  J.  P.  Thomas,  Jr.,  Robert  Aldrich.  A  sec- 
ond ballot  resulted  in  the  election  also  of  Rev.  A.  R. 
Mitchell. 

The  report  of  Tellers  for  the  vote  for  Trustees  of  the 
University  of  the  South  was  made,  and  showed  that  the 
following,  having  received  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  in 
both  orders,  were  duly  elected :  Rev.  John  Kershaw, 
Messrs.  W.  W.  Lumpkin,  J.  S.Whaley. 

Council  took  a  recess  until  4  P.  M.

Council  assembled  at  the  appointed  time,  Dr.  Johnson,  the 
president  of  the  Standing  Committee,  in  the  chair.

On  motion,  the  nominations  were  closed  and  the  Secre- 
tary instructed  to  cast  the  ballot  of  Council  for  the  nomi- 
nees.   This  was  done  and  they  were  declared  duly  elected. 

The  Bishop  took  the  chair. 

Dr.  C.  M.  Niles  was  nominated  as  Trustee  of  the  General 
Theological  Seminary.  On  motion  the  chair  was  requested 
to  cast  the  ballot  of  Council  for  Dr.  Niles.  This  was  done 
and  he  was  declared  duly  elected. 

Mr.  R.  I.  Manning  read  the  following  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance  which  was,  on  motion,  received,  and  the 
resolutions  appended  thereto  adopted  severally  and  as  a 
whole : 
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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE. 


Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  examined  the 
accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council,  and  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Bishop's  Common  Fund,  and  find  them  correct. 

Your  Committee  further  reports  that  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop 
they  have  examined  his  accounts  of  the  funds  under  his  control  and 
find  them  correct. 

Your  Committee  offer  the  following  resolutions : 

(1)  Resolved,  That  for  the  support  of  the  Bishop  a  levy  be  laid  upon 
each  Church  or  Parish  in  union  with  the  Council  of  a  sum  equivalent 
to  three  per  centum  (3%)  on  the  current  expenses  (including  salaries, 
fuel,  etc.)  expended  in  each  Church  or  Parish;  and  a  sum  equal  to 
two  per  centum  (2%)  on  the  same  be  levied  for  the  expenses  of  the 
Council,  the  levy  to  be  made  on  above  items  as  reported  in  the  Jour- 
nal of  this  Council  for  1904. 

(2)  Resolved  further,  That  your  Committee  call  especial  attention  to 
the  fact  that  the  organized  Missions  of  the  Diocese  are  now  paying 
practically  nothing  towards  the  support  of  the  Bishop ;  and  that  this 
matter  be  brought  to  their  attention  and  urged  upon  them  through  the 
Missionaries  who  minister  to  them. 

(3)  Resolved  further,  That  the  Treasurer  notify  the  Churches  or 
Parishes  as  soon  as  the  assessments  have  been  made  of  the  amounts 
to  be  paid  by  them,  and  that  the  Parishes  and  Missions  be  urged  to 
pay  their  asessments  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October,  1904. 

(4)  Resolved  further,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council  and  of  the 
Bishop's  Common  Fund  publish  in  The  Diocese  monthly  reports  of  the 
receipts  and  disbursements  of  each  fund  showing  the  total  amount  of 
assessment  on  the  parish,  the  amount  paid  by  each  parish  and  the 
balances  due. 

(5)  Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council  and  of  the  Bishop's 
Common  Fund  be  directed  to  refund  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Trustees 
of  the  Diocese  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December,  1904,  the  sum 
of  five  hundred  and  eighty- four  68-100  dollars,  which  amount  was  bor- 
rowed from  the  Toustees  of  the  Diocese  last  year  to  pay  the  deficiency 
in  the  Bishop's  salary  for  the  year  1902-1903.

Rev.  Dr.  Kershaw,  submitted  its  report,  which  was  re- 
ceived and  ordered  spread  upon  the  minutes. 
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UNIVERSITY  OF  THE  SOUTH— REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES. 

The  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South  for  this  Diocese  respect- 
fully report  that  the  conditions  and  prospects  of  the  University  are  of 
a  favorable  character.  The  number  of  students  from  this  Diocese  is 
not  so  large  as  it  was  some  years  ago.  This  is  not  due  to  any  lack 
of  interest  in  the  institution,  but  rather  to  the  increased  efficiency  of 
local  educational  institutions  receiving  public  aid,  and  to  the  fact  that 
our  people  have  not  grasped!  in  its  fulness  the  importance  of  training 
youth  religiously  and  morally  as  well  as  intellectually  and  physically, 
as  is  done  at  the  University  of  the  South  and  its  Grammar  School. 

The  University,  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Trustees,  has  lost  its 
great  and  beloved  head,  and  the  thought  uppermost  in  the  minds  of  the 
Faculties  and  Students,  when  the  University  of  the  South  opened 
for  its  Lent  Term,  March  17th,  was  the  loss  sustained  in  the  death  of 
the  Chancellor,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Thomas  Underwood  Dudley,  D.  D.,  LL.  D., 
D.  C.  L.,  Bishop  of  Kentucky.  The  memorial  character  of  the  Vice- 
Chancellor's  address  on  that  occasion  and  the  action  of  the  Hebdoma- 
dal Board  at  its  first  meeting,  were  not  intended  to  forestall  the  memo- 
rial service  with  which  the  Board  of  Trustees  will  open  at  Sewanee 
25th,  with  more  formal  memorial  addresses. 

Changes  in  the  Faculties  of  the  University  are  as  follows :  E.  H. 
Babbitt,  Professor  of  Modern  Languages,  resigned  during  the  past 
year,  and  this  Chair  is  being  filled  by  Glen  Levin  Swiggett,  Ph.  D., 
lately  of  the  University  of  Missouri.  By  election  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, the  Rev.  Thomas  Allen  Tidball,  D.  D.,  of  Philadelphia,  now  oc- 
cupies the  Chair  of  Ecclesiastical  History  and  Polity  in  the  Theolgi- 
cal  Department,  and  St.  George  Leakin  Sioussat,  Ph.  D.,  that  of  His- 
tory and  Economics  in  the  Academic  Department.  B.  M.  Roszel,  Ph. 
D.,  became  Head  Master  of  the  Grammar  School  at  the  beginning  of 
the  last  Trinity  term. 

Last  year  the  student  roll  of  the  University  aggregated  510,  a  slight 
falling  off,  this  being  in  the  ranks  of  the  Medical  students.  The  Acad- 
emic department  showed  considerable  advance,  and  the  Medical  School 
fully  made  up  what  it  lacked  in  numbers  by  the  quality  of  its  men 
and  the  class  of  its  graduates. 

The  University  opened  last  March  with  flattering  prospects.  The 
Academic  Department  has  kept  some  15  members  ahead  of  last  year 
and  more  than  twice  that  number  ahead  of  the  previous  year,  having 
now  more  students  than  during  any  other  Lent  Term.  The  Medical 
Department  opened  a  month  earlier  than  usual,  and  already  has  a  good 
attendance,  and  the  full  attendance  of  over  300  in  the  various  Depart- 
ments is  a  better  showing  than  ever  before  at  this  time  of  the  year. 

Widespread  notice  has  been  given  of  a  Summer  School  of  Theology 
this  year,  during  August.  Besides  courses  of  lectures  by  members  of 
the  Theological  Faculty,  arrangements  are  being  made  for  special  lec- 
tures by  visiting  speakers  and  teachers. 

The  University  has  received  a  bequest  from  the  late  Mrs.  Herman 
Aldrich,  of  New  York,  of  $10,000,  to  be  applied  to  the  Endowment 
Fund.  The  Goodwyn  Fund  has  received  an  additional  $1,000,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  wishes  of  the  late  Mrs.  Goodwyn,  of  Nashville. 
Last  December  a  movement  was  begun  for  raising  a  fund  to  carry  on 
the  work  of  the  University  more  effectively,  and  to  secure  pledges  for 
annual  payments  up  to  and  including  May  1,  1907,  when  the  Univer- 
sity will  celebrate  its  Semi-Centennial.  It  is  expected  to  have  a  large 
fund  raised  by  that  time,  to  be  applied  as  follows : — 
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I.  For  properly  equipping  the  Scientific  Department. 

II.  For  the  completion  of  the  Gymnasium. 

III.  For  the  completion  of  the  Library  Catalogue  and  the  purchase 

of  books. 

IV.  For  the  improvement  of  the  Athletic  Field. 

V.  For  the  creation  of  a  permanent  fund  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
various  Departments  of  the  University. 

The  University  Chaplain,  Rev.  W.  A.  Guerry,  spent  the  Winter  vis- 
iting large  cities  of  the  South  in  the  interest  of  this  Fund  and  also 
urging  the  need  of  a  new  Chapel.  As  a  result,  not  only  have  pledges 
to  the  Fund  been  received  aggregating  some  $20,000,  but  the  University 
and  its  needs  are  more  widely  known  than  ever  before.  Mr.  Guerry 
has  since  made  a  similar  visit  to  New  York,  and  with  good  success. 

Closely  related  to  the  Semi-Centennial  Fund  is  the  effort  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  to  secure  money  for  a  new  chapel.  The  Committee 
named  for  this  purpose  in  the  Diocese  of  Georgia  has  organized 
and  put  out  a  strong  circular  letter. 

The  long-continued  efforts  of  the  University  to  have  a  first-class 
printing  and  publishing  plant  established  at  Sewanee  have  at  last  met 
with  success,  and  within  a  few  months  the  "Sewanee  Press"  will  be 
in  operation.  That  Sewanee  is  fitted  to  become  a  literary  center  in  the 
South  is  evidenced  by  the  "Sewanee  Review,"  the  quarterly  now  in  its 
twelfth  volume,  as  well  as  by  the  number  of  books  emanating  from 
Sewanee  writers. 

Baron  Speck  von  Sternburg,  the  German  Ambassador,  has  accepted 
an  invitation  to  deliver  the  Baccalaureate  Address  on  June  30.  Ev- 
ery effort  will  be  made  to  have  the  Commencement  Exercises  this  year 
surpass  in  dignity  those  of  former  years.

Mr.  F.  A.  Mitchell  read  the  following  communication  of 
the  Assistant  Treasurer  and  Financial  Agent  of  the  General 
Clergy  Relief  Fund.  It  was  received  and  on  motion  the 
request  granted.    (Vide  page  Hi  of  cover.) 

The  Trustees  of  the  Fund  for  the  Relief  of  Widows  and  Orphans 
of  Deceased  Clergymen  and  of  Aged,  Infirm  and  Disabled  Clergymen 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America, 
(The  General  Clergy  Relief  Fund)  request  the  authorities  of  the  va- 
rious Dioceses  and  Missionary  Jurisdictions  to  place  among  other 
notices  and  addresses  or  in  some  part  of  the  published  Journal,  where 
it  may  be  referred  to,  the  enclosed  notice. 

They  ask  this  First :— because  the  Fund  is  the  National  and  Official 
organization  of  the  whole  Church,  created  by  its  representatives  for 
doing  a  work  in  each  diocese. 

Second :— because  the  Fund  stands  upon  absolutely  the  same  basis 
in  the  General  Canons  and  legislation  of  the  Church  as  the  Foreign 
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and  Domestic  Missionary  Society  and  requires  the  same  recognition., 

Third : — because  pensions  and  annuities  are  asked  for  and  granted 
in  every  Diocese  and  Missionary  Jurisdiction,  and  therefore  it  is  to 
the  interest  of  each  Diocese  and  Missionary  Jurisdiction  to  assist  in 
giving  all  the  information  and  publicity  possible. 

Fourth  : — because  Churchmen  everywhere  who  are  interested  in  the 
General  Work  of  the  Church  require  this  information. 

This  request  is  made  by  unanimous  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees at  their  annual  meeting.  Will  you  not  therefore  give  this  matter 
your  personal  attention  ?

Resolved,  That  One  Hundred  Dollars  be  appropriated  out  of  funds 
in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council,  not  otherwise  appropri- 
ated, for  the  purpose  of  enlarging  our  Diocesan  paper."

The  Trustees  of  St.  Mary's  School  reported  through  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Joyner.  The  report  was  received  and  the  resolu- 
tions appended  thereto  adopted  as  follows : 

REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES,  ST.  MARY'S  SCHOOL. 

On  September  17th,  1903,  the  6ist  annual  term  of  this  Institution 
began,  and  with  a  crowded  enrollment.  The  fact  that  for  several 
months  the  rector  was  exercised  in  declining  applications  must  have 
affected  him  alike  with  satisfaction  in  the  fame  of  the  school,  and  re- 
gret that  its  motherly  bosom  was  not  spacious  enough  for  all.  The 
register  shows  241  boarding  and  day  students,  and  these  from  seven- 
teen dioceses  and  districts. 

The  faculty  was  strengthened  by  the  election  of  Mr.  Wm.  E.  Stone 
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(A.  B.  of  Harvard),  for  some  years  successfully  teaching  in  N.  &  E. 
Carolina  and  the  last  year  at  The  Porter  Academy ;  and  Mr.  Ernest 
Cruikshank  (A.  M.  of  Washington  college  and  a  graduate  worker  of 
Johns  Hopkins).  These  additions  have  proved,  according  to  the  com- 
mendation of  the  late  rector,  a  source  of  real  strength  to  the  new. 

The  splendid  modern  infirmary,  begun  last  May,  was  finished  and 
occupied  in  October,  and,  under  the  care  of  a  competent  matron  and 
skillful  physicians,  renders  the  school  able — tho'  not  anxious  by  any 
means — in  the  most  scientific  way  to  care  for  any  cases  of  illness  or 
bodily  hurt  which  may  befall  her  children.  Happily,  however,  there 
has  not  been  a  single  case  of  serious  illness  the  past  year. 

An  imperative  need  was  supplied  in  November — the  addition  of  an 
ample  boiler,and  altho'  this,  with  the  house,  pipes,  etc.,  replacing  those 
destroyed  by  the  old  infirmary  fire,  cost  $1,800,  yet  the  fact  that  there  is 
now  steam  for  every  purpose  and  sufficient,  besides,  to  run  the  laundry 
and  wood-saw,  when  added,  will  fully  justify  the  expenditure. 

The  school  has  labored  under  an  unusually  heavy  burden,  because  of 
the  coldest  of  winters,  the  increased  cost  of  nearly  all  necessary  sup- 
plies, and  the  unfortunate  fact  that  in  the  midst  came  the  renewal  of 
insurance,  calling  for  more  than  $800  in  itself.  But  that  is  a  three 
years'  rest,  with  the  security  it  brings.  Few  ever  realize  the  value  of 
insurance  until  after  a  fire,  they  either  have,  or  have  not  "been  covered." 

The  Smedes  Memorial  scholarship,  an  endowment  by  the  alumnae  of 
St.  Mary's,  is  available  to  any  girl  in  either  of  the  Carolina  Dioceses, 
with  the  District  of  Asheville ;  the  applicant  to  be  of  age,  fourteen; 
of  approved  character ;  unable  to  meet  the  expenses  otherwise,  and  meet- 
ing the  requirements  of  the  examination  prescribed.  The  examination, 
this  year,  is  to  be  held  on  May  10th. 

This  is  a  good  place  to  make  a  financial  statement.  It  is  from  mem- 
oranda furnished  by  the  excellent  treasurer  of  the  board  of  trustees, 
Dr.  Kemp  P.  Battle,  Jr.,  who  has  also  kindly  furnished  other  data 
from  which  this  report  is  made  in  part.  Receipts  by  the  treasurer, 
in  subscription  (about)  $925;  from  the  rector,  for  interest,  $650; 
Smedes  Memorial  Scholarship,  $4,000;  total,  $5575.  The  expenditures 
have  amounted  to  $5,548,  being  the  sum  of  items  furnished  your  trus- 
tees by  the  treasurer  of  the  Board.  The  board  of  trustees  now  owes 
on  the  debt  to  those  from  whom  the  splendid  property  was  purchased, 
a  balance  of  $14,000  and  $5,000,  being  the  Murchison  scholarship,  which 
the  Board  borrowed  from  itself  to  enable  it  to  reduce  this  same  debt ; 
so  that  now  it  owes  the  sum  of  $19,000  on  the  purchase  account.  Col- 
lections on  the  promises  for  the  meeting  of  this  debt,  the  treasurer 
informs  us,  are  very  slow,  and  that  he  does  not  expect  more  than  $2,000 
or  $3,000  from  them.  No  new  efforts  have  been  made.  Happy  the 
day  for  St.  Mary's  when  all  this  can  be  cleared  up  and  off  and  away. 
If  in  South  Carolina  there  are  any  of  our  "saints"  who  have  pledged 
themselves  to  this,  we  adjure  them  by  the  honor  and  future  relief  and 
progress  of  the  Old  School,  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  redeem  their 
promises  to  the  Trustees. 

To  one  familiar  with  this  School,  it  is  well  known  that  its  very  heart 
and  soul  is  the  chapel.  One  is  carried  into  the  skies  in  thought  upon 
the  influences  engenderled  at  and  flowing  out  from  this  devoted  shrine. 
Perhaps  to  many  of  the  "old  girls" — the  older,  oldest,  especially — it 
will  seem  like  sacrilege,  almost  to  change  it.  But,  peace  unto  them ! 
it  must  be  done ;  for  the  school  has  outgrown  it,  as  well  as  other 
things,  and  it  must  be  changed.  The  alumnae  have  decided  to  enlarge 
it  by  the  addition  of  transepts  and  a  chancel.  The  girls  of  the  present 
must  have  room,  the  plans  are  in  the  architect's  hands,  and  there  is 
a  hope  that  the  work  will  soon  begin.    When  completed,  doubtless 
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the  "oldest  girl"  will  assent  and  admire.  There  is  nothing  about  St. 
Mary's  so  sacred,  so  sweet,  so  far-reaching  in  refining,  spiritual  influ- 
ences, as  the  chapel  and  its  concomitants.  It  is  the  center  of  its  highest 
life.    Nothing  essential  should  be  denied  it. 

Last  year  the  trustees  were  in  the  depths  over  the  resignation  of 
that  model  rector,  Dr.  Bratton,  elected  Bishop  of  Mississippi.  It 
seemed  that  he  had  almost  made  himself  necessary  to  the  Institution. 
And  no  wonder ;  for  he  had  accomplished  great  things,  and  in  all  ways 
proved  himself  fitting,  masterful,  a  pillar  of  strength.  Not  one  of 
your  trustees  from  this  diocese  felt  otherwise  towards  him,  person- 
ally, than  as  a  devoted,  trusting  friend.  We  trembled  at  his  going — 
we  feared  another's  coming.  But  praise  be  unto  God,  while  our  dear 
brother,  Dr.  Bratton,  was  rewarded  for  his  abilities  by  a  noble  prefer- 
ment, so  are  we  able  to  think  that  St.  Mary's  has  not  suffered  in  her 
choice  of  a  successor  in  the  rectorship.  The  Rev.  McNeely  DuBose 
was  elected  the  first  of  last  July,  took  charge  in  September,  and  it  is 
enough  to  say  that  the  prosperity  of  the  few  former  years  has  simply 
gone  on  in  increasing  ratio.  All  departments  have  been  well  admin- 
istered, and  your  diocesan  trustees  have  been  informed  that  far  and 
wide  there  is  universal  satisfaction  with  the  administration  of  the 
present  rector.  How  fortunate  the  fact !  Let  us  give  him — he,  too,  is 
a  Palmetto  Carolinian — let  us  give  him  our  confidence  and  warm  and 
generous  support.  We  are  most  wealthy  to  have  come  into  the  in- 
heritance of  a  school  of  the  order  and  standard  of  St.  Mary's,  ready- 
made  and  up-to-date.  We  ought  really  to  appreciate  this.  It  is  inde- 
pendent. Its  establishment  is  secure  and  permanent.  It  does  not  go 
a  begging.  It  simply  asks  to  be  trusted  with  the  daughter's  of  the 
Church  for  their  higher  training.  Send  them  to  it,  put  into  its 
keeping,  those  treasures  of  your  hearts,  fathers  and  mothers  of  Caro- 
lina, and  so  will  it  be  satisfied. 

ST.  MARY'S  SCHOOL— RESOLUTIONS. 

Resolved — (i),  That  this  Council  hereby  expresses  to  the  Rev.  The- 
odore D.  Bratton,  D.  D.,  now  Bishop  of  Mississippi,  its  high  estimate 
of  his  most  excellent  work  as  rector*  of  St.  Mary's  School,  and  out  of 
affectionate  hearts  commends  him  to  the  Wisdom  of  the  Divine  Trin- 
ity in  his  good  work  as  a  Bishop. 

(2)  ,  That  we  welcome  the  accession  to  the  rectorship  of  our  brother, 
the  Rev.  McNeely  DuBose,  and  gladly  assure  him  of  our  confidence 
and  diligent  support. 

(3)  ,  That  we  acknowledge,  thankfully,  the  privileges  and  advantages 
the  Diocese  possesses  in  such  a  school,  so  near  at  hand,  and  these  upon 
terms  notably  moderate,  considering  the  quality  and  standard  of  the 
training  and  instruction ;  and  we  sincerely  commend  St.  Mary's  to  the 
patronage  of  our  Church  people  in  South  Carolina. 

(4)  ,  That  forasmuch  as  a  considerable  sum — $19,000 — is  yet  due  upon 
the  purchase  price  of  the  property,  and  regarding  the  present  and  in- 
creasing value  of  that  prloperty,  a  committee  of  two  clergymen  and 
three  laymen  be  appointed  to  try  to  devise  ways  and  means  of  contrib- 
uting some  share  of  the  amount  due,  so  that  the  institution,  unfettered, 
by  debt,  may  be  free  to  discharge  its  blessed  mission. 

Rev.  McNeely  DuBose,  Rector,  spoke  to  Council  upon 
the  work  and  condition  of  St.  Mary's  School. 
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It  was  moved  by  Mr.  P.  T.  Hayne,  of  Christ  Church, 
Greenville  to  amend  Canon  VI.  by  striking  out  the  word 
"male"  in  the  proviso,  and  that  proposed  amendment  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons. 

Mr.  C.  S.  Gadsden  moved  to  amend  this  motion,  that  the 
committee  report  to  next  Council. 

Rev.  H.  H.  Covington  moved  to  lay  the  whole  matter  on 
the  table.  This  motion  prevailed  by  a  vote  of  40  to  29 — 
division  having  been  called. 

Mr.  Joseph  I.  Waring,  Registrar  of  the  Diocese,  read  his 
report  which  was  received  and  ordered  spread  upon  the  min- 
utes :

Rev.  E.  N.  Joyner,  Archdeacon  of  work  among  the  col- 
ored people,  made  a  verbal  report.  Subsequently  written 
report  was  submitted  to  the  Secretary.  ( Vide  Appendix 
VII.) 

Rev.  H.  Thomas,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  fund 
raised  in  the  Diocese  for  General  Missions,  read  his  report. 
( Vide  Appendix  II. ) 

Mr.  Thomas  for  the  Committee  appointed  for  the  pur- 
pose, introduced  the  following  resolutions  which  were  sev- 
erally adopted  on  motion. 

"Resolved,  That  the  Parishes  and  Missions  of  the  Diocese  be  ap- 
portioned for  the  work  of  the  General  Board  of  Missions  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  Sept.  I,  1904,  one-half  the  amount  apportioned  them  for 
Diocesan  Missions  at  the  last  meeting  of  Council. 

Resolved,  That  the  Parishes  and  Missions  of  the  Diocese  be  appor- 
tioned for  the  work  of  the  General  Board  of  Missions  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  Sept.  1,  1905,  one-half  the  amount  apportioned  them  for 
Diocesan  Missions  at  the  present  meeting  of  the  Council."  {Vide 
Appendix  II.) 

In  lieu  of  the  third  resolution  recommended  by  the  Com- 
mittee, Mr.  J.  P.  Thomas,  Jr.,  offered  the  following  as  a 
substitute  which  was  adopted : 

"Resolved,  That  the  Diocesan  Secretary  and  Treasurer  communicate 
to  the  General  Treasurer  the  amount  this  Council  has  apportioned." 

With  a  few  changes  the  same  apportionments  for  the  Dio- 
cesan Missions  in  force  for  the  past  year  were  adopted  as 
the  apportionments  of  Council  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Rev.  Harold  Thomas  was  re-elected  by  acclamation  as 
Diocesan  Secretary  and  Treasurer  for  General  Missions, 
and  on  motion  $15  was  appropriated  for  the  expenses  of 
the  office. 

A  verbal  report  was  rendered  by  the  Archdeacon  of  the 
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ist  Convocation,  and  reports  were  read  by  the  Archdeacons 
of  the  2nd  and  3rd  Convocations. 

Nominations  were  called  for  from  the  Missionary  Dis- 
tricts for  members  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  and  the  follow- 
ing nominations  were  made: 

From  the  First  District — Rev.  J.  M.  Magruder,  Mr. 
John  R.  London. 

From  the  Second  District — Rev.  W.  B.  Gordon,  and  Mr. 
R.  I.  Manning. 

From  the  Third  District — Rev.  John  Kershaw  and  Mr. 
Wm.  M.  Bird. 

Nominations  were  confirmed,  and  the  above  mentioned 
members  elected  by  acclamation. 

Rev.  Mark  Levy,  a  converted  Jew,  addressed  the  Council 
in  behalf  of  his  race. 

Council  adjourned  until  10  A.  M.  to-morrow.

THIRD  DAY. 

Thursday,  May  5,  A.  D.  1904.    10  A.  M. 

Council  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop  after  Morning 
Prayer  at  10  A.  M. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  day's  sessions  were  read  and 
after  several  corrections  and  changes  were  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  reported 
through  the  Rev.  H.  J.  Mikell.  The  report  was  received 
and  ordered  spread  upon  the  minutes. 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  OF  THE 

CHURCH. 

Your  committee  hereby  reports  that  it  has  examined  the  reports  of 
the  Parishes  and  Missions  and  compared  them  in  essential  points  with 
those  handed  in  last  year  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Council  and  printed 
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in  the  Journal.  This  work  has  been  rendered  peculiarly  arduous  by 
reason  of  the  imperfect  state  of  those  reports  handed  in  by  the  Rec- 
tors and  Missionaries.  In  many  cases  the  financial  items  of  the  re- 
port had  not  been  added  up  and  the  committee  had  to  do  this  work. 
In  behalf  of  future  committees  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  we  would 
beg  those  making  out  the  reports  to  be  more  careful  in  their  compil- 
ing. The  statistics  in  some  respects  show  a  falling  off.  There  are 
fewer  confirmations  this  year  than  last,  owing  to  the  illness  of  the 
Bishop  and  his  absence  in  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina.  There  are 
fewer  baptisms.  The  total  receipts  of  the  Parishes  and  Missions  are 
less  than  reported  last  year.  On  the  other  hand  the  number  of  com- 
municants reported  are  a  very  few  more  than  last  year  and  there  were 
more  ordinations  to  the  ministry. 

In  spite  of  the  prevailing  impression  that  many  of  the  young  men 
of  the  ministry  are  leaving  their  native  Diocese,  there  are  fewer  cler- 
ical changes  than  last  year,  and  the  Committee  believes  that  there  are 
no  more  than  occur  in  any  other  Diocese  of  the  Church. 

In  this  matter  the  Committee  is  minded  to  recommend  to  the  vestries 
of  our  Parishes  that  they  provide  such  adequate  support  for  their 
clergy  that  they  will  not  need  to  remove  to  improve  their  financial 
condition.  The  committee  views  with  alarm  the  falling  off  in  the 
number  of  Postulants  and  candidates  for  Holy  Orders.  There  is  now 
not  one  candidate  for  Holy  Orders  and  only  5  Postulants.  For  the 
work  of  the  Church  in  this  State  we  must  have  for  the  most  part, 
a  native  ministry,  and  we  earnestly  urge  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  to 
bring  the  ministry  constantly  and  prominently  before  the  minds  of  their 
young  men  as  a  possible  calling  for  themselves  and  before  the  minds  of 
parents  as  a  possible  calling  for  their  sons. 

Your  Committee  notes  in  many  places  in  the  Diocese  the  prosecution 
of  a  vigorous  missionary  work  and  would  especially  commend  the 
Church  of  the  Holy  Communion,  Allendale,  and  St.  Andrews'  Mis- 
sion, Greenville,  for  their  progress. 

Looking  over  the  field  as  a  whole,  we  see  many  reasons  to  be  thank- 
ful to  the  great  Head  of  the  Church  and  to  take  heart  for  the  future  in 
the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina.

The  Rev.  T.  T.  Walsh  for  the  Committee  read  the  fol- 
lowing report.    The  report  on  motion  was  adopted : 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  GIRLS'  ACADEMY. 

The  committee  appointed  by  the  Council  to  report  upon  "the  feas- 
ibility and  advisability  of  establishing  a  Girls'  Academy  in  this  Dio- 
cese," beg  leave  to  make  the  following  report : 

First,  they  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Council,  it  was  "Resolved,  That  this  Council  heartily  approves  of  and 
endorses  any  action  toward  the  establishment  of  such  a  school." 

The  results  of  investigations  made  by  your  Committee  have  deeply 
impressed  them  with  the  immediate  need  of  an  inexpensive  Boarding 
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School  for  Girls.  This  need  is  emphasized  by  the  fact  that  the  numer- 
ous denominational  schools  in  this  State  are  largely  patronized  by  our 
own  Church  people.  And  the  cause  of  this  condition  is  that  the  girls 
can  receive  a  good  high  school  education  at  a  total  cost  of  no  more 
than  $150.00  per  annum. 

The  feasibility  of  establishing  such  a  school  would  depend  primarily 
upon  the  question  of  finance — can  it  be  supported? 

We  find  upon  investigation  that  the  non- Episcopal  Boarding  Schools 
referred  to,  are  self-supporting — the  income  is  from  Tuition  fees.  We 
see  no  reason  why  one  school  of  this  kind  cannot,  with  proper  manage- 
ment, be  supported  in  this  Diocese.  Therefore,  we  submit  that  its  es- 
tablishment is  feasible,  and  advisable.  About  one-half  of  the  clergy 
have  responded  to  the  circulars  of  inquiry  sent  out  by  your  Committee, 
and  from  these  replies  we  find  that  50  of  our  girls  are  now  attending 
non-Episcopal  Boarding  Schools.  There  are  reported  147  girls  between 
the  ages  of  15  and  18  years.  Considering  the  replies  received,  and  ap- 
proximating the  remaining  half  of  our  parishes  not  heard  from,  your 
Committee  estimates  that  the  smallest  probable  attendance  of  boarding 
pupils  might  be  100.  These  alone  at  $150.00  each,  would  yield  an  in- 
come  of  $15,000.00  yearly. 

While  your  Committee  reports  favorably  as  to  "the  feasibility  and 
advisability  of  establishing  a  Girls'  Academy  in  this  Diocese,"  they  are 
of  the  opinion  that  the  Diocese  cannot  at  this  time  assume  any  finan- 
cial responsibilty  for  such  an  institution.

"(2).  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  which 
shall  have  in  charge  the  establishing  of  such  school  and  which  commit- 
tee shall  confer  with  representatives  of  communities  desiring  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  school  therein,  and  which  committee  shall  have  power 
to  act  in  the  premises.' 

Mr.  Ayer  moved  that  the  first  resolution  be  amended  by 
inserting  the  words  "at  or  in  Florence"  after  the  word  estab- 
lished. 

On  motion  the  amendment  was  laid  on  the  table. 
On  motion  the  first  resolution  was  adopted. 
Mr.  Hazard  moved  to  amend  the  second  resolution  as 
follows : 

"Provided,  That  this  Resolution  shall  not  be  construed  as  authorizing 
the  said  committee  to  assume  or  incur  on  behalf  of  the  Diocese  any 
financial  responsibility  for  the  establishment  or  maintenance  of  such 

school." 
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The  amendment  was  accepted  by  Mr.  Bonham. 
Mr.  Walter  Hazard  moved  to  amend  the  second  resolu- 
tion as  follows : 

Strike  out  the  word  "five"  and  insert  the  following  in  lieu  thereof : 
"Eight,  of  which  the  Bishop  shall  be  cx-ofhcio  chairman,  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  President  of  the  Council,  consisting  of  one  clergyman 
and  one  layman  from  each  convocation  and  two  members  from  the 
Diocese  at  large." 

The  Amendment  was  accepted  by  Mr.  Bonham. 
On  motion,  the  second  resolution  introduced  by  Mr.  Bon- 
ham as  amended  was  adopted. 

The  resolutions  as  adopted  are  as  follows : 

"Resolved,  (i)  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Council  that  there  should 
be  established  in  this  Diocese  a  school  for  the  education  of  girls,  under 
the  auspices  of  the  church. 

(2)  That  a  committee  of  eight,  of  which  the  Bishop  shall  be  ex-ofhcio 
chairman,  be  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Council,  consisting  of 
one  clergyman  and  one  layman  from  each  convocation  and  two  mem- 
bers from  the  Diocese  at  large,  to  have  in  charge  the  establishing  of 
such  school — which  committee  shall  confer  with  the  representatives  of 
communities  desiring  the  establishment  of  the  school  therein,  and  which 
committee  shall  have  power  to  act  in  the  premises :  Provided,  That  this 
resolution  shall  not  be  construed  as  authorizing  the  said  committee  to 
assume  or  incur  on  behalf  of  the  Diocese  any  financial  responsibility 
for  the  establishment  or  maintenance  of  such  school." 

Subsequently,  the  Bishop  appointed  the  following  to  com-

In  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  yesterday,  the  Bishop 
announced  the  following  committee  to  try  to  devise  ways 
and  means  of  contributing  some  share  of  the  amount  due  on 
the  debt  on  St.  Mary's  School  property :    Revs.  E.  N.  Joy- 
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ner,  W.  P.  Witsell,  Messrs.  J  .R.  London,  Robt.  F.  Jen- 
kins, H.  P.  Duvall. 

Rev.  J  .H.  Tillinghast  introduced  the  following  resolu- 
tion which  was  adopted : 

...."Resolved,  That  the  system  of  Sunday  School  instruction  of  which 
Bishop  Beckwith  is  the  author  be  referred  for  consideration  to  a  com- 
mittee of  three  clergymen  to  report  at  the  next  Council." 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  following  clergymen  on  this 
committee;  Rev.  J.  H.  Tillinghast,  Rev.  J.  C.  Johnes,  Rev. 
L.  G.  Wood. 

Rev.  H.  J.  Mikell  read  the  following  report  which  on 
motion  was  adopted : 

USE  OF  REVISED  VERSION. 

"The  committee  to  which  was  referred  The  Memorial  from  the  Dio- 
cese of  California  petitioning  the  General  Convention  to  take  such  ac- 
tion as  may  be  necessary  to  permit  the  use  of  the  Revised  Version  in 
the  lessons  in  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer  report  to  the  Council  that 
in  their  judgment  such  permission  to  use  the  Revised  Version  would  be 
advantageous  to  the  full  and  perfect  understanding  of  the  Word  of 
God.  The  marginal  readings  Bible  is  inconvenient  for  public  use  and 
but  imperfectly  meets  the  demand  for  fuller  liberty  in  the  use  of  the 
Bible  versions.  Therefore  the  committee  concurs  in  the  petition  of 
the  Diocese  of  California  and  would  suggest  to  the  Council  the  follow- 
ing resolution. 

Resolved,  That  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  hereby 
endorses  the  petition  of  the  Diocese  of  California  to  the  General  Con- 
vention to  take  such  action  as  may  be  necessary  to  permit  the  use  of 
the  Revised  Version  of  the  Bible  in  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer. 
Respectfully  submitted.

teration having  been  duly  given. 

Rev.  Dr.  Robert  Wilson  read  the  report  of  the  Trustees 
of  the  Diocese  which  was  adopted.    {Vide  Appendix  IV.) 
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On  motion  of  Rev.  John  Kershaw,  it  was 

'.Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  be  called 
to  the  fact  that  among  the  stated  offerings  provided  to  be  taken  during 
each  year  by  them  is  one  on  Whitsunday  for  the  Society  for  the  Wid- 
ows and  Orphans  of  the  Clergy  and  aged  and  infirm  clergy  of  South 
Carolina." 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Walsh,  it  was 

"Resolved,  That  this  Council  tenders  its  hearty  thanks  to  the  Rector 
and  congregation  and  choir  of  St.  John's  Church,  also  to  the  citizens  of 
Florence  for  the  courtesy  and  hospitality  shown  to  its  members  dur- 
ing its  114th  session." 

On  motion  of  Rev.  G.  H.  Johnston  it  was 

"Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  five,  three  clergymen  and  two  lay- 
men, be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  to  consider  the  subject  of  beginning 
a  training  school  for  Deaconesses  in  this  Diocese,  and  report  at  the 
next  annual  meeting  of  the  Council." 

The  Bishop  appointed1  the  following-  on  this  committee:

"Resolved,  That  this  Council  hereby  expresses  its  sincere  apprecia- 
tion of  the  courtesies  and  privileges  extended  to  its  members  by  the 
Florence  Club,  and  the  Secretary  is  directed  to  officially  transmit  the 
thanks  and  farewell  greetings  of  the  Council  to  the  Florence  Club." 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Mikell,  it  was 

"Resolved,  That  in  anticipation  of  the  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Aux- 
iliary of  the  Diocese  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Comforter,  Sumter, 
we  of  the  Council  send  the  members  our  greeting  and  hearty  God- 
speed in  their  important  and  devoted  work." 

On  motion  of  Rev.  J.  H.  Tillinghast,  it  was 

"Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  body  that  the  General  Relief 
Fund  should  also  have  the  financial  support  of  the  clergy  and  people  of 
this  Diocese." 

On  motion  of  Rev.  A.  E.  Cornish  the  following  resolu- 
tion was  adopted : 

"Resolved,  That  there  shall  be  established  a  Diocesan  Sunday  School 
Institute,  and'  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Archdeacons  of  the 
three  Convocational  Districts  of  the  Diocese." 
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On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Tillinghast  it  was 

"Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  Council  be  instructed  to  have  1,000 
copies  of  the  Journal  printed  and  that  the  Constitutions  and  Canons 
be  included  for  the  better  convenience  for  reference  thereto." 

On  motion  of  Rev.  W.  H.  Barnwell,  it  was  resolved  to 
have  printed  in  the  Journal  after  the  Diocesan  apportion- 
ments the  apportionments  for  General  Missions.  (Vide 
Appendix  II.) 

It  was  resolved  that  the  thanks  of  Council  be  given  to 
the  Railroads  for  their  concessions  and  courtesies  in  con- 
nection with  this  meeting  of  Council. 

On  motion,  the  minutes  of  to-day's  session  being  read  and 
approved,  and  after  suitable  remarks  and  prayer  by  the 
Bishop,  the  Council  adjourned  sine  die.

Bishop's  Annual  Address 


ii4th.  COUNCIL,  DIOCESE  OF  SOUTH  CAROLINA. 

Dear  Brethren  of  the  Council: — 

Once  more  it  is  my  privilege  to  address  you  in  Annual 
Council,  and  to  lay  before  you,  as  your  Bishop,  a  report  of  my  steward- 
ship during  the  past  year. 

Before  I  do  so,  let  me,  as  well  for  you  as  for  myself,  extend  our 
congratulations  to  the  Parish  of  St.  John's,  Florence,  in  which  we  cvre 
assembled  at  this,  the  114th  Council  of  the  Diocese.  It  is  an  interesting 
fact  that  two  of  the  members  of  this  Council,  present  with  us  to-day, 
the  Rev.  Dr.  John  Johnson  and  Dr.  James  Evans,  were  of  the  company 
of  Engineers,  representing  the  Cheraw  &  Darlington  R.  R.,  who  met  by 
appointment,  in  a  pine  forest,  in  1853,  to  determine  the  point  where 
that  road  should  meet  the  Wilmington  &  Manchester  R.  R.,  and  at  that 
time  drove  the  stakes  that  located  Florence. 

The  window  in  the  chancel  of  this  church  was  erected  by  the  Guild 
of  St.  John's  in  loving  memory  of  the  Rev.  Walter  Guerry,  who 
preached  his  first  sermon  to  the  little  flock  in  Florence,  preaching  from 
St.  John's  Gospel,  and  very  soon  thereafter  being  called  of  God  to  en- 
ter into  his  rest,  he  laid  down  a  ministry  of  brilliant  promise.  This 
church  was  named  St.  John's  as  well  to  commemorate  his  short  min- 
istry, as  to  do  honor  to  the  Apostle  of  love. 

As  I  recall  St.  John's,  Florence,  when  I  first  knew  it,  there  were  no 
signs  then  of  the  growth  and  strength  which  are  evident  to  us  to-day. 
The  first  appearance  of  the  Parish  in  this  body  was  at  the  Council  of 
1868,  when  Mr.  H.  S.  Mellichamp  sat  as  its  representative,  and  the  Rev. 
LeGrand  F.  Guerry  was  its  minister,  having  both  Marion  and  Flor- 
ence under  his  charge.  Then,  in  May,  1868,  Mr.  Guerry  reported  13 
families,  24  communicants,  and  4  teachers  and  20  children  and  young 
people  in  the  Sunday  School ! 

The  total  of  offerings,  for  all  purposes,  was  a  little  over  $200!  This 
was  36  years  ago;  years  that  include  the  ravages  of  the  war,  and  the 
depression  which,  for  years,  followed  it; — yet  we  are  the  guests  of 
St.  John's  to-day,  and  the  railroad  village  of  those  days  has  grown 
into  the  strength  of  a  thriving  town! 
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The  13  families  of  1868  have  multiplied  into  71  ;  the  24  communi- 
cants have  become  183 ;  the  Sunday  School  numbers  56,  with  a  corps 
of  zealous  teachers ;  and  Mr.  Thomas  reports  to  this  Council  that  the 
total  of  all  offerings  and  subscriptions,  in. the  Parish,  for  the  past  year 
is  $1,572.92.  It  is  an  interesting  fact  that  the  Council  of  last  year  and 
the  Council  of  this  year  have  been  the  guests  of  Parishes,  one  of  which 
had  not  even  a  mission  existence  twenty  years  ago,  and  the  other,  though 
called  a  Parish  had  only  the  strength  of  a  feeble  mission. 

These  facts  reflect  praise  and  honor  upon  the  brethren  who  have  la- 
bored to  build  the  walls  of  Zion,  and  should  encourage  us  all,  dear 
brethren,  to  more  faith  and  zeal  in  our  work. 

All  hail  to  the  Florence  of  to-day,  and  all  hail  to  the  thriving  city 
of  to-morrow !  All  praise  to  the  St.  John's  of  1868,  and  all  hornor, 
peace  and  happiness  to  our  host  of  1904 ! 

OFFICIAL  ACTS. 

The  following  is  an  account  of  my  official  acts  during  the  year,  and 
a  statement  of  the  affairs  of  the  Diocese  since  the  last  meeting  of  Coun- 
cil :— 

I  have  officiated  at  the  baptism  of  thirteen  infants ;  at  five  marriages ; 
and  at  five  funeral  services. 

On  the  first  of  January  I  readmitted  Mr.  Willis  Wilkinson  Memmin- 
ger  to  be  a  Postulant,  and  on  the  25th.  of  April,  and  immediately  after 
his  confirmation,  I  admitted  to  Postulancy  Mr.  Augustus  Davison, 
lately  Minister  of  the  Congregational  Church  in  Charleston. 

I  have  held  five  ordinations  during  the  year : — 

1.  On  the  28th.  of  June  last,  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Summerville,  I 
ordained  the  Rev.  John  Carl  Jagar  to  the  Priesthood ; 

2.  On  the  7th  of  Oct.,  in  St.  Mary's  Church,  Columbia,  I  ordained 
the  Rev.  Joseph  S.  Quarles  to  the  Priesthood; 

3.  On  the  18th  of  Oct.,  in  St.  Michael's,  Charleston,  I  ordained  Mr. 
R.  Maynard  Marshall  to  the  Diaconate ; 

4.  On  November  1st,  in  Christ  Church,  Greenville,  I  ordained  to  the 
Priesthood  Rev.  Kirkman  George  Finlay; 

5.  On  Feb.  4th,  ultimo,  I  ordained  Mr.  Henry  C.  Mazyck  to  the  Dia- 
conate. 

In  the  month  of  August  last  Mr.  Halbert  Noble  Palmer  was  or- 
dained to  the  Diaconate  for  me  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Missionary  Juris- 
diction of  Boise,  the  Rt.  Rev.  F.  H.  Funston,  and  with  my  consent,  is, 
for  the  present,  at  work  in  that  jurisdiction. 

LETTERS  DIMISSORY. 

I  have  given  four  letters  dimissory  during  the  year,  and  have  re- 
ceived two : — 

On  Dec.  18th,  1903,  to  Rev.  R.  C.  Cowling  to  the  Diocese  of  Virginia ; 
On  Feb'y  12th,  1904,  the  Rev.  Wm.  N.  Meade,  to  Virginia; 
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On  March  12th,  Rev.  W.  S.  Holmes  to  Mississippi ! 
On  same  date,  Rev.  Crosswell  McBee  to  Pennsylvania; 
On  Nov.2ist  ,  1903,  I  transferred  Mr.  Jas.  L.  Sykes,  Postulant,  to 
Mississippi. 

On  the  29th  of  Sept.  last  the  Rev.  Theodore  DuBose  Bratton,  D.  D., 
ceased  to  be  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  he  being,  on  that  day, 
consecrated  to  the  Episcopate,  to  be  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Miss- 
issippi. 

On  March  2nd  last,  I  received  by  letter  dismissory  from  the  eccle- 
siastical authority  of  .  Western  Texas,  the  Rev.  Clarence  H.  Jordan; 
and  on  the  12th  of  the  same  month  I  received  a  letter  dimissory  from 
the  Bishop  of  New  York,  transferring  the  Rev.  Charles  M.  Niles,  D.  D. 

CONSENTS  GIVEN. 

I  have  given  canonical  consent  to  the  consecration  of  three  Bishops 
elect : — 

July  9th,  1903,  Rev.  Theo.  DuBose  Bratton,  D.  D.,  to  be  Bishop  of 
Mississippi ; 

Dec.  19th,  Rev.  David  H.  Greer,  D.  D.,  to  be  Bishop-Coadjutor  of 
New  York ; 

April  16th,  1904,  Rev.  Richard  Henry  Nelson,  D.  D.,  to  be  Bishop- 
Coadjutor  of  Albany. 

CONSECRATIONS. 

On  Nov.  12th,  1903,  at  Allendale,  I  consecrated  to  Holy  Worship 
the  very  neat  and  becoming  brick  church  erected  by  the  small  congre- 
gation and  their  friends,  under  the  active  ministry  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Waring. 

During  the  winter  and  spring  I  have  dedicated  memorials  erected  to 
the  memory  of  our  late  Bishop,  in  St.  Philip's  Church,  Charleston; 
to  the  Rev.  Dr  .McCullough  in  the  Church  at  Blacksburg;  to  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Porter  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Communion,  Charleston ;  and 
to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Campbell,  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Charleston. 

CLERICAL  CHANGES. 

The  year  now  past  has  brought  many  changes  in  the  ranks  of  our 
clergy.  Two  clergymen,  both  faithful,  devoted  men,  have  finished  their 
Lord's  work  in  His  Kingdom  on  earth, and  He  has  called  them  to  rest! 

On  the  16th  of  last  November,  at  his  Rectory  home  at  Rockville, 
our  brother,  the  Rev.  Barnwell  B.  Sams,  breathed  his  last  in  peace. 

Since  his  ordination  in  February,  1857,  Mr-  Sams  was  actively  en- 
gaged in  his  holy  calling,  and  died  as  he  wished  to  die,  with  his  har- 
ness on.  For  twenty-three  years  of  his  ministry  he  was  a  missionary 
and  Rector  on  the  coast  south  of  Charleston,  and  few  men  whom  I 
have  known,  or  of  whom  I  have  read  in  the  history  of  this  Diocese, 
have  exceeded  him  in  energy,  activity  and  abundant  labors!  He  has 
been  "in  journeys  often;"  in  frequent  "perils  by  the  sea;"  and,  unless 
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prevented  by  some  providential  circumstance,  he  never  failed  to  meet 
his  appointment.  He  was  on  his  way  to  Convocation,  though  a  sick 
man,  and  had  gone  as  far  as  Charleston  when  the  serious  condition  of 
his  illness  obliged  him  reluctantly  to  retrace  his  steps,  and  go  home 
to  die  in  the  bosom  of  his  devoted  family. 

The  death  of  Brother  Sams  leaves  now  but  seven  names  on  our 
Clergy  list  that  were  there  when  I  entered  the  Convention  in  May,  1867. 

Blessed  are  the  dead  who  die  in  the  Lord  ! 

At  Summerville,  near  Augusta,  Ga.,  whither  he  had  gone  for  recu- 
peration after  a  serious  illness,  the  Rev.  Churchill  Satterlee,  Rector  of 
Trinity  Church,  Columbia,  suddenly  "fell  on  sleep,"  in  the  early  morn- 
ing of  the  16th  of  February  last.  His  death  was  most  unexpected,  and 
came  as  a  grievous  shock  to  his  Bishop,  his  Parish  and  the  Diocese. 
How  much  more  to  his  family! 

Mr.  Sams  was  worn  down  by  a  long  and  arduous  ministry, — Mr.  Sat- 
terlee had  just  fairly  begun  his  work!  Of  strong  and  robust  appear- 
ance, active,  able  and  efficient  in  his  Parish,  in  season  and  out  of  sea- 
son, he  was  to  his  people  the  expression  of  life  and  health,  and  until 
his  severe  illness  had  unexpectedly  sapped  his  strength,  but  few  felt 
anxious  about  him.  When  the  end  came,  it  came  to  rebuke  our  confi- 
dence in  our  physical  powers,  to  disappoint  and  grieve  a  devoted  Par- 
ish, and  to  bereave  the  Diocese. 

Mr.  Satterlee  took  charge  of  Trinity  Church,  Columbia,  in  Janu- 
ary, 1 901,  coming  to  us  from  Morgan  ton,  N.  C,  though  a  native  of 
New  York.  His  rectorship  of  Trinity  had  been  for  the  brief  period  of 
three  years  and  a  few  days,  yet  those  three  years  had  been  so  wholly 
given  to  his  work,  and  were  such  telling  witnesses  before  the  commu- 
nity and  his  people,  of  his  consecration  and  energy,  his  self-effacement 
and  godly  love,  that  I  have  never  known  a  clergyman  more  universally 
esteemed  in  any  community,  or  more  respected  and  beloved  in  a  Parish 
than  was  our  departed  brother.  Brief  as  it  was,  his  ministry  was 
a  marked  success,  and  its  spiritual  impress  will  remain  with  his  peo- 
ple. St.  Luke's  tribute  to  the  ministry  of  Barnabas  at  Antioch  was  true 
of  Satterlee's  ministry  in  Columbia :  "For  he  was  a  good  man,  and 
full  of  the  Holy  Ghost  and  of  faith ;  and  much  people  was  added  unto 
the  Lord." 

Happily  for  Trinity,  the  vacancy  in  the  Rectorship  was  promptly 
filled  by  the  call  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Niles,  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York, 
who  has  earnestly  taken  up  the  work  of  the  Parish,  having  taken  charge 
on  Palm  Sunday. 

And  while  I  am  speaking  to  you,  dear  Brethren,  of  the  clergy  de- 
parted, I  am  reminded  of  the  absence  from  this  Council  of  a  con- 
spicuous layman,  our  brother,  Mr.  Edward  McCrady.  For  more  than 
a  quarter  of  a  century  he  has  been  a  prominent  member  of  this  body, 
and  an  equally  prominent  officer  of  the  Diocese. 

With  sincere  heart  he  loved  the  church,  and  loved  to  serve  her.  A 
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close  student  of  Constitutional  and  Canon  Law ;  a  sound  and  able 
Churchman ;  an  ecclesiastical  as  well  as  a  secular  historian,  his  ser- 
vices were  most  valuable  as  a  member  of  the  "Standing  Committee," 
a  member  of  the  Committee  on  "The  Constitution  and  Canons,"  and 
always  an  active  member  of  Council.  I  have  known  him  and  loved  him 
from  my  early  manhood,  and  with  unfeigned  regret  I  miss  him  from 
our  midst  to-day! 

He  died  as  he  lived,  in  the  communion  of  the  Holy  Catholic  Church ; 
in  the  confidence  of  a  certain  faith ;  in  favor  with  his  God ;  and  in 
charity  with  the  world ! 

The  return  of  Messrs.  Cowling  and  Meade  to  Virginia  has  made  va- 
cant the  Parishes  of  All  Saints,  Hampton  Co.,  and  Grace  Church,  An- 
derson. 

The  resignations  of  Messrs.  Holmes  and  McBee  have  left  vacant 
the  Parishes  at  Laurens  and  Newberry,  and  at  Union  and  Glenn 
Springs. 

So.  also,  the  recent  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wood  from  St. 
Paul's,  Charleston,  leaves  that  venerable  Parish  vacant. 

This  leaves  several  Parishes  and  Missions  at  present  without  cler- 
ical services,  though  I  have  made  a  temporary  arrangement  for  Mr. 
Sam's  Parishes,  and  expect  to  supply  Laurens  and  Newberry  within 
a  month.  Grace  Church,  Anderson,  will  call  a  Rector  within  a  few 
days,  if  that  vestry  has  not  already  done  so.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Jordan  has 
taken  charge  of  the  Parishes  of  lower  St.  John's,  Berkeley,  which 
were  without  regular  services  for  most  of  the  year. 

Just  here  let  me  call  attention  to  the  Canon  Law  on  the  subject  of 
clerical  resignations.  Canon  4,  Title  II  of  the  Digest,  prescribes  the 
mode  of  resigning  a  Parish :  it  must  be  by  mutual  consent.  If  both 
parties  are  not  agreed,  the  minister  on  one  part,  and  the  Parish,  rep- 
resented by  the  Vestry,  on  the  other  part,  then  the  Canon  prescribes 
at.  length  and  in  full,  the  steps  to  be  taken  in  order  to  bring  about  a 
dissolution  of  a  pastoral  connection. 

Under  this  Canon  I  deem  it  unlawful  and  highly  improper  for  a 
clergyman  to  accept  a  call  to  a  Parish  before  he  has  submitted  his 
resignation  to  his  Vestry,  or,  in  case  of  a  minister  under  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  Bishop,  to  his  Bishop.  This  law  is  both  just  and  wise. 
While  bound  to  a  Parish  as  Rector,  or  to  the  work  of  a  Diocese  under 
appointment  of  the  Bishop,  it  is  manifestly  unjust  (not  to  use  a 
stronger  word),  to  make  another  engagement  for  service  without  any 
notice  or  reference  whatever,  to  Parish  or  Bishop!  I  am  sorry  to  say 
that  this  has  been  done  during  my  Episcopate  in  more  than  one  in- 
stance. It  is  plainly  the  dictate  both  of  honor  and  duty,  before  ac- 
cepting a  call  away  from  a  Parish,  or  Mission,  that  a  clergyman 
should  notify  his  Vestry  or  his  Bishop  of  his  desire,  and  give  ample 
time  for  both  parties  to  agree  upon  the  separation,  and  secure  their 
mutual  interests  in  the  premises.    While  a  minister  has  the  undoubted 
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right  of  resignation,  he  does  not  exercise  it  by  resigning  an  engage- 
ment with  a  Railroad,  or  a  Bank,  or  a  place  in  a  store,  but  under  his 
ordination  vows  he  is  resigning  the  cure  of  souls,  committed  to  his 
care  with  this  most  solemn  and  binding  charge : — "Have  always 
printed  in  your  remembrance  how  great  a  treasure  is  committed  to 
your  charge.  For  they  (the  people)  are  the  sheep  of  Christ,  which 
he  bought  with  his  death,  and  for  whom  he  shed  his  blood.  The  Church 
and  Congregation  whom  you  must  serve,  is  his  spouse  and  his  Body. 
And  if  it  shall  happen  that  the  same  Church,  or  any  member  thereof, 
do  take  any  hurt  or  hindrance  by  reason  of  your  negligence,  ye  know 
the  greatness  of  the  fault!" 

VISITATIONS  AND  CONFIRMATIONS. 

The  canon  requires  that  I  should  give  the  names  of  the  Churches 
visited,  and  the  number  of  persons  confirmed. 

I  began  my  visitations  immediately  after  the  last  Council,  and  but 
for  my  illness  in  the  summer,  and  my  subsequent  debility,  I  would 
have  visited  all  the  Churches.  I  submit  a  list  of  those  Parishes  and 
Missions  which  I  have  visited  since  the  adjournment  of  last  Council, 
May  7th,  1903  : —

These  last  sums  were  given,  to  be  at  my  discretion,  and 
have  been  of  great  assistance  to  me  in  furthering  the  work 
of  the  Diocese. 
I  have  received  from  the  General  Board  of  Missions  for 
work  among  white  people,  $800,  and  for  work  among 
colored  people,  $7,200;  also  through  the  Treasurer  of  the 

Gen.  Board,  specials  for  the  same  work,  $403   8,403.00 

The  interest  on  the  Anna  Stille  Memorial  Fund  for  the  bene- 
fit of  St.  Anna's  Chapel,  Columbia,  has  been  paid  me   360.00 

The  Advancement  Society  kindly  put  at  my  disposal,  for  special 
missionary  service,  $100,  and  carried  over  for  me  $170  from  the  year 
before  which  I  had  not  used.  The  several  amounts  enumerated  above 
make  an  aggregate  of  $14,098.26,  which  sum  is  accounted  for  in  my 
ledger,  which  I  have  submitted  to  the  Finance  Committee,  with  the 
vouchers  for  the  same.  By  our  Canon  law  the  offerings  at  the  Bishop's 
visitations  are  at  his  discretion,  for  purposes  of  the  Diocese.  They  have 
generally  been  given  to  the  Board  of  Missions,  but  during  the  past 
year  I  have  succeeded,  With  some  difficulty,  in  holding  on  to  some  of 
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the  offerings  to  be  used  for  other  Diocesan  purposes.  I  say  with  some 
difficulty,  for  between  the  importunities  of  the  vigilant  secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Missions,  and  the  requests  of  Rectors  and  Treasurers,  it  is 
difficult  ,for  the  Bishop  to  hold  on  to  his  offerings. 

DIOCESAN  INSTITUTIONS. 

The  Institutions  of  the  Diocese,  and  those  in  which  we  are  deeply  in- 
terested, and  for  whose  interests  and  government  we  are  in  part  respon- 
sible, are,  in  my  judgment,  prime  factors  in  the  growth  and  strength  of 
the  Diocese.  The  Porter  Academy,  The  Church  Home  and  Orphanage, 
St.  Mary's  School,  at  Raleigh,  the  University  of  the  South,  and  the 
School  of  the  Prophets,  at  St.  Luke's  Hall,  all  claim,  and  have 
highest  right  to  claim  the  interest  and  earnest  support  of  the  Church 
in  South  Carolina. 

If  it  is  true  that  God  rewards  His  most  faithful  servants  and  His 
most  useful  stewards  by  giving  them  more  to  do  in  His  Vineyard,  then 
let  us  hear  and  let  us  heed  the  call  which  these  loyal  institutions  of  the 
Church  in  South  Carolina  are  making  upon  us,  year  by  year,  and  let 
us  give  them  more  to  do  for  the  Kingdom  of  God. 

This  is  all  they  ask.  Ours,  dear  Brethren,  is  the  opportunity  to  give 
them  a  heartier  support,  and  to  give  them  more  to  do  for  us. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  an  enrollment  of  106  students  at 
the  Porter  Academy, — 29  day  pupils,  and  77  cadets.  Of  this  number 
28  will  graduate  in  June,  and  8  will  go  on  to  higher  college  work.  The 
Presidents  of  Union  and  Hobart  Colleges  kindly  grant  several  schol- 
arships to  graduates  of  the  P.  A.  who  are  now  enjoying  them.  During 
the  year  past  $2,000  (about)  of  the  Endowment  income  has  been  ap- 
plied to  deserving  cadets  in  aiding  them  by  grants  of  $50  to  $100.  The 
financial  situation  of  the  school  is  gradually  improving,  and  the  aim 
of  the  Trustees  is  to  make  it  self-supporting. 

I  am  glad  to  welcome  to  this  Council  the  Rector  of  St.  Mary's 
School,  of  which  I  am,  with  others,  elected  by  this  body,  a  Trustee. 
We  shall  hope  to  have  the  work  and  claims  of  St.  Mary's  stated  by 
Mr.  DuBose,  and  I  will  leave  it  to  him  to  speak  for  me  as  well  as  for 
himself 

The  Church  Home  and  Orphanage  lies  very  near  to  my  heart.  I  feel 
as  sure  as  I  can  feel  about  anything  in  the  future,  that  if  this  Diocese 
will  do  its  full  duty  to  this  charity,  God  will  pour  out  a  blessing  upon 
us.  And  I  am  most  thankful  to  say  to  you,  that  there  is  an  increasing 
interest  shown  by  the  Diocese.  The  Thanksgiving  Day  offerings  this 
past  year  have  been  more  general,  and  in  the  aggregate  have  been 
larger.  But  why  is  it  that  our  Rectors  and  Missionaries  will  not  or- 
ganize in  their  Parishes  and  Mission  branches  of  the  Church  Orphan- 
age Association?  The  Parish  at  Union  enjoys  the  distinction  of  being 
the  only  Parish  outside  of  Charleston  that  maintains  a  "Branch."  If 
you  would  cultivate  the  interests  of  your  people,  organize  them,  and 
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train  them  through  such  organizations  to  be  co-workers  with  Christ 
and  His  Church,  in  feeding  and  shepherding  the  lambs  of  the  fold ! 

Referring  to  the  want  of  a  proper  "Home"  for  aged  women,  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  in  their  Annual  Report  give  assurance  that  such 
a  Home  is  in  the  purpose  and  plan  of  the  Trustees :  The  Committee 
says : — "There  has  never  been  an  adequate  Church  Home  in  this  Dio- 
cese, and  it  is  the  Home  feature  that  we  desire  to  assure.  We  feel  it 
better  to  wait — while  working — until  we  can  provide  a  true  Home  for 
the  aging  and  helpless  women  of  the  Diocese,  where  full  provision  can 
be  made  for  their  maintenance  and  comfort  as  is  done  for  the  Orphan 
charges  of  the  Church.  But  the  problem  to  be  solved  is  how  to  keep 
both  divisons  in  harmony  one  with  the  other.  Every  effort  has  been 
made,  but  so  far  without  success,  to  secure  a  proper  site  for  the  build- 
ing which  we  hope  to  erect.  We  have  had  prepared  elaborate  plans  and 
specifications,  which  are  waiting  subject  to  possible  modifications,  un- 
til such  site  can  be  obtained.  We  are  deeply  impressed  by  the  neces- 
sity, if  practicable,  for  some  provision  being  made  by  the  Bishop  or 
Council  for  an  organized  body  to  help  in  carrying  on  the  active  work 
on  the  lines  suggested, — some  arrangement  by  which  devoted  and  cap- 
able women  may  be  brought  together  to  aid  in  the  duties  now  press- 
ing, and  be  ready  to  succeed  in  the  management  when  our  present  effi- 
cient helpers  shall  feel  obliged,  in  the  ordinary  course  of  Time's 
changes,  to  lay  them  down." 

The  Matron  of  the  Orphanage  closes  her  report  to  me  in  words  of 
touching  tribute  to  friends  of  the  children,  whom  God  has  called  away 
to  higher  work  and  nobler  privileges,  one  of  them  our  departed 
brother,  Rev.  Mr.  Sams  : — 

"Never  again  can  Christmas  come  to  us  without  a  tender  thought 
of  the  gracious  lady,  Mrs.  R.  Goodwyn  Rhett,  who,  more  than  all  oth- 
ers, has  then  made  the  children's  joy.  Last  year,  as  the  year  before, 
in  her  own  beautiful  home,  she  welcomed  them  to  a  Christmas  feast 
and  a  beautiful  Christmas  tree.  One  of  the  children  exclaimed  when 
told  of  her  departure,  "Oh,  all  of  our  best  friends  are  going."  It  is 
hard  for  our  hearts  not  to  be  troubled,  not  to  be  afraid,  for  the  new 
year  at  hand,  a  year  without  our  long-since  friends,  Mrs.  Rhett,  Mrs. 
Heyward  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Sams."

Speaking  of  the  Institutions  of  the  Diocese,  let  me  propose  that  we 
make  our  monthly  paper,  "The  Diocese,"  one  of  the  Institutions  of 
the  Diocese  !  We  look  to  it,  month  by  month,  with  increasing  interest, 
because  it  is  felt  to  be  a  medium  of  communicating  the  important  facts 
which  indicate  the  life  and  work  of  the  Diocese.  The  work  of  your' 
Bishop ;  the  work  of  the  Board  of  Missions ;  the  support  which  is  given 
to  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Church  ;  the  interests  we  have  most  at 
heart,  as  a  Diocese,— are  put  before  us  clergy,  each  month,  and  make 
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a  claim  upon  us  which  deserves  a  more  official  recognition  than  the 
Council  has  ever  given  the  paper.  Why  should  not  the  Council  recog- 
nize this  claim.,  and  make  an  appropriation  towards  its  support?  Such 
an  appropriation,  in  my  judgment,  would  be  both  wise  and  just. 

CHURCH   WORK   AMONG   COLORED  PEOPLE. 

Our  Reverend  brother.  Archdeacon  Joyner,  in  charge  of  this  work, 
has  devoted  another  year  of  faithful  service  to  it,  assisted  by  the  Priests 
and  Deacons  who  are  his  fellow-helpers. 

We  have  made  no  material  progress  in  the  past  year,  but  no  ground 
has  been  lost. 

The  Missions,  schools,  and  churches  of  the  Archdeaconry,  cost  us 
more  to  maintain  them  than  we  are  able  to  command.  This  makes 
a  serious  situation,  and  comes  about  from  the  fact  that  the  work  is  not 
as  generously  supported  by  our  Northern  brethren  as  it  once  was. 
The  Commission  sends  us  $7,200  to  be  spent  exclusively  in  salaries 
of  ministers,  and  the  support  of  our  schools.  But  the  maintenance  of 
the  property  we  have  acquired,  the  support  of  new  work,  and  the 
actual  expense  of  the  whole  field  of  missionary  work  among  our  colored 
people  costs  more,  by  several  thousands,  than  the  $7,200  the  Commission 
sends  us.  These  thousands  Archdeacon  Joyner  has  been  raising  thro' 
his  own  exertions,  but  they  have  been  harder  and  harder  to  raise,  until 
he  has  come  to  feel  that  unless  they  are  given  by  our  people  here  at 
home,  they  will  not  be  given  at  all. 

At  my  request  he  will  fully  state  the  case  at  the  missionary  session 
of  Council. 

I  have  received  three  communications  asking  that  I  would  bring 
the  subject  matters  contained  in  them  to  your  attention.  One  is  a  re- 
quest from  "The  Church  Mission  to  Deaf  Mutes  in  Southern  Dioceses," 
a  branch  of  the  work  of  the  General  Board  of  Missions,  asking  for  a 
small  appropriation  to  this  work. 

Another  is  a  plea  from  the  General  Clergy  Relief,  for  more  sympathy 
and  stated  offerings  from  the  Diocese. 

The  third  is  respecting  a  Summer  School  of  Theology  at  Sewanee, 
offering  "Lecture  Courses,"  and  "Instructions"  to  Clergymen.  I  com- 
mend this  school  of  the  Prophets  to  my  brethren  of  the  clergy,  and  as 
the  expense  will  be  the  cost  of  travel  and  a  reasonable  board,  I  com- 
mend this  particular  feature  of  the  "Summer  School  of  Theology"  to 
the  thoughtful  consideration  of  vestries  and  generous  laymen. 

Mr.  H.  L.  Durrant,  Sewanee,  will  be  glad  to  give  all  information  de- 
sired. 

THE    BISHOP   OF    LONDON,   AND  DIVORCE. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  our  last  Council  adopted  a  Resolution 
tendering  to  the  Bishop  of  London  its  sympathy  and  hearty  congratu- 
lations on  the  faithful  stand  he  had  taken,  against  much  opposition, 
in  support  of  the  sacredness  of  the  marriage  bond,  directing  me  to  have 
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the  same  engrossed  and  to  forward  it  to  his  Lordship.  In  compliance 
with  your  directions,  I  gladly  communicated  your  Resolution  to  the 
Bishop,  and  submit  his  reply  for  your  information : —

Thank  you  very  much  for  your  kind  letter,  and  the  resolution 
which  you  send  with  it.

Please  convey  to  your  Council  my  grateful  thanks,  and  wish  them  ev- 
ery blessing  in  their  own  work.

bishops  who  have  died. 

I  have  to  recall  the  departure  of  five  of  my  Rt.  Reverend  Brethren, 
who  have  finished  their  work  during  the  year  past : — 

1.  Thos.  Alfred  Starkey,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Newark,  entered  into 
rest  May  18,  1903,  being  in  the  86th  year  of  his  age. 

2.  On  the  7th  of  Sept.,  1903,  the  venerable  Presiding  Bishop  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  Thomas  March 
Clark,  D.  D.,  L.  L.  D.,  entered  into  rest,  aged  91  years.  Bishop  Clark 
had  been  49  years  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Rhode  Island. 

3.  On  Dec.  3rd,  1903,  the  Missionary  Bishop  of  Utah,  Abiel  Leon- 
ard, D.  D.,  in  the  prime  of  his  useful  life  entered  into  his  rest.  Bishop 
Leonard  was  in  the  55th  year  of  his  age,  and  in  the  16th  of  his  Epis- 
copate. 

4.  On  the  7th  of  the  same  month,  another  of  our  Missionary  Bishops 
was  called  by  the  Master  to  put  off  his  armor,  and  enter  into  his  rest. 
At  Hankow,  in  China,  J.  Addison  Ingle,  D.  D.,  finished  his  work,  after 
a  brief  Episcopate,  having  been  consecrated  Bishop  of  Hankow  in  1902. 
The  cable  which  announced  his  death  was  in  these  words :  "Ingle  fer- 
vently praying  for  all  died  with  fever  peacefully  Monday." 

5.  Suddenly,  and  most  unexpectedly,  Thomas  Underwood  Dudley, 
D.  D.,  L.  L.  D.,  the  Bishop  of  Kentucky,  fell  asleep  on  the  22nd  of 
January  last.  The  Bishop  was  the  Presiding  Bishop  in  the  House  of 
Bishops,  Chancellor  of  the  University  of  the  South,  Chairman  of  the 
Commission  for  work  among  colored  people,  and  an  influential  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  General  Board  of  Missions.  Full 
of  energy  and  ability,  an  eloquent  and  most  effective  preacher  and 
speaker,  warm-hearted  and  genial,  he  was  a  most  active  and  influential 
Bishop,  and  few  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Church  could  be  more  missed 
than  our  lamented  brother  of  Kentucky.

Looking  over  the  whole  Diocese  as  I  have  seen  it  at  my  visitations, 
let  me  in  concluding  this  report  upon  the  past  year,  remark  upon  its 
condition  to-day  with  more  particularity.  Despite  the  fact  that  four 
of  our  clergy  have  left  us,  the  Diocese  has  progressed.  In  some  quar- 
ters established  missions  have  languished,  and  have  disappointed  my 
hopes  and  prayers  for  them,  but  in  other  quarters  Parishes  and  Mis- 
sions have  gone  forward.  Here  and  there,  (as,  for  instance,  in  this 
Parish),  there  are  sure  evidences  of  growth  and  improvement,  and  gen- 
erally I  have  never  known  a  better  spirit  prevailing.  What  I  have 
said  to  the  Clergy,  again  and  again,  especially  in  the  middle  and  upper 
part  of  the  Diocese,  I  would  say  now  to  you  in  Council, — we  must 
expect  our  growth  to  be  slow.  The  Church  is  the  Keeper  and  the  Wit- 
ness of  the  Truth,  and  by  her  Lord's  authority  and  command,  she  is 
bound  in  duty  and  honor  to  Him  to  bear  her  witness  in  every  part  of 
the  world.  The  part  of  the  world  assigned  to  me,  as  a  Bishop  in  the 
Church  of  God,  and  to  you,  as  clergy  and  laity  of  that  Church,  is  the 
State  of  South  Carolina,  which  under  our  law  constitutes  the  Diocese 
of  South  Carolina.  Our  plain  duty  is  to  bear  witness  to  the  truth  as 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  has  received 
and  holds  the  same,  given  into  her  keeping  and  honor,  as  the  one  Faith, 
once,  for  all  time,  delivered  to  the  Saints.  This  great  fact,  carrying* 
with  it  your  responsibilty  and  mine,  alone  justifies  the  establishment 
of  our  Missions,  and  the  building  of  our  Chapels  in  towns  and  small 
communities,  where  have  been  already  erected  large  edifices  in  which 
our  fellow-Christians  worship,  and  where  there  are,  in  some  instances, 
scarcely  people  enough  to  support  one  church,  and  the  work  a  church 
ought  to  be  doing.  If  we  had  no  warrant  of  duty  and  conscience  to 
go  to  such  communities,  our  going  would  be  both  an  impertinence  and 
a  useless  intrusion.  We  are,  as  we  devoutly  believe,  bound  in  honor  to 
our  Master  and  His  Church  to  go,  and  going  at  His  command,  we  are 
bound  in  duty  and  honor  to  take  the  consequences  of  going.  And  what 
arc  the  consequences  ?  Patient,  faithful  work, — self  sacrifice, — the  daily 
practice  of  the  virtues  which  gave  the  early  Church  its  victories, — the 
virtue  of  unselfish  toil  for  the  sake  of  establishing  the  Kingdom  of 
Christ : — the  virtue  of  uncomplaining  faith,  in  the  Presence  and  Power 
of  the  Master,  though  discouraged  on  every  hand ;  the  virtue  of  a  gen- 
uine love  for  the  work  God  has  given  them  to  do ;  a  love  so  sincere 
and  so  manifest,  that  opposition,  indifference,  even  persecution,  gives 
way  before  it. 

If  I  were  asked  to  give  three  words  to  be  cut  on  a  seal,  to  be  the 
seal  for  our  Missions,  of  all  the  words  that  stand  for  virtues  and  vic- 
tories, I  would  give  the  words : — Labor,  sacrifice,  patience ! 

The  Charleston  correspondent  of  our  "Diocese"  has  asked  why  so 
many  of  our  clergy  have  left  the  Diocese.  I  think  I  can  answer  him 
so  far  as  I  have  known  and  judged  the  circumstances, — and  I  believe 
I  can  trust  my  judgment  for  the  main  reason  that  my  brethren  have 
generally  given  me  their  reasons  for  leaving  us. 
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Since  I  have  been  your  Bishop,  I  have  given  letters  Dismissory  to  28 
clergymen: — Of  these  twenty-eight  brethren,  three  left  us  for  personal 
reasons,  affecting  their  health  or  the  health  of  their  families.  Others  have 
left  us  because,  from  various  causes,  they  became  discouraged  in  their 
work,  lost  patience  and  heart,  and  accepted  a  call  away,  hoping  that  new 
conditions  and  new  people  would  inspire  them  with  new  energies  and 
new  faculties  for  work  and  endurance.  At  least  half  of  the  twenty- 
eight  have  left  us  because  they  were  called  to  larger  fields  of  labor,  and 
to  greater  opportunities  of  service.  I  am  bound  to  say  that  if  they  had 
had  an  adequate  support  for  themselves  and  their  families,  I  believe 
they  would  have  preferred  to  remain  in  the  smaller  field,  for  the  sake 
of  "Auld  Lang  Syne." 

But,  brethren  of  the  clergy,  go  where  you  will,  you  cannot  escape  the 
cross !  It  is  on  your  brow,  and  in  your  heart,  and  in  your  work.  It 
is  there  because  it  is  the  one  only  way  of  duty,  and  of  success,  as  it  is 
the  only  way  of  our  salvation.  The  clergyman  without  his  cross  is  in 
Paradise— he  is  no  longer  an  officer  of  the  Church  Militant. 

And  to  all  of  us  alike,  the  cross  is  either  a  glory  or  a  burden !  It  is 
either  the  cross  of  St.  Paul,  or  the  cross  of  Simon  of  Cyrene,  whom 
they  compelled  to  bear  it.  Let  us  glory,  with  the  Apostle,  in  the  cross 
that  enobles  our  service  for  God  or  man,  elevates  our  characters,  re- 
fines our  spirits,  and  makes  our  success, — and  let  us,  dear  Brethren, 
clergy  and  laity,  stand  fast,  with  one  mind  and  one  spirit,  striving 
together  for  the  faith  of  the  Gospel. 

I  love  the  395th  hymn,  because  it  is  so  true  to  truth,  and  so  inspiring 
withal : — 

"Those  eternal  bowers 
Man  hath  never  trod, 
Those  unfading  flowers 
Round  the  throne  of  God  : 
Who  may  hope  to  gain  them 
After  weary  fight? 
Who  at  length  attain  them, 
Clad  in  robes  of  white? 

He  who  wakes  from  slumber 
At  the  Spirit's  voice, 
Daring  here  to  number 
Things  unseen  His  choice : 
He  who  casts  his  burden 
Down  at  Jesus'  cross ; 
Christ's  reproach  His  guerdon, 
All  beside  but  loss. 

He  who  gladly  barters 
All  on  earthly  ground ; 
He  who,  like  the  martyrs, 
Says,  "I  will  be  crowned :" 
He  whose  one  oblation 
Is  a  life  of  love, 
Knit  in  God's  salvation 
To  the  blest  above." 
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21.  In  Faith  Memorial  Chapel,  for  colored  people,  on  Waccamaw, 
I  preached,  confirmed  five  persons,  and  addressed  them,  Mr.  Guerry 
saying  the  service.  After  service  we  drove  to  Fraserville  to  visit  a 
sick  person  whom  I  confirmed. 

22.  In  All  Saints'  Parish  church,  this  morning,  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion  and  preached.  A  rain  and  thunder  storm  came  up  in  good 
time  to  keep  the  congregation  from  assembling.  In  the  afternoon, 
went  upon  Brook  Green  and  visited  the  mission  there.  Mr.  Guerry 
said  Evening  Prayer  and  I  preached.  We  spent  the  evening  with  our 
friends  at  Brook  Green,  and  I  was  distressed  to  see  Mrs.  Hasell's  hos- 
pitable mansion  in  ruins,  having  been  totally  destroyed  by  fire. 

23.  We  crossed  the  Waccamaw  and  Pee  Dee  this  morning  for  my 
Prince  Frederick  visitations.  This  evening,  at  St.  Cyprian's  Chapel,  I 
preached  to  the  negroes. 

24.  We  drove  from  "Chicora"  this  morning  to  Plantersville  for 
service.  Confirmed  one  person,  preached,  and  celebrated  Holy  Com- 
munion. After  lunch,  we  drove  up  to  St.  Peter's  Mission,  where  I  bap- 
tized two  infants  and  preached,  Mr.  Guerry  saying  the  service.  This  is 
an  interesting  mission  among  the  whites  in  the  pine  lands.  The  chapel 
was  well  filled,  half  of  the  congregation  being  children. 

25.  Went  to  Charleston. 

26.  Visited  St.  Michael's  this  morning.  Dr.  Kershaw  said  Morning 
Prayer,  I  preached,  confirmed  a  class  of  eleven,  and  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion.  In  the  afternoon  I  confirmed  a  sick  person  in  private, 
presented  by  the  Rector  of  St.  Mark's  Church.  At  night  I  visited  St. 
Mark's  Church,  Rev.  E.  W.  Hollings,  rector.  Mr.  Hollings  said  Even- 
ing Prayer,  Rev.  W.  M.  Jackson  read  the  Lessons,  and  I  preached, 
confirmed  a  class  of  fifteen,  and  addressed  them.  When  I  visit  this 
church  I  find  it  crowded  to  its  utmost  capacity  and  the  music  and 
service  hearty. 

28.  Bishop  of  Florida  accepts  letter  dimissory  given  Rev.  John  H. 
Brown.  Rev.  Mr.  Covington  resigns  the  organized  missions  at  Sum- 
merton  and  Bradford  Springs,  to  devote  his  whole  time  to  the  parish  at 
Sumter. 

30.  Officiated  with  Mr.  Satterlee  to-day  at  the  funeral  service  of  Mr. 
James  Gibbes,  one  of  the  honored  and  patriotic  citizens  of  the  State. 
Said  the  blessing  this  afternoon  at  the  first  commencement  of  the  Col- 
lege for  Trained  Nurses,  in  Columbia. 

may,  1903.. 

1.  This  is  the  day  for  annual  visitation  of  the  Church  Home  and 
Orphanage  in  Charleston.  First,  I  held  a  Confirmation  in  the  chapel 
and  confirmed  one  person,  one  of  the  older  girls.  Then  I  set  apart  by 
prayer  the  new  hall  which  has  just  been  erected,  to  be  used  as  an  in- 
firmary above  and  for  school  rooms  below.  We  dedicated  this  hall  to 
be  known  as  de Jersey  Hall,  in  grateful  memory  of  the  late  Mr.  A.  F. 
dejersey,  one  of  the  benefactors  of  the  institution.    Mr.  A.  M.  Lee 
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made  the  address  appropriate  to  the  occasion.  Afterwards  I  presided 
at  the  meeting  of  the  corporation. 

2.  Spent  part  of  the  day  visiting  the  aged  and  the  sick,  with  the 
Rector  of  St.  Mark's. 

3.  Visited  St.  Philip's  this  morning.  Made  a  pleasant  visit  to  the 
Sunday-school  before  service.  Dr.  Johnson  said  Morning  Prayer,  I 
preached  and  confirmed  fifteen  persons,  addressed  them,  and  celebrated 
the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon,  Mr.  Cornish  drove  me  to  the 
mission  for  colored  people  in  St.  Andrew's  where  we  held  service.  I 
confirmed  seven  persons  and  preached,  Mr.  Cornish  saying  Evening 
Prayer. 

5,  6,  7.    Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese. 

10.  Visited  the  parish  at  Beaufort.  We  had  high  wind  and  rain 
most  of  the  day,  but  both  services  were  well  attended  and  were  very 
refreshing  to  me.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Githens  said  Morning  and  Evening 
Prayer,  and  I  preached  at  each  service.  In  the  morning  I  celebrated 
the  Holy  Communion,  and  at  night  I  confirmed  a  fine  class  of  twelve 
and  addressed  them.  Death  and  removals  are  thinning  the  ranks  at 
old  St.  Helena,  but  the  gallant  rector  is  as  cheerful  and  hopeful  as 
ever. 

12.  This  was  the  day  for  the  annual  convention  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  of  the  Diocese,  and  I  had  the  pleasure  of  celebrating  the 
Communion  at  St.  Paul's,  Charleston,  for  the  convention  at  10  o'clock 
this  morning.  Presided  at  the  morning  session.  At  night  I  presided 
at  a  missionary  meeting  at  St.  Paul's  and  made  an  address.  This  was 
the  fullest  and  most  satisfactory  of  the  Auxiliary's  meetings  so  far 
held,  twenty-three  parish  branches  being  represented  and  ten  of  the 
Juniors. 

13.  Had  the  honor  of  making  the  annual  address  to-day,  at  12  M., 
before  the  United  Confederate  Veterans  in  Columbia. 

14.  Took  night  train  for  Charleston. 

15.  Went  to  Rockville,  Wadmalaw  Island,  by  boat,  and  at  night 
held  a  Confirmation  in  the  chapel.  Rev.  Mr.  Sams  presented  three 
persons  and  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  I  preached  and  celebrated  the 
Holy  Communion. 

16.  We  went  over  to  Edisto  Island. 

17.  Visited  Trinity,  Edisto,  to-day.  We  spent  the  day  at  the  church, 
taking  a  picnic  dinner  after  morning  service.  I  preached  at  both  ser- 
vices, confirmed  three  persons,  and  administered  the  Communion  at 
the  morning  hour.  At  the  afternoon  service  the  congregation  was 
larger  than  at  the  first  service.  Many  of  our  Presbyterian  brethren, 
with  their  pastor,  were  present. 

18.  At  Pinopolis  I  confirmed  a  sick  friend  at  his  residence. 

20.  Appointed  the  officers  of  the  organized  mission  at  Hardeeville. 

21.  Ascension  Day.  In  the  morning  I  preached  and  celebrated  the 
Holy  Communion  at  the  Good  Shepherd,  Columbia,  and  at  night  I 
made  a  visitation  to  Trinity  Church.  After  Evening  Prayer,  read  by 
Mr.  Satterlee,  I  confirmed  a  class  of  fourteen,  addressed  them,  and 
preached. 

24.  Adams'  Run.  Visited  Christ  Church  to-day,  Rev.  Mr.  Pringle, 
Minister  in  charge.  We  had  a  crowded  church  and  pleasant  service. 
I  preached,  confirmed  a  class  of  six  persons,  addressed  them,  and  cel- 
ebrated the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon  Mr.  Pringle  had  a  ser- 
vice for  the  children,  and  I  addressed  them. 

26.  Sent  my  recommendation  of  the  Rev.  J.  C.  Jagar  to  the  Standing 
Committee  for  his  ordination  to  the  priesthood. 

27.  Went  to  Raleigh,  N.  C,  in  the  morning,  and  all  afternoon  was 
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in  attendance  upon  meeting  of  Trustees  of  St.  Mary's  School.  Could 
not  agree  on  a  successor  to  Dr.  Bratton.  Trustees  adjourned  to 
meet  July  ist. 

28.  I  attended  the  commencement  exercises  of  St.  Mary's  to-day, 
taking  part  in  the  Chapel  service.  A  fine  class  graduated  from  this 
most  excellent  Church  school,  which  I  am  happy  to  say  is  in  a  flour- 
ishing condition.  Dr.  Bratton's  removal  from  St.  Mary's  to  become 
the  Bishop  of  Mississippi  is  greatly  deplored,  and  his  loss  must  be  felt, 
but  he  goes  to  a  greater  service,  and  to  meet  larger  and  higher  re- 
sponsibilities— for  all  of  which  he  is  especially  qualified.  Left  Raleigh 
at  night. 

31.  Greenville.  I  visited  Christ  Church  and  St.  Andrew's  Mission 
to-day.  At  10  a.  m.  I  visited  the  Sunda}^-school  and  found  it  in  its 
usual  splendid  condition.  At  the  morning  hour  I  preached,  confirmed 
ten  persons,  addressed  them,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 
At  Evening  Prayer  I  baptized  Margaret  McGill,  infant  daughter  of  the 
Rev.  A.  R.  and  Harriet  Thomas  Mitchell.  At  night  I  preached  at  St. 
Andrew's  Mission.  Was  gratified  to  learn  that  the  lot  had  been  paid 
for  and  $600  in  bank  towards  the  church. 

JUNE,  I903. 

I.  At  Christ  Church  this  morning  I  confirmed  three  persons,  who 
could  not  be  present  yesterday,  and  celebrated  Holy  Communion.  At 
night  I  met  many  of  the  parishoners  at  a  reception  kindly  tendered  me 
by  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary,  but  a  severe  rain  storm  prevented  many  from 
coming. 

3.  Columbia.  Standing  Committee  sent  me  their  testimonial  for 
the  ordination  of  the  Rev.  J.  C.  Jagar.  At  the  residence  of  Col.  A.  C. 
Haskell  I  married  his  daughter,  Louise,  to  Mr.  Reginald  Daly. 

4-5.  Removed  mv  family  to  our  summer  home  at  Cedar  Mountain, 
N.  C. 

II.  Abbeville.  Was  due  here  yesterday,  but  the  breaking  up  of  the 
railroads  by  the  severe  storms  of  rain  last  week  detained  me  at  Hen- 
dersonville  and  Spartanburg.  In  the  afternoon  I  addressed  the  children 
at  a  special  service  for  them,  and  at  night  I  preached,  confirmed  a 
class  of  six  and  addressed  them.  Convocation  was  to  have  met  at  this 
time,  but  only  Mr.  Porcher  and  Mr.  Finlay  could  reach  Abbeville. 

12.  Went  down  to  Columbia,  and  reached  the  city  just  in  time  to 
assist  the  Rev.  Mr.  Satterlee  in  the  funeral  service  at  the  burial  of  my 
old  friend,  Maj.  Wade  Hampton  Gibbes.  He  was  my  Senior  Warden 
when  I  was  Rector  at  Trinity,  and  my  life-long  friend.  A  gallant  sol- 
dier of  his  country,  a  good  Churchman,  a  faithful  friend,  his  death  is 
a  loss  to  the  Church,  to  the  State,  and  to  his  friends. 

13.  Charleston.  Presided  this  afternoon  at  a  meeting  of  the  Exe- 
ecutive  Committee  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Porter  Academy,  and  with 
a  special  committee  inspected  the  state  of  the  buildings.  Some  paint- 
ing and  repairs  were  judged  to  be  very  necessary. 

14.  James  Island.  With  quite  a  company  of  Church  people  from 
Charleston,  I  went  over  to  James  Island  this  morning.  The  Rev.  Mr. 
Cornish  said  Morning  Prayer,  and  I  preached,  confirmed  four  persons, 
and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon  I  visited  the 
"Sheltering  Arms,"  Mr.  Cornish's  home-farm,  where  we  had  a  service 
for  the  children,  and  I  preached  to  them.  There  were  eighteen  children 
present  at  the  service,  all  of  them  under  the  faithful  care  of  the 
Misses  Grenaker,  others  of  the  children  being  too  young  to  attend  the 
services  or  by  permission  away  with  friends  for  the  day.    Three  of 
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the  class  confirmed  were  from  the  "Sheltering  Arms."  Everyone  here 
who  can  work  is  at  work,  and  the  evidences  of  this  fact  are  all  around 
you.  Mr.  Cornish  showed  me  forty  acres  of  promising  cotton  and 
twelve  acres  of  beautiful  corn,  for  the  most  part  the  work  of  the  larger 
boys.  At  night,  at  the  hospitable  home  of  Mr.  W.  G.  Hinson,  the 
neighbors  assembled  and  we  had  a  service  and  I  preached. 

15.  Went  to  Grahamville. 

16.  Mr.  Waring  and  I  drove  down  to  Bluffton,  twenty-six  miles, 
had  an  afternoon  service,  and  I  preached  to  a  very  small  congregation. 
The  flock  here  has  been  reduced  to  four  families,  and  but  five  or  six 
communicants.  Death  and  removals  have  depleted  Bluffton ;  and  our 
church  there,  but  for  a  faithful  woman  the  visits  of  the  missionary, 
would  soon  become  dormant,  if  not  dead. 

18.  Charleston.  I  confirmed  two  persons  at  Grace  Church  this  after- 
noon for  Mr.  Way;  also  administered  the  Communion  to  the  sick,  in 
private.  At  night,  at  the  residence  of  my  son,  I  married  David  Hinck- 
ley Lyman  to  Josephine  Trenholm. 

19.  Went  up  to  Columbia. 

20.  I  am  due  to-day  at  Sewanee,  but  my  duty  to  the  Porter  Acad- 
emy next  week,  the  23d,  conflicts'  with  the  duty  at  Sewanee.  I  will 
not  attend  the  meeting  of  the  Trustees  at  Sewanee.  In  the  afternoon 
I  went  over  to  Barnwell,  where  I  am  to  visit  the  parish  to-morrow, 
Sunday,  the  21st. 

21.  Barnwell.  Visited  the  Parish  of  the  Holy  Apostles  this  morn- 
ing. Just  before  the  hour  for  Morning  Prayer  I  baptized  an  infant 
at  the  font.  Said  Morning  Prayer  and  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. Met  and  conferred  with  the  vestry  immediately  after  service. 
In  the  afternoon  I  baptized  an  ill  child  in  private. 

23.  Charleston.  I  presided  this  morning  at  the  commencement  of 
the  Porter  Academy,  and  in  behalf  of  the  trustees  and  faculty  be- 
stowed the  diploma  of  the  Academy  upon  the  members  of  the  graduat- 
ing class — a  fine  class  of  promising  young  men.  The  exercises  of  the 
morning  were  most  gratifying  to  the  trustees'  and  were  fully  up  to  the 
best  days  of  the  Academy.  In  the  afternoon  I  presided  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  trustees,  and  subsequently  at  a  meeting  of  the  executive 
committee.  The  reports  of  the  acting  rector  and  the  treasurer  were 
gratifying  and  showed  an  improvement  in  the  financial  status.  The 
trustees  authorized  the  funding  of  the  floating  indebtedness  of  the 
Academy,  and  the  feeling  of  cheerful  hopefulness  for  the  future  was 
greatly  stimulated  by  the  general  condition  of  the  school.  In  the  even- 
ing, in  private,  I  baptized  our  granddaughter,  Lottie  Palmer  Capers, 
at  the  residence  of  her  father,  Dr.  W.  H.  Johnson. 

25.  Arranged  for  the  examination  of  Messrs.  H.  Palmer  and  Sam- 
uel W.  Grice,  candidates  for  priest's  orders. 

26.  Received  the  papers  of  the  Rev.  J.  C.  Quarles  applying  for  ordi- 
nation to  the  priesthood. 

28.  Summerville.  This  the  day  appointed  for  the  ordination  of  the 
Rev.  John  Carl  Jagar  to  the  priesthood.  St.  Paul's  was  filled  with  a 
deeply  interested  congregation.  After  Morning  Prayer,  said  by  the 
Rev.  H.  J.  Mikell,  I  preached  the  sermon.  The  ordinand  was  pre- 
sented by  Mr.  Mikell,  who  united  with  me  in  the  laying  on  of  hands. 
Assisted  by  Mr.  Mikell,  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  administer- 
ing to  a  large  congregation  of  communicants.  The  solemn  service  of 
Ordination  was  never  more  impressive ;  the  hearty  sympathy  of  the 
people,  the  appropriate  music,  and  the  fact  that  the  ordination  was 
especially  to  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  congregation  assembled,  all  gave 
peculiar  interest  to  the  occasion.     May  the  ministry  of  our  young 
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brother  be  abundantly  blessed  to  the  edification  of  his  flock  and  to  his 
own  strength  and  happiness. 

30.  Received  to-day  from  Archdeacon  Joyner  titles  to  church  prop- 
erty at  Peake  and  near  Brookland,  both  in  Lexington  County;  and  also 
to  the  property  connected  with  St.  Anna's  Mission,  East  Columbia. 
Deposited  the  same  with  Treasurer  of  trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

july,  1903. 

1.  Took  early  train  for  Raleigh,  N.  C,  to  attend  meeting  of  Trus- 
tees of  St.  Mary's.  Trustees  met  at  4:30  p.  m.  We  elected  the  Rev. 
McNeely  DuBose  to  be  Rector  of  St.  Mary's,  to  succeed  the  Rev.  Dr, 
Bratton.    Returned  to  Columbia  by  night  train. 

2.  Went  up  to  spend  a  couple  of  weeks  with  my  family  at  our 
summer  home,  "Camp  Cottage,"  in  the  mountains. 

5.    Said  Morning  Prayer  in  my  family  chapel  at  Camp  Cottage. 

7.  Letter  from  the  Rev.  McNeely  DuBose,  addressed  to  the  Bishop 
of  Asheville  and  myself,  asking  for  some  time  to  consider  his  election 
to  be  Rector  of  St.  Mary's. 

8.  Sent  the  papers  of  the  Rev.  J.  S.  Quarles  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Standing  Committee  with  my  approval. 

9.  Gave  canonical  consent  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Theo- 
dore DuBose  Bratton  to  be  Bishop  of  Mississippi. 

12.  Said  Morning  Prayer  and  preached  in  my  chapel  at  Cedar 
Mountain,  N.  C. 

17.  Chaplains  of  Second  District  reported  favorably  on  the  examina- 
tions of  Mr.  H.  N.  Palmer  for  deacon's  orders. 

21.  Sent  Standing  Committee  papers  in  the  cases  of  Messrs.  R. 
Maynard  Marshall  and  H.  N.  Palmer  for  ordination  to  diaconate  and 
Rev.  Kirkman  G.  Finlay  to  the  priesthood.  I  presided  this  evening 
at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Diocesan  Missions. 

22.  It  was  my  privilege  and  very  great  honor  to-day  to  attend  upon 
the  services  held  in  Trinity  Church,  Columbia,  in  commemoration  of 
the  completion  of  the  first  decade  of  my  episcopate.  After  Morning 
Prayer  and  an  address  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  John  Kershaw,  the  Holy  Com- 
munion was  celebrated,  a  large  number  of  the  clergy  and  laity  commu- 
nicating. Immediately  after  the  benediction  was  pronounced  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Gordon,  representing  the  clergy  and  laity,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Mitch- 
ell, representing  the  Sunday-schools  of  the  Diocese,  made  me  addresses, 
and,  in  behalf  of  those  for  whom  they  spoke,  presented  me  valuable 
tokens  of  the  affection  and  confidence  of  my  dear  people.  I  make  this 
record  in  my  journal  with  a  profound  sense  of  gratitude  and  love  for 
my  brethren,  and  a  feeling  of  sincere  humility  before  them,  and  before 
the  great  Head  of  the  Church,  that  I  have  not  been  more  to  the  Dio- 
cese than  my  episcopate  expresses.  Whatever  has  been  accomplished 
has  been  done  through  the  loyal  devotion  of  the  clergy  and  the  willing 
co-operation  of  the  laity.    Laus  Deo ! 

23.  Received  notice  to-day  from  vestry  of  St.  Paul's,  Summerville, 
of  Rev.  J.  C.  Jagar's  election  to  be  rector  and  of  his  acceptance. 

26.  Pinopolis.  I  visited  the  parish  of  Trinity,  Black  Oak,  to-day. 
Said  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer,  preached  at  both  services,  adminis- 
tered the  communion  to  the  sick  in  private  and  also  to  the  congrega- 
tion. After  service  I  met  a  committee  of  the  vestry  to  confer  about  the 
call  of  a  rector. 

28.  Received  testimonials  from  the  Standing  Committee  to-day  for 
the  ordination  of  the  Rev.  K.  G.  Finlay  and  Rev.  J.  C.  Quarles  to  the 
priesthood  and  Messrs.  R.  M.  Marshall  and  H.  N.  Palmer  to  the  dia- 
conate. . 

30.    Went  up  to  my  summer  home  at  Cedar  Mountain,  N.  C. 
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AUGUST,  I903. 

19.  Loafer  this  month.  I  have  spent  the  time  with  my  family  at 
"Camp  Cottage."  I  make  this  note  while  confined  to  bed,  where  I  have 
been  for  the  past  ten  days,  having  suffered  an  attack  of  cold  and  fever, 
with  slight  pneumonia.  I  hope  to  be  up  and  at  my  work  by  the  middle 
of  September,  this  being  the  limit  assigned  me  by.  the  physician. 

SEPTEMBER,  I903. 

LETTER  FROM  THE  BISHOP. 

My  Dear  Brother  Witsel'l  :  I  am  afraid  to  make  any  appointments 
for  October  to  be  published,  but  you  may  say  for  me  that  I  expect  to 
hold  ordinations  in  Columbia,  Greenville  and  Charleston  during  the 
month,  and  to  attend  the  Missionary  Council  the  last  of  the  month  in 
Washington,  D.  C. 

I  walked  out  in  the  sun  to-day,  and  am  feeling  more  like  myself 
than  at  any  time  since  my  unfortunate  sickness.

Sept.  21,  1903. 

20.  I  have  very  little  to  record  for  the  past  month,  as  I  have  been 
confined  to  my  room  for  most  of  the  time,  and  have  but  few  official 
acts  to  note.  I  duly  received  notice  from  the  Presiding  Bishop,  through 
his  Assessor,  of  my  appointment  to  be  one  of  the  consecrators  of  our 
presbyter,  the  Rev.  Theo.  D.  Bratton,  D.  D.,  at  Jackson,  Mississippi,  on 
the  29th  inst.  I  am  deeply  disappointed  that  I  will  not  be  able  to 
make  the  journey.  I  have  also  received  notice  of  the  death  of  the 
venerable  Presiding  Bishop  of  the  Church  in  the  United  States,  the  Rt. 
Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Rhode  Island,  Thomas  March  Clark,  D.  D.,  LL.  D. 
I  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  this  morning  with  the  members  of 
my  family  present  at  Camp  Cottage — a  grateful  Eucharist  in  humble 
thanksgiving  to  Almighty  God  for  my  restoration  to  health.  I  expect 
to  leave  Cedar  Mountain  for  Columbia  on  the  30th  inst. 

October,  1903. 

1.    Arrived  with  my  family  at  our  home  in  Columbia. 

3.  By  request  of  the  Rev.  A.  R.  Mitchell,  appointed  a  secretary  for 
the  mission  in  Greenville. 

4.  Attended  divine  service  with  my  family  at  Trinity  Church  this 
morning. 

6.  Made  the  invocation  at  the  opening  of  the  Bankers'  Convention 
this  morning.  At  11  o'clock  I  was  present  and  officiated  at  the  open- 
ing of  the  Convocation  for  Church  workers  among  our  colored  people. 
Confirmed  two  persons  presented  by  Mr.  Mancebo.  After  service  I 
made  an  address  to  the  Convocation. 

7.  At  St.  Mary's  Church  this  morning  I  ordained  to  the  priesthood 
the  Rev.  Joseph  Silas  Quarles.  The  sermon  (a  most  admirable  and 
instructive  one)  was  preached  by  Archdeacon  Joyner ;  and  the  candi- 
date presented  by  the  Rev.  Wm.  M.  Jackson.  I  was  not  able  to  attend 
upon  the  sessions  of  this  Convocation,  but  am  much  gratified  by  the 
reports  made  to  me  by  my  brethren  of  its  spirit  and  work. 

8.  Received  and  approved  the  application  of  the  Rev.  W.  E.  Callen- 
der,  ordained  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  to  deacon's  orders  6nly, 
to  apply  for  the  priesthood. 
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g.  Administered  the  Holy  Communion  in  private  to  the  sick,  my 
Rev.  Brother  B.  B.  Sams.  Rejoiced  to  find  him  convalescent  after  a 
long  and  painful  illness. 

10.  I  received  to-day  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  W.  B.  Gordon  as 
Archdeacon  of  the  second  missionary .  district,  and  with  much  reluc- 
tance and  regret  accepted  the  same.  Appointed  in  his  stead  the  Rev. 
Wm.  H.  Barnwell. 

14.  At  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Yorkville,  confirmed  five 
persons,  addressed  them,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  In 
the  evening,  in  the  same  church,  assisted  in  the  service  by  the  rector, 
Mr.  Johnes,  I  united  in  holy  matrimony  Arthur  Veeder  Snell  and 
Jennie  A.  Hart.  The  five  persons  confirmed  in  the  morning  were  the 
groom  and  four  brothers  of  the  bride. 

16.  Licensed  the.  Rev.  Arthur  B.  Livermore  to  officiate  in  the  Dio- 
cese. Mr.  Livermore  is  at  present  assisting  Mr.  Satterlee  at  Trinity 
Chapel,  the  mission  at  the  mills,  Columbia. 

18.  Sunday — St.  Luke's  Day.  At  St.  Michael's  Church,  Charles- 
ton, I  preached  the  sermon  and  ordained  to  the  diaconate  Richard  May- 
nard  Marshall,  Dr.  Kershaw  presenting  him  for  his  ordination.  Just 
seventy-five  years  since  his  paternal  grandfather  was  ordained  at  the 
same  chancel,  and  for  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century  his  maternal 
grandfather  was  rector  of  St.  Michael's.  I  also  looked  in  on  the  Snu- 
day-school  and  made  a  brief  address.  In  the  evening  I  took  part  in 
the  interesting  memorial  service  at  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Communion 
in  honor  of  the  work  and  memory  of  the  late  Rev.  Dr.  A.  T.  Porter. 
After  Evening  Prayer  I  dedicated  to  the  service  and  honor  of  God 
the  marble  pulpit  erected  in  memory  of  Dr.  Porter  by  the  congregation 
and  his  friends  and  brethren,  and  made  a  brief  address  after  the  un- 
veiling of  the  mural  tablet  which  records  the  active  and  abundant 
labors  of  a  most  remarkable  ministry.  The  memorial  address  was 
delivered  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Kershaw  of  St.  Michael's ;  and  the  rectors  of 
St.  Philip's  and  Grace  Churches,  with  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Jagar  and 
Marshall,  were  present  in  the  chancel,  the  service  being  conducted  and 
directed  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Mikell,  the  rector  of  the  Holy  Communion. 

21.  Made  the  address  to-day  at  the  unveiling  of  the  monument 
erected  by  the  Monument  Association  of  Marion  to  the  honor  of  Con- 
federate soldiers. 

22.  Met  the  Columbia  Convocation  at  Bennettsville.  At  Morning 
Prayer  said  the  Creed  and  Collects,  and  afterwards  presided  at  the  ses- 
sions of  Convocation.  By  invitation  of  the  authorities,  Convocation 
visited  the  public  school,  in  the  beautiful  building  recently  erected  for 
its  use,  and  by  request  I  addressed  the  school,  assembled  in  the  ample 
and  tasteful  auditorium.  In  the  afternoon  Convocation  had  a  special 
service  for  the  children  of  the  Sunday-school,  to  which  all  the  Sunday- 
schools  of  the  town  were  invited.  At  this  service  I  addressed  the  chil- 
dren. 

23.  Convocation  held  its  closing  session  this  morning,  at  which  I 
presided.  This  has  been  a  most  interesting  Convocation,  made  so  by 
the  admirable  and  carefully  prepared  papers  that  were  read  and  the 
discussions  which  followed.  The  clergy  were  nearly  all  present,  the 
laity  of  three  parishes  present,  and  a  good  attendance  of  the  people. 

25.  Columbia.  Attended  service  at  the  Good  Shepherd  and  said  the 
Litany.    Rev.  Mr.  Joyner  preached. 

26.  Sent  prayer  books  and  hymnals  to  several  of  the  clergy  for  use 
in  mission  work.    Books  kindly  sent  to  me  by  Mr.  Pott. 

28.    At.  St.  Matthew's  Church.  Fort  Motte,  I  united  in  holy  matri- 
mony Thomas  Taylor  Hane  and  May  Taber  Murray. 
31.    Went  up  to  Greenville  for  an  ordination  service. 
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NOVEMBER,  I9O3. 

i.  Greenville.  Visited  the  Sunday-school  and  made  an  address. 
After  Morning  Prayer  I  ordained  to  the  priesthood  the  Rev.  Kirkman 
G.  Findlay,  Rev.  Mr.  Mitchell  preaching  the  sermon  and  presenting  the 
ordinand.  At  afternoon  service  I  preached.  Mr.  Findlay  preached  at 
night  at  St.  Andrew's  Mission. 

3.  Went  over  to  Fort  Hill  to  attend  the  Greenville  Convocation. 
Met  the  Convocation  at  4  p.  m. 

4.  Conducted  the  chapel  services  at  Clemson  College  and  addressed 
the  students,  at  the  request  of  the  president.  After  Morning  Prayer 
in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  I  preached  especially  to  the  clergy, 
a  good  congregation  being  present.  The  session  of  the  Convocation 
which  followed  was  very  interesting,  the  subject  being  a  practical  one, 
and  well  presented  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  G.  C.  Williams,  and  admirably 
discussed.  The  duty  of  the  clergy  to  present  the  claims  of  the  ministry 
to  parents  and  young  men  was  theme  before  Convocation.  The 
weather  being  stormy,  I  could  not  attend  the  afternoon  or  night  ser- 
vices. 

5.  Went  down  home. 

7.  Charleston.  Attended  a  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  at 
Grace  Church,  presided  and  made  an  address. 

8.  This  was  the  25th  anniversary  of  the  consecration  of  St.  Mark's 
Church,  and  by  invitation  of  the  rector,  the  Rev.  E.  N.  Hollings,  I 
presided  at  the  morning  service,  preached,  celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, and.  after  service,  confirmed  one  person.  In  the  afternoon, 
at  Grace  Church,  assisted  by  the  rector,  the  Rev.  William  Way,  I  bap- 
tized Stanyarn  Yates,  infant  son  of  Stanyarn  and  Mary  Johnson  Stev- 
ens.   Preached  at  Evening  Prayer. 

11.  At  the  opening  exercises  of  the  Convention  of  the  United 
Daughters  of  the  Confederacy,  and  at  the  request  of  the  President  of 
the  South  Carolina  Division,  I  made  the  invocation. 

12.  Went  by  early  train  to  Allendale.  Convocation  of  the  third 
district  was  meeting  here,  and  at  the  morning  service  I  consecrated 
the  very  becoming  and  churchly  edifice  of  brick,  which  has  recently 
been  finished,  to  be  known  as  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Communion,  Al- 
lendale. In  the  afternoon  I  attended  a  service  for  children,  to  which 
the  children  of  the  community  were  invited',  and  made  an  address. 
Excellent  addresses  were  made  by  Archdeacon  Kershaw  and  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Githens.  The  little  flock  at  Allendale  have  done  nobly,  and  de- 
serves the  congratulations  of  the  Diocese.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Waring  is 
in  charge  here.  This  is  the  second  church  edifice  he  has  presented  to 
me  for  consecration  in  the  last  three  years. 

13.  Conducted  the  chapel  service  for  the  public  school  at  Allen- 
dale, and,  at  the  request  of  the  principal,  addressed  the  pupils.  At  10 
a.  m.,  at  the  church,  I  confirmed  two  men  and  addressed  the  congrega- 
tion on  the  duties  and  obligations  of  the  confirmed.  Went  to  Colum- 
bia in  the  afternoon. 

15.  Barnwell.  Visited  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Apostles  to-day, 
said  Morning  Prayer,  preached,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion. 
After  the  second  lesson  in  the  service,  I  baptized  Lucy  Catharine,  in- 
fant daughter  of  J.  R.  and  A.  P.  Easterling.  After  service  I  met  the 
vestry  and  conferred  with  them  especially  as  to  calling  a  minister. 

16.  Went  down  to  Summerville  on  episcopal  business,  and  visited 
the  mission  school  at  St.  Barnabas'  and  the  mission  school  for  colored 
children.  I  addressed  each  of  the  schools  and  was  pleased  and  grat- 
ified with  my  visits.    Went  up  home  at  night. 
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17-  Telegram  this  morning  from  Mr.  F.  A.  Mitchell,  announcing 
the  death  of  the  Rev.  B.  B.  Sams  at  his  home  at  Rockville  on  Monday, 
the  16th.    Went  to  Charleston  by  night  train. 

18.  Officiated  to-day  at  the  funeral  of  my  Rev.  Brother  Sams  at 
St.  Philip's  Church  and  at  Magnolia  Cemetery.  The  clergy  of  the  city 
were  present  in  the  chancel,  the  Rev.  Drs.  Johnson,  Wilson  and  Ker- 
shaw taking  part  in  the  services.  In  the  departure  of  our  Rev.  brother 
the  Diocese  has  lost  a  faithful,  devoted  and  laborious  minister.  Or- 
dained to  the  diaconate  by  Bishop  Davis  in  St.  Helena,  Beaufort,  Feb- 
ruary 12,  1857,  he  has  been  since  that  day  a  man  of  abundant  labors 
and  a  missionary  of  untiring  energy.  For  the  past  twenty-three  years 
of  his  ministry  he  has  been  on  the  sea  coast,  for  fifteen  years  of  this 
period  travelling  between  his  stations  in  Beaufort,  Colleton,  and 
Hampton  Counties,  thousands  of  miles,  never  missing  his  appoint- 
ments, no  matter  what  the  weather  might  be,  and  permitting  nothing 
but  providential  hindrances  to  retard  him.  Since  1895  he  has  been 
the  rector  of  the  parishes  on  Edisto  and  John's  Islands,  residing  at 
the  rectory  at  Rockville,  on  Wadmalaw,  where  he  fell  on  sleep  on 
Monday  last.    Well  done,  good  and  faithful  soldier  of  the  Cross ! 

21.  At  his  request  I  to-day  transferred  Mr.  J.  L.  Sykes,  a  native 
of  Mississippi,  to  that  Diocese.  Mr.  Sykes  had  been  admitted  a  postu- 
lant by  me  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Magruder  and  had 
begun  his  studies  at  Sewanee. 

22.  Adam's  Run.  I  said  Morning  Prayer  in  Christ  Church, 
preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  The  ladies  of  the  con- 
gregation having  refitted  and  improved  the  interior  of  the  church,  af- 
ter service  the  men  met  and  at  once  subscribed  the  amount  necessary 
to  paint  the  church. 

23.  Appointed!  the  Rev.  Charles  E.  Cabiness  to  be  missionary  at 
Blackville  and,  at  the  request  of  the  vestry,  to  minister  in  charge  at 
Barnwell.  This  is  a  temporary  arrangement,  as  Mr.  Cabiness  is  the 
minister  in  charge  at  Flat  Rock  in  the  summer. 

25.  Received  the  favorable  report  of  the  examiners  of  the  third  dis- 
trict on  the  canonical  examination  of  Mr.  H.  C.  Mazyck. 

27.  Darlington.  This  is  Thanksgiving  Day!  I  said  a  part  of  the 
service  in  the  little  church,  preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. Rev.  Mr.  Thomas  assisted  in  the  services,  and,  at  his  request, 
I  addressed  the  congregation  on  the  work  of  the  Church  Home  and 
Orphanage.     At  night  we  went  to  Hartsville. 

27.  Hartsville.  At  the  residence  of  the  parents  this  afternoon  I 
baptized  Louise  Aiken,  infant  daughter  of  Dr.  Wm.  and  Annie  Bon- 
ham  Eggleston.  At  night,  in  the  Methodist  church  which  was  kindly 
tendered  Mr.  Thomas  for  our  service,  he  said  Evening  Prayer  and  I 
preached.  We  have  a  handful  of  our  people  here  and  Mr.  Thomas^  is 
holding  a  monthly  service  for  them.  The  community  attend  the  service 
and  our  Methodist  brethren  are  glad  to  let  Mr.  Thomas  have  the  use 
of  their  church. 

29.  Fort  Motte.  Said  Morning  Prayer,  confirmed  six  persons  and 
addressed  them,  preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion. 

DECEMBER,  I903. 

I.  I  received  notice  from  Mr.  Evison  of  his  resignation,  to  take 
effect  February  i,  proximo. 

6.  Columbia.  I  officiated  for  Mr.  Satterlee  this  morning,  saying  the 
Litany  and  preaching.  Mr.  Satterlee  is  convalescent  after  a  severe 
illness. 

II.  I  met  and  conferred  with  the  vestry  of  St.  Pauls,  Charleston, 
this  evening. 
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13-  St.  John's,  Berkeley.  I  held  service  this  morning  in  the  old 
church  at  Strawberry  Ferry,  preached  and  administered  the  Holy 
Communion.  After  service  met  and  arranged  with  the  vestry  for  the 
appointment  of  a  minister. 

14.  In  private  I  administered  the  Holy  Communion  to  an  aged 
member  of  the  parish,  who  at  ninety-five  years  of  age  takes  a  loving 
and  faithful  interest  in  the  Church  and  prizes  the  means  of  grace. 

17.  Notice  from  vestry  of  Trinity,  Black  Oak,  that  they  concur  in 
arrangement  I  made  with  the  lower  parish  for  services.  Wrote  to  in- 
form Mr.  Evison  and  to  notify  him  of  my  purpose  to  appoint  him  to 
this  work  under  the  agreement  referred  to. 

18.  At  his  request  I  gave  a  letter  dimissory  to  the  Rev.  R.  C.  Cowl- 
ing transferring  him  to  the  Diocese  of  Virginia.  Mr.  Cowling  has  been 
for  two  years  past  the  rector  of  All  Saints',  Hampton  County. 

19.  Gave  consent  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  David  Hummell 
Greer,  D.  D.,  coadjutor-elect  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York. 

20.  Ridgeway  and  Winnsboro.  I  said  part  of  Morning  Prayer  in 
St.  Stephen's  Church,  preached,  confirmed  three  persons,  addressed 
them  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  At  night  in  St.  John's, 
Winnsboro,  Mr.  Judd  said  Evening  Prayer,  I  preached,  confirmed  a 
class  of  six  persons  and  addressed!  them.  These  classes  were  the  first 
fruits  of  the  ministry  of  my  Rev.  Brother  Judd  in  his  present  field  of 
work.  May  the  Lord  give  him  many  more  tokens  on  his  zealous  la- 
bors. 

22.  Received  a  communication  from  the  vestry  of  St.  Jude's,  Wal- 
terboro,  informing  me  that  at  their  request  and  in  compliance  with 
the  wishes  of  the  congregation,  Rev.  Mr.  Evison  had  withdrawn  his 
late  resignation  and  would  remain  rector  of  St.  Jude's.  This  inform- 
ation Mr.  Evison  also  sent  me. 

23.  I  officiated  to-day,  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Satterlee,  at  the  funeral 
services  of  Col.  Thomas  Taylor,  Trinity  Church,  Columbia.  In  St. 
Matthew's  Church,  Fort  Motte,  this  evening  I  united  in  holy  wedlock 
John  K.  Hane  to  Mary  Trezvant. 

24.  Went  as  far  as  Ridge  Spring  to  meet  appointment  at  Trenton, 
but  train  being  over  three  hours  late,  missed  my  appointment  and  re- 
turned to  Columbia. 

25.  Christmas  Day.  Said  creed  and  prayers,  preached  and  cele- 
brated Holy  Communion  in  Good  Shepherd,  Columbia. 

26.  Went  up  to  Spartanburg. 

27.  Church  of  the  Advent,  Spartanburg.  Confirmed  four  persons, 
preached  and  celebrated  Holy  Communion. 

JANUARY,  I9O4. 

I.    Readmitted  to  postulancy  Mr.  Wilkinson  Memminger. 

3.  Visited!  All  Saints',  Hampton  County.  Said  Morning  Prayer, 
preached,  confirmed  one  person  and  celebrated  Holy  Communion.  Af- 
ter service  conferred  with  vestry.  Rev.  Mr.  Cowling  having  resigned, 
this  parish  is  vacant.  In  spite  of  a  sleet  storm,  we  had  a  good  congre- 
gation. 

5.  I  was  due  at  Pineville  to-day  to  visit  the  Redeemer  mission, 
Rev.  James  Joyner  in  charge.  Went  up  to  St.  Stephen's  depot;  three 
inches  of  snow  on  the  ground,  could  not  get  a  vehicle  to  take  me  to 
my  appointment.    Went  to  Columbia  by  night  train. 

5.  Visited  Trinity  mission  this  evening,  Mr.  Livermore  in  charge. 
Confirmed  a  class  of  eight  persons  and  addressed  them. 

8-10.    Visited  the  churches  at  Hope  Mills,  Fayetteville,  and  in  Cum- 
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berland  County,  North  Carolina,  for  my  Rt.  Rev.  Brother  Bishop  Wat- 
son. 

12.  In  Grace  Church,  Charleston,  this  afternoon  I  confirmed  one 
person.  At  night  in  the  same  church  I  assisted  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop 
of  Asheville  in  the  marriage  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  Way  to  Miss  Marie 
Wagener. 

13.  Presided  this  afternoon  at  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  Porter  Academy  in  Charleston. 

14.  Received  papers  from  the  Standing  Committee  recommending 
the  Rev.  Callender  for  ordination  to  the  priesthood,  and  Mr.  H.  C. 
Mazyck  for  ordination  to  the  diaconate.  The  testimonial  in  Mr.  Cal- 
ender's case  was  an  error.  It  should  have  been  a  recommendation  for 
admission  to  candidateship  for  the  priesthood. 

15.  Received  notice  from  the  joint  vestries  of  Trinity,  Black  Oak, 
and  St.  John's,  Berkeley,  that  they  had  called  the  Rev.  Mr.  Jordan  of 
Texas  to  be  their  rector.  Mr.  Jordan  is  a  native  of  this  State,  from 
Winnsboro. 

16.  Left  home  for  North  Carolina  and  spent  the  time  to  January 
25th  visiting  the  churches  in  "East  Carolina,"  at  Washington,  Chock- 
owinity,  Beaufort  County,  Williamston,  Plymouth,  Edenton,  Hertford, 
and  Winfall.    At  these  visitations  I  confirmed  fifty-one  persons. 

29.  Presided  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Missions  held  at  Colum- 
bia. 

311.  Visited  the  parish  of  the  Epiphany,  Upper  St.  John's.  In  the 
morning  preached,  made  an  address  for  the  Board  of  Missions,  and 
celebrated  Holy  Communion  in  the  parish  church.  In  the  afternoon,  at 
the  chapel  in  Eutawville,  preached  and  confirmed  two  persons.  The 
weather  was  bitterly  cold. 

FEBRUARY,  I904. 

1.  Visited  in  the  parish  and  went  home  by  night  train. 

2.  Went  up  to  Flat  Rock  to  bury  an  old  friend  and  parishioner, 
Miss  Eliza  deChoiseuL  assisted  in  the  service  by  her  rector  Rev.  A.  R. 
Mitchell. 

4.  In  St.  Michael's  Church,  Charleston,  I  ordained  to  the  diacon- 
ate Mr.  Henry  C.  Mazyck.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Wood  preached  the  sermon 
and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Kershaw  presented  the  candidate.  The  Rev.  Dr. 
Johnson,  and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  H.  J.  Mikell  and  Wm.  Way  were  pres- 
ent and  took  part  in  the  service.  I  put  Mr.  Mazyck  in  charge  of  St. 
Timothy's,  Columbia,  and  for  the  present  assigned  him  to  assist  Mr. 
Satterlee  at  Trinity  during  his  ill  health.  In  the  afternoon  I  presided 
at  an  impressive  memorial  service  in  St.  Philip's  Church,  and,  in  be- 
half of  the  Diocese,  received  and  dedicated  to  the  sacred  memory  of 
our  late  Bishop  a  most  becoming  mural  tablet  erected  by  his  friends 
and  brethren  throughout  the  Diocese.  All  the  clergy  of  the  city  and  a 
large  congregation  united  in  the  service.  At  night,  assited  by  the  rec- 
tor, the  Rev.  Wm.  Way,  I  united  in  holy  wedlock  John  DeWar  Gordon 
and  Phoebe  Gadsden. 

5.  Went  up  to  Union.  In  the  afternoon  at  a  special  service  for  the 
children  I  made  an  address,  following  the  Rev.  Mr.  Mitchell.  Con- 
vocation had  been  in  session  here,  and  I  found  a  spiritual  interest  in 
the  services  and  the  church  filled  with  people.  At  night  I  preached 
and  confirmed  two  persons. 

6.  Went  to  Sumter. 

7.  Visited  the  Holy  Comforter,  Rev.  Mr.  Covington,  rector. 
Preached  three  times  to-day,  made  two  addresses,  confirmed  ten  per- 
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sons — seven  at  the  parish  church  and  three  at  the  mission  for  colored 
people — and  celebrated  Holy  Communion. 

11.  Visited1  missions  for  colored  people  to-day — in  the  morning  at 
St.  Ann's,  Lexington  County,  and  at  night  at  St.  Mary's,  Columbia. 
At  St.  Mary's  I  confirmed  four  persons.  Preached  at  both  services  and 
celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  at  St.  Ann's.  Rev.  J.  B.  Mancebo  was 
with  me  in  the  morning,  .and  he  and  Archdeacon  Joyner  at  night. 

12.  Received  notice  of  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  N.  Meade, 
rector  at  Anderson.  Mr.  Meade  wrote  me  from  Virginia  where  he 
had  gone  with  the  body  of  Mrs.  Meade,  who  died  at  the  rectory  in  An- 
derson. Mr.  Meade's  sorrows  and  his  resignation  are  sincerely  felt 
by  his  devoted  flock  and  by  his  Bishop. 

13.  Left  home  for  Clemson. 

14.  This  has  been  a  full  day  for  my  young  brother  Finlay  and  for 
his  Bishop  .  I  said  Morning  Prayer  and  preached  in  the  College 
Chapel  in  the  morning.  In  the  afternoon  preached  in  our  church  and 
confirmed  five  persons.  We  drove  after  service  nine  miles  to  Seneca 
and  at  night  I  said  Evening  Prayer  and  preached  in  the  church  at 
Seneca.  In  spite  of  rain  and  cold  we  had  a  good  congregation  and 
hearty  service. 

15.  Mr.  Finlay  drove  me  up  to  Walhalla.  At  night  he  said  Even- 
ing Prayer  and  I  preached.  We  were  guests  at  the  home  of  our  la- 
mented presbyter,  the  Rev.  Dr.  McCullough,  whose  presence  I  greatly 
missed.  We  have  a  faithful  little  flock  here,  but  the  community  turned 
out  to  the  service  and  filled  the  church.  Mr.  Finlay  is  in  charge,  and 
with  Pendleton,  Seneca  and  Clemson.  he  has  his  earnest  hands  very 

tel. 

16.  Arriving  at  Anderson  this  morning  I  was  shocked  and  pained 
to  find  a  telegram  announcing  the  distressing  intelligence  of  the  death 
of  my  beloved  brother  and  faithful  presbyter,  the  rector  of  Trinity 
Church,  Columbia.  I  have  telegraphed  to  recall  my  appointments ;  will 
go  by  night  train  to  Columbia.  This  is  a  great  loss  to  parish  and 
Diocese  and  to  his  Bishop.    The  Lord  comfort  his  bereaved  family! 

17.  Ash  Wednesday.  Having  recalled  my  appointment  for  Wil- 
lington,  I  conducted  the  Ash  Wednesday  morning  service  at  Trinity, 
assisted  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Livermore  and  Mazyck.  In  the  afternoon, 
with  the  clergy,  the  vestry  of  Trinity  and  many  of  the  congregation, 
I  met  the  body  of  our  Rev.  and  beloved  brother  at  the  depot  and 
joined  the  escort  to  the  rectory.  Mr.  Satterlee  had  been  in  poor 
health  for  some  months,  and  latterly  his  condition  of  prostration  had 
given  us  much  concern.  He  recently  went,  with  his  family,  to  Sum- 
merville,  near  Augusta,  Ga.,  for  rest  and  quiet,  where  God  gave  him 
his  eternal  rest.  Early  on  the  morning  of  Tuesday,  the  16th  inst,  with 
his  devoted  wife  at  his  side,  he  suddenly  fell  on  sleep.  In  his  death 
the  Diocese  loses  an  able  and  zealous  clergyman ;  his  parish  a  devoted, 
most  efficient  and  greatly  beloved  rector  and  pastor ;  the  work  of  mis- 
sions a  loyal  and  consistent  friend  and  advocate ;  and  his  Bishop  a 
presbyter  he  loved  and  prized. 

18.  We  said  the  burial  service  this  afternoon,  in  Trinity,  for  our 
beloved  Satterlee,  assisted  by  Archdeacon  E.  N.  Joyner  and  the  Rev. 
W.  P.  Witsell,  the  honored  father,  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Wash- 
ington, leaving  his  pew  and  saying  the  benediction  of  grace  at  the  side 
of  the  casket  on  the  chancel,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  A.  B.  Livermore,  Arch- 
deacon A.  R.  Mitchell,  W.  B.  Sams  and  H.  C.  Mazyck  being  present 
in  the  chancel.  Mr.  Satterlee's  brief  ministry  in  Columbia  had  greatly 
impressed  the  whole  community  with  its  godly  sincerity,  and  at  this 
service  there  was  a  marked  expression  of  public  respect  and  sympathy. 
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The  ministers  of  all  denominations  had  met  and  agreed  to  attend  this 
funeral  in  a  body,  and,  at  the  request  of  the  vestry  of  Trinity,  acted  as 
senior  pall  bearers.  The  sorrowing  congregation  filled  the  church  to 
overflowing,  and  with  the  solemn  and  beautiful  ritual  and  hymns  of 
praise  to  God  for  a  noble  life  of  faithful  service,  we  committed  his 
body  to  the  care  of  his  nearest  and  dearest  to  be  carried  to  his  home 
in  New  York  for  committal,  "waiting  the  resurrection  of  the  dead 
and  the  life  of  the  world  to  come."  And  so  our  brother  "has  passed 
into  clearer  sight  of  Him  Whose  love  conferreth  this  promotion  on 
His  own." 

21.  Visited  the  parish  of  St.  John's,  John's  Island.  Drove  to  the 
church  from  the  rectory  at  Rockville  with  Mr.  Barnwell  Sams  and  Miss 
Sams.  How  often  I  have  taken  this  drive  with  their  devoted  father ! 
I  said  the  service,  confirmed  one  person.  After  service  I  conferred 
with  the  vestry  of  St.  John's  and  a  delegation  from  the  vestry  of  Trin- 
ity Church,  Edisto  Island,  with  reference  to  supplying  these  parishes 
with  regular  services. 

24.  Summerton.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Marshall,  deacon,  is  in  charge  of 
St.  Matthias'  Chapel  here.  A  good  congregation  assembled  for  the 
service,  and  we  had  good  weather.  Mr.  Marshall  said  the  Litany  and 
I  preached  and  celebrated  the  Communion.    Two  person  confirmed. 

28.  St.  Thomas  and  St.  Dennis.  I  visited  this  old  parish  to-day  and 
had  service  in  the  chapel  at  the  rectory,  which  has  been  neatly  and 
most  becomingly  improved  since  I  last  held  service  there.  Mr.  An- 
derson and  I  said  the  service  for  Morning  Prayer  and  I  preached,  con- 
firmed one  person  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  I  was 
sorry  to  find  my  Rev.  Brother  and  his  family  in  affliction.  We  know 
that  "it  is  well  with  the  child." 


march,  1904. 

1.  Orangeburg.  Visited  the  parish  of  the  Redeemer  to-day,  Rev.  T. 
T.  Walsh.  At  morning  service  I  said  the  Creed  and  prayers,  con- 
firmed two  persons,  preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 
In  the  afternoon  I  held  a  service  for  the  communicants  of  the  Church 
connected  with  the  State  college  for  colored  people ;  also  at  the  request 
of  the  president  of  the  college,  I  made  an  address  to  the  students  of 
the  college  in  their  chapel. 

2.  Received  and  accepted  the  Letters  Dimissory  presented  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Jordan  from  the  Bishop  of  Western  Texas.  Mr.  Jordan  takes 
charge  of  the  two  parishes  of  lower  St.  John's,  Berkeley. 

3.  Being  in  Columbia,  I  said  the  Creed  and  prayers  at  Evening  Ser- 
vice for  the  Rev.  Mr.  Witsell  and  made  an  address. 

4.  Left  home  for  visitations  in  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina  for 
my  Rt.  Rev.  Bro.  Watson.  I  was  engaged  on  these  visitations 
continuously  until  the  evening  of  the  10th,  when  I  made  my  last  visit 
at  Belhaven.  I  visited  the  church  at  Elizabeth  City,  Weeksville,  Co- 
lumbia, Cresswell,  Roper  and  Belhaven,  confirming  twenty-eight  per- 
sons, preaching  nine  sermons  and  making  four  addresses.  I  cele- 
brated the  Holy  Communion  at  each  of  the  visitations  I  made  in  the 
day  time. 

11.  Went  home  by  boat  and  rail. 

12.  I  to-day  received  by  mail  from  the  Bishop  of  New  York  a  Letter 
Dimissory  transferring  the  Rev.  Dr.  Niles  to  this  Diocese,  the  letter 
sent  to  me  by  Dr.  Niles.  The  Doctor  is  expected  to  take  charge  of 
Trinity,  Columbia,  on  Sunday,  the  27th  inst.  Before  leaving  home  for 
Florence  in  the  afternoon  I  wrote  and  sent  Letters  Dimissory  to  the 
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Rev.  Messrs.  Crosswell  McBee  to  Pennsylvania  and  W.  S.  Holmes  to 
the  Diocese  of  Mississippi. 

13.  Florence,  Rev.  Harold  Thomas.  My  Brother  Thomas  gave 
me  a  busy  day  of  it  to-day.  At  Morning  Prayer  I  said  the  Creed  and 
prayers,  preached  and  confirmed  eight  persons.  The  church  was  full, 
the  service  spirited;,  and  every  sign  of  interest  manifested.  Went  out 
to  Mars'  Bluff  in  the  afternoon  and  we  had  service  at  Christ  Church. 
I  said  the  Creed  and  prayers,  preached  and  confirmed  two.  I  was 
delighted  to  see  the  improvements  in  the  interior  of  the  church — new 
carpets  in  the  aisles  and  in  the  chancel,  a  becoming  cover  for  the  Lord's 
Table,  and  appropriate  hangings  for  the  desk  and  pulpit.  Went  back 
to  Florence  for  a  night  service  at  the  mission  chapel,  where  I  preached 
and  confirmed  six  persons. 

14.  Left  Florence  for  Society  Hill  in  the  early  morning  and  at 
night  held  service  in  Trinity  Church.  The  Rev.  Albert  Thomas  said 
the  Evening  Prayer  and  I  preached  to  the  fullest  congregation  I  have 
ever  had  here.  Our  flock  is  small  here  at  Society  Hill,  but  the  earnest 
ministry  of  the  minister  in  charge  attracts  the  community  to  the  ser- 
vices. 

15.  Went  on  to  Cheraw.  In  the  afternoon  the  Rev.  Mr.  Boyd  took 
me  out  into  the  country,  where  we  visited  the  sick  and  I  confirmed  one 
of  his  candidates  who  could  not  come  in  to  the  church.  Returning 
to  the  city,  we  visited  the  aged  and  the  sick,  and  at  night  we  had  ser- 
vice in  old  St.  David's.  The  Church  was  full.  I  said  the  Creed  and 
prayers  and  preached,  and  Mr.  Boydl  presented  a  class  of  seven  for 
confirmation. 

16.  Went  over  to  Bennettsville  to  visit  the  active  and  progressive 
mission  there.  We  had  service  at  night  in  the  neat  chapel,  and  the 
whole  community  was  represented  in  the  full  congregation.  I  said 
the  Creed,  prayers  and  preached. 

19.  Letter  from  the  Bishop  of  Pennsylvania  accepting  letter  trans- 
ferring Mr.  McBee ;  also  a  letter  from  Bishop  Bratton  accepting  the 
letter  transfering  Mr.  Holmes. 

20.  This  was  the  day  fixed  with  Mr.  Witsell  and  the  lamented  Sat- 
terlee  for  my  visitations  to  their  parishes.  Satterlee  finished  his  work 
before  I  came,  and  Mr.  Mazyck  presented  a  part  of  the  class  he  was 
forming  when  the  Master  called  him  up  higher  and  to  greater  work. 
I  had  an  early  Communion  at  Trinity,  and  at  the  morning  hour  as- 
sisted by  the  deacon  in  charge,  I  said  the  service,  preached,  and  con- 
firmed a  class  of  nine  persons  and  addressed  them.  In  the  afternoon 
I  visited  St.  Luke's  Church  for  colored  people,  said!  the  service  and 
preached  to  a  full  congregation,  made  up  mostly  of  visitors,  our  flock 
here  being  only  a  very  few.  At  night  I  was  with  Mr.  Witsell  at  the 
Good  Shepherd.  The  church  was  full,  the  service  most  earnest.  I 
said  the  Creed  and  prayers,  preached,  and  Mr.  Witsell  presented  a 
class  of  thirteen  for  confirmation. 

21.  Gave  the  Holy  Communion  to  a  sick  member  of  St.  Luke's 
Church,  the  faithful  warden,  who  has  been  ill  for  months.  Arranged 
to  confirm  a  sick  young  man  in  the  country  to-morrow,  who  had  been 
prepared  for  his  confirmation  by  Mr.  Satterlee  before  he  was  taken 
fatally  ill.    So  his  ministry  goes  on ! 

22.  Went  out  to  Hyatt's  Park  and  confirmed  a  mother  and  her  son, 
a  fine  young  man  who  is  dying  of  consumption.  Went  over  to  Aiken 
in  the  afternoon. 

23.  At  5  p.  m., service  at  the  chapel  for  the  colored  people.  I  con- 
firmed two  young  people  and  made  an  address.  Service  at  St.  Thad- 
deus  at  night.    A  rain  storm  came  up  and  greatly  interfered  with  our 
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congregation.  Mr.  Gift  said  the  service  and  I  preached  and  confirmed 
three  young  ladies.  I  omitted  to  say  above  that  at  the  morning  service 
I  said  the  Litany  and  made  an  address. 

24.  Went  down  to  Blackville  and  visited  the  mission  there.  Rev.  Mr. 
Cabaniss  in  charge.  At  night  Mr.  Cabaniss  said  part  of  Evening 
Prayer,  I  said  Creed  and  Prayers,  preached  and  confirmed  three  per- 
sons. The  church  here  is  unfortunately  located  way  out  of  town,  but 
we  had  a  fine  service  and  a  full  congregation. 

25.  Went  to  Columbia  by  morning  train,  dined  at  home,  and  went 
on  to  Chester,  leaving  Mrs.  Capers  very  unwell.  At  night  Mr.  Judd 
said  Evening  Prayer  and  I  preached  and  confirmed  two  persons.  The 
church  has  been  greatly  improved — new  pews,  carpets,  the  chancel 
most  becomingly  arranged,  and  the  windows  made  over  new.  We  had 
a  full  congregation. 

26.  Before  leaving  Chester  I  made  some  visits,  and  went  on  to 
Laurens. 

27.  Visited  the  parish  here,  which  is  without  a  minister.  I  said 
Morning  Prayer,  confirmed  one  person,  preached,  and  administered 
the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon  I  met  the  congregation,  a 
little  band,  for  conference  with  reference  to  the  services  of  a  min- 
ister. This  conference  was  most  satisfactory  to  me,  and  showed  a 
united  and  hearty  purpose  to  sustain  the  little  parish. 

28.  I  made  an  address  this  morning  before  the  public  school  and 
many  of  the  citizens  of  Laurens  on  the  character  and  public  services 
of  General  Hampton,  this  being  the  anniversary  of  his  birth. 
The  address  was  made  at  the  request  of  the  ladies  of  the  U.  D.  C. 
In  the  afternoon  I  went  on  to  Gaffney.  Before  service  at  night  I  bap- 
tized John  Capers,  infant  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  C.  Lipscomb.  Mr. 
Williams  and  I  said  the  service,  and  I  confirmed  one  person  and 
preached. 

29.  Ice  this  morning !  Wrote  some  letters,  made  some  visits,  and 
went  on  to  Blacksburg.  At  5  p.  m.  I  baptized  the  infant  daughter  of 
my  Rev.  Brother  Williams,  and  at  the  service  at  night  confirmed  his 
wife.  Just  before  I  preached,  at  the  request  of  the  congregation  I 
dedicated  to  the  sacred  memory  of  the  late  Rev.  John  D.  McCullough, 
D.  D.,  a  brass  mural  tablet,  erected  by  the  Ladies  guild  in  loving  and 
grateful  commemoration  of  his  devoted  ministry.  I  felt  it  to  be  a  priv- 
ilege to  speak  of  his  long  and  faithful  service  and  his  consecrated  life. 

30.  Went  on  to  Yorkville  by  early  train.  At  the  morning  hour  I 
preached  and  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Johnes,  I  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion.  At  night  we  had  a  second  service,  at  which  I  preached 
and  confirmed  one  person.  We  had  good  congregations  at  both  ser- 
vices. 

31.  Went  on  to  Lancaster  by  the  early  train,  arriving  at  11  o'clock. 
At  4  p.  m.  I  said  the  Evening  Prayer  and  preached.  Six  or  seven  men 
and  about  fifty  women  made  up  the  congregation,  most  of  them  our 
fellow-Christians  from  the  town.  We  have  only  a  handful  here.  The 
church  is  miserably  located,  the  services  only  monthly,  and  except  in 
good  will  towards  us,  the  Church  in  Lancaster  does  not  grow.  At 
night  I  went  to  Rock  Hill  for  my  visit  to-morrow. 

april,  1904. 

r.  Good  Friday.  Rock  Hill.  Visited  the  parish  here  to-day.  At  the 
morning  service  I  said  the  Litany,  confirmed  one-  person,  preached,  and 
administered  the  Holy  Communion.  Service  again  at  night  and  I 
preached. 

2.    Went  over  to  Anderson,  via  Chester  and  Greenwood. 
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3.  Easter !  I  held  the  first  service  to-day  in  the  handsome  new 
church  in  Anderson.  Our  Anderson  brethren  have  done  nobly,  and 
built  a  fine  brick  church,  worthy  of  the  congregation  and  the  growing 
city.  I  held  the  full  service  for  Easter,  morning  and  afternoon,  preach- 
ing in  the  morning.  After  morning  service  I  met  the  congregation  to 
confer  with  them,  and  after  afternoon  service  I  met  the  vestry.  Both 
services  were  attended  by  good  congregations,  that  in  the  morning 
filling  the  church  to  overflowing.  The  glorious  day,  the  service  and  the 
fact  that  this  was  the  opening  service  in  the  new  church,  gave  the 
greatest  interest  to  the  day,  and  made  the  occasion  intensely  interesting 
to  us  all.  I  was  enabled  to  tell  the  congregation  that  they  had  done 
their  best  in  their  efforts  to  build  their  church,  and  gratefully  acknowl- 
edged the  genuine  help  given  them  by  many  of  the  community.  A 
rector  will  soon  be  called,  and  I  look  with  hope  and  heart  to  the 
future  of  the  parish. 

4.  Went  down  home. 

5.  Received  notice  from  Rev.  Mr.  Wood  of  his  resignation  of  St. 
Paul's,  Charleston,  to  take  effect  on  the  30th  inst. 

6.  Went  down  to  St.  Stephen's. 

7.  Mr.  Harmon  drove  me  up  to  Redeemer,  Pineville,  to  visit  the 
mission  there  among  our  colored  people.  Rev.  James  Joyner  in  charge. 
I  baptized  two  infants,  confirmed  thirteen  persons,  preached,  and  ad- 
ministered the  Holy  Communion.  Went  down  to  Charleston  by  night 
train. 

8.  I  met  and  conferred  with  several  gentlemen  this  morning  who 
represented  to  me  their  reasons  for  desiring  to  organize  a  congre- 
gation of  Church  people  to  revive  the  parish  of  St.  Luke's,  Charleston, 
and  to  worship  in  St.  Luke's  Church.  These  gentlemen  have  been 
devoted  members  of  St.  Paul's  parish,  but  for  reasons  of  grave  mo- 
ment to  them  and  others  whom  they  represent,  propose  to  take  this 
step.  This  trip  to  Charleston  obliged  me  to  recall  my  visitation  to 
Kingstree. 

9.  Went  over  to  Camden  from  Columbia. 

10.  Visited  Grace  Church,  Camden,  and  the  mission  at  Malvern 
Hill.  Confirmed  four  persons  at  Grace  Church  and  eight  at  the  mis- 
sion. Preached  at  both  services,  and  celebrated  the  Communion  at  the 
morning  service.  Mr.  Gordon  said  Morning  Prayer  at  Grace  Church, 
and  would  have  been  with  me  at  the  rqission  but  was  unexpectedly 
detained  in  Camden  by  a  funeral.  Both  services  were  most  interest- 
ing to  me,  that  at  the  mission  especially  so.  At  Grace  Church  I  was 
gratified  to  find  new  windows  in  the  church,  cathedral  glass;  those  in 
the  chancel  memorials  to  Bishop  Davis  and  his  Reverend  sons,  Thomas 
and  Bruce  Davis,  and  three  beautiful  memorials  in  the  nave. 

11.  Spent  the  morning  making  visits  with  Mr.  Gordon.  Afternoon, 
went  to  Rembert  Station  for  my  visitation  to  the  Church  at  Hagood. 

12.  Mr.  Barnwell  said  Morning  Prayer.  I  preached  to  a  full 
church,  confirmed  two  persons,  and  administered  the  Communion. 
This  evening,  as  well  as  on  the  evening  previous  and  at  dinner  to-day, 
I  met  many  of  the  congregation  at  Mr.  E.  E.  Rembert's,  at  whose 
hospitable  home  I  was  entertained. 

13.  Mr.  Rembert  drove  me  down  to  Stateburg  for  my  visitation. 
Mr.  Barnwell  said  Morning  Prayer,  and  I  preached  and  administered 
the  Communion.  Before  preaching,  at  the  request  of  Dr.  Dwight,  Su- 
perintendent of  the  Sunday-school,  I  addressed  the  young  people  and 
the  teachers.  Glad  to  find  the  repairs  to  this  beautiful  church,  which 
was  so  badly  wrecked  by  a  storm,  nearly  completed. 

14.  Mrs.  Flud  sent  Mr.  Barnwell  and  me  down  to  St.  Mark's,  Clar-

endon,  where  we  had  service  at  n  a.  m.  I  preached  to  a  small  con- 
gregation, confirmed  two  persons,  and  celebrated  the  Communion.  Only 
five  families  now  compose  this  once  flourishing  parish.  After  lunch 
at  Mrs.  Henry  Richardson's,  we  drove  to  St.  Augustine's  Chapel,  for 
colored  peojple,  where  we  had  Evening  Prayer,  confirmation,  and  I 
preached.  Five  confirmed.  Full  congregation.  Mission  under  Mr. 
Barnwell's  care;  doing  well.  Went  home  by  night  train  from  Wedge- 
field. 

16.  Went  up  to  Greenville. 

17.  Visited  Christ  Church  parish.  At  morning  service  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Mitchell  said  Morning  Prayer  and  I  preached,  confirmed  a  class  of 
fifteen,  addressed  them,  and  administered  the  Communion.  After- 
noon :  The  children  and  young  people  repeated  their  Easter  after- 
noon service,  after  which  I  baptized  an  infant,  assisted  in  the  service 
by  Mr.  Mitchell,  and  made  an  address.  At  night,  visited  St.  Andrew's 
Mission,  with  Mr.  Mitchell,  preached  and  confirmed  five  persons  and 
addressed  them.  Found  the  mission  so  far  progressed  that  the  rector 
announced  that  they  would  begin  to  build  a  brick  church  in  July.  This 
was  a  very  full  but  a  very  delightful  day  to  me. 

18.  Made  some  visits  this  forenoon  to  the  sick  and  the  aged  before 
I  left  Greenville  for  Greenwood.  Held  service  at  night  in  the  Church 
of  the  Resurrection,  Rev.  Mr.  Porcher.  Confirmed  two  persons,  and 
preached  to  a  crowded  church. 

19.  At  10  a.  m.,  at  the  font  I  baptized  an  infant,  and  spent  the 
rest  of  the  morning  making  visits  with  Mr.  Porcher.  _Went  down  to 
Newberry  by  afternoon  train.  On  arrival  at  Newberry  found  that  I 
was  to  officiate,  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Witsell,  at  the  funeral  of  my  old 
friend,  Mrs.  N.  B.  Mazyck,  whose  hospitable  home  at  Newberry  was 
for  so  many  years  the  home  of  welcome  to  her  Bishop.  We  said  the 
service  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  and  laid  her  to  rest  in  the  cemetery  at 
Newberry,  by  the  side  of  her  oldest  son.  "Asleep  in  Jesus !"  At  night 
Mr.  Witsell  said  Evening  Prayer  for  me,  and  I  preached.  After  ser- 
vice I  met  the  congregation  with  special  reference  to  the  support  of 
a  minister  for  this  parish  and  Laurens.  Only  four  Church  families 
and  a  few  individuals  in  the  parish  at  Newberry! 

20.  At  9  a.  m.  I  had  a  baptism  at  the  church.  At  10  o'clock  I  vis- 
ited the  mission  for  colored  people,  Rev.  Mr.  Quarles  in  charge.  Con- 
firmed six  persons,  a  good  class,  and  addressed  them.  Went  to  Colum- 
bia in  the  afternoon,  dined  at  home,  and  went  on  to  Acton  for  my  vis- 
itation at  Eastover.  At  the  residence  of  the  parents  I  baptized  an  infant 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  M.  R.  Singleton. 

21.  Col.  Singleton  drove  me  to  Zion  Church,  where  Mr.  Tilling- 
hast  said  Morning  Prayer,  and  I  preached  and  administered  the  Com- 
munion. After  service  Mr.  Tillinghast  drove  me  to  the  rectory,  where 
we  had  lunch,  and  drove  on  to  the  Chanel  of  the  Cross,  a  mission 
among  our  poor  brethren  in  the  sand  hills.  We  had  a  good  service.  I 
confirmed  two  persons  and  addressed  the  congregation.  The  time 
and  labor  spent  on  this  mission  by  my  good  brother  Tillinghast  is 
time  and  work  well  spent. 

22.  Went  up  home. 

24.  I  visited  the  Parishes  of  St.  Michael's,  Grace  Church  and  St. 
Paul's,  Charleston,  to-day.  Preached  morning,  afternoon  and  night, 
confirming  at  each  church:  at  St.  Michael's  10,  at  Grace  15,  and  at  St. 
Paul's  5.  In  the  morning  at  St.  Michael's  I  administered  the  Holy 
Communion,,  and  at  night  at  St.  Paul's  I  dedicated  to  the  memory  of 
its  late  Rector,  Rev.  Dr.  W.  H.  Campbell,  a  mural  tablet  erected  by 
the  vestry  and  congregation. 
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25.  At  11:00  this  morning  I  met  and  conferred  with  a  committee 
of  gentlemen  lately  members  of  St.  Paul's,  who  propose  to  organize 
a  mission  within  the  limits  of  the  city,  and  request  to  be  allowed  the 
use  of  St.  Luke's  Church. 

I  gave  my  consent  to  the  mission,  and  will  refer  the  request  for  the 
use  of  St.  Luke's  Church  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

At  7  p.  m.  I  visited  St.  John's  Church,  preached,  confirmed  a  large 
class  of  27  persons,  and  addressed  them.  As  usual,  when  I  have  vis- 
ited St.  John's,  the  Church  was  crowded.  At  8 130  o'clock  I  preached 
at  Calvary  Church,  confirmed  four  persons,  and  addressed  them.  Un- 
der the  ministry  of  the  Rev.  W.  M.  Jackson,  Calvary  is  going  on  well, 
and  I  was  glad  to  note  evident  indications  of  improvement. 

30.  On  the  arrival  of  the  train  in  Charleston  this  p.  m.,  I  went  to 
Grace  Church  and  confirmed  two  persons  for  Mr.Way. 

may,  1904. 

1.  I  visited  to-day  St.  Philips,  Holy  Communion,  and  St.  Mark's 
Parishes  and  a  Mission  some  distance  beyond  the  limits  of  the  city. 

At  St.  Philip's  I  addressed  the  Sunday-school,  preached,  confirmed 
14,  -and  addressed  them,  and  administered  the  Communion.  I  have  not 
given  the  Holy  Communion  to  so  many  at  any  of  my  former  visitations. 
It  was  very  gratifying  to  me  to  have  the  son  of  the  rector,  Mr.  Robert 
P.  Johnston,  read  the  lessons  for  us. 

After  service  we  went  to  the  residence  of  a  sick  parishioner,  and 
Dr.  Johnson  presented  him  for  confirmation.  At  4  I  went  with  Mr.  Ha- 
zlehurst  to  visit  a  Mission  under  his  charge  at  the  Bagging  Factory,  and 
addressed  the  Mission.  I  have  put  this  Mission  under  the  care  of 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Mikell.  Mr.  Hazlehurst,  with  a  corps  of  helpers,  hasi 
done,  and  is  doing  well  here.  Hurrying  on  to  th£  Church  of  the 
Holy  Communion,  we  had  a  fine  service,  and  Mr.  Mikell  presented  13 
to  receive  the  laying  on  of  hands.  I  confirmed  the  class,  and  addressed 
them  at  length. 

At  night  I  preached  at  St.  Mark's,  confirmed  five  persons,  and  ad- 
dressed them,  presented  by  the  active  and  zealous  Rector,  the  Rev. 
E.  N.  Hollings.  With  this  visitation  I  conclude  my  visitations  for  the 
Council  year  ending  April  30th. 


APPENDIX  II. 


REPORTS  OF  MISSIONS 


Report  of  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions 


In  making  this,  our  twenty-seventh  annual  report  to  the  Council, 
it  again  gives  us  much  pleasure  and  satisfaction  to  report  that  your 
Board  has  been  enabled  to  meet  its  obligations  to  the  Missionaries  for 
the  past  year  and  that  there  is  a  small  balance  in  bank. 

There  were  appropriated  and  expended  $6,572.15  during  the  past 
year.  It  is  with  no  little  regret  that  the  Board  has  had  at  times  to  re- 
port through  our  Diocesan  paper,  a  deficit  at  the  end  of  some  of  the 
quarters.  This  was  due  to  the  fact  that  many  of  the  parishes  and 
missions  have  sent  in  their  contributions  so  irregularly  and  not  quar- 
terly, as  is  expected  by  the  Board. 

There  are  now  very  few  parishes  and  missions  that  have  not  paid  up 
their  apportionments  in  full.  We  are  sorry  to  state  that  a  number 
of  our  smaller  parishes  and  missions  have  been  without  services  for 
a  part  of,  or  the  entire  year,  but  we  hope  that  soon,  consecrated  men 
of  God,  men  who  have  the  spirit  of  the  Master,  willing  "to  spend 
and  be  spent,"  will  be  found  to  fill  the  vacant  places.  Unless  our 
younger  and  native  clergy  stand  by  the  Diocese  and  are  willing  to 
make  some  self  sacrifice  and  denials  in  order  to  remain  and  unless 
the  laity  are  more  loyal  in  their  support  of  the  clergy,  we  can  not 
expect  the  Church  to  grow  or  occupy  the  position  of  influence  in  this 
State,  to  which  she  is  entitled.  On  July  2ist,  1903,  the  Board  met  in 
Columbia  for  the  purpose  of  making  appropriations  for  the  ensuing 
year.  There  was  appropriated  to  the  Greenville  Convocation  the  sum 
of  $1,850;  to  the  Columbia  Convocation  $2,400  and  to  the  Charleston 
Convocation  $2,800.  Again  we  desire  to  place  on  record  our  sincere 
thanks  for  the  generous  aid  given  this  year  by  the  Sunday  schools  of 
the  Diocese,  the  amount  being  $717.74.  Nor  are  we  unmindful  of  the 
great  help  rendered  by  some  of  the  branches  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary. 
The  Bishop  and  the  Board  know  of  many  places  in  the  Diocese  where 
the  Church  could  and  should  be  planted  and  where  there  is  promise  of 
growth,  but  because  of  the  lack  of  men  and  means,  they  are  helpless 
to  do  anything  for  a  number  of  our  church  people  who  are  at  present 
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without  a  shepherd  to  look  after  their  souls  and  to  give  them  the 
privileges  of  the  Church. 

The  Board  would  state  that,  on  the  whole,  the  missionary  condition 
of  the  Diocese  is  most  encouraging;  new  rectories  and  new  churches 
have  been  erected  during  the  past  year. 

To  God  be  praise  for  all  the  success  that  has  crowned  the  labors  of 
all  the  workers  in  this  portion  of  the  Master's  vineyard.

Diocese  of  South  Carolina 

Annual  Communication  of  the  Standing  Committee,  May  3,  J904. 

The  Standing  Committee  of  this  Diocese  respectfully  presents  to 
Council  this,  its  Annual  Communication. 

At  a  called  meeting  of  the  members  elect,  held  on  the  7th  of  May, 
1903,  in  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Columbia,  the  Committee 
was  organized  by  the  election  of  the  Rev.  John  Johnson,  D.  D.,  as 
President,  and  Mr.  Henry  P.  Archer,  as  Secretary.  During  the  year 
last  past  the  canonical  consent  of  the  Committee  was  asked  and  given 
to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Theodore  DuBose  Bratton,  D.  D.,  as 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi ;  the  Rev.  M.  Edward  Fawcett, 
Ph.  D.,  as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Quincy;  the  Rev.  Edwin  Stevens 
Lines,  D.  D.,  as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Newark,  and  the  Rev.  David 
H.  Greer,  D.  D.,  as  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York. 

The  Committee  has  also  recommended  to  the  Bishop  for  Ordination 
to  the  Priesthood;  the  Rev.  John  Carl  Jagar,  Deacon;  the  Rev.  Kirk- 
man  G.  Finlay,  Deacon;  the  Rev.  Joseph  S.  Quarles,  Deacon.  It  has 
also  recommended  to  the  Bishop  for  Ordination  to  the  Diaconate : 
Mr.  R.  Maynard  Marshall,  Jr.,  Mr.  Halbert  Noble  Palmer,  and  Mr. 
Henry  C.  Mazyck,  their  testimonials  being  strictly  canonical. 

On  the  1st  of  November,  1903,  the  Committee  was  deprived  by 
death  of  one  of  its  most  useful  and  valued  members,  Gen'l  Edward 
McCrady,  and  such  was  its  appreciation  of  his  worth,  that  the  follow- 
ing Preamble  and  Resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted  : — 

"Whereas,  it  has  pleased  Almighty  God  in  His  wise  Providence  to 
take  out  of  this  world  the  soul  of  our  colleague  and  friend,  Edward 
McCrady,  Esquire,  long  time  a  member  of  this  committee,  and  ser- 
vant of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  of  His  Church,  in  many  capacities; 

And,  Whereas,  this  Committee  desires  to  put  upon  record  its  appre- 
ciation of  his  valuable  services,  and  to  express  its  sense  of  loss  by  rea- 
son of  his  decease,  therefore 

"Resolved,  That  this  Committee  learns  with  profound  regret  the  fact 
of  Mr.  McCrady's  death,  both  because  of  his  long  and  eminent  ser- 
vice hereon,  and  also  because  of  our  consciousness  of  personal 
loss  through  the  severance  of  the  ties  of  friendship  and  esteem  ex- 
isting between  him  and  ourselves. 

"Resolved,  That  a  page  in  our  Minute  Book  be  suitably  inscribed  to 
his  memory;  that  a  copy  of  these  proceedings  be  sent  to  the  widow

of  Mr.  McCrady  accompanied  by  a  proper  expression  of  our  sympathy, 
and  that  they  be  published  in  'The  Diocese.'  " 

At  this  meeting  Mr.  T.  W.  Bacot  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  in 
the  Committee. 

During  the  year  there  were  3  regular  and  3  special  meetings  of  the 
Committee.

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TWELFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  ARCHDEACON  TO 

MAY  i,  1904. 

Columbia,  S.  C,  May  1,  1904. 

Rt.  Rev.  Ellison  Capers,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  South  Carolina,  Columbia, 
S.  C. 

My  Dear  Bishop: — It  is  my  duty  and  privilege  to  submit  this,  the 
thirteenth  annual  report  of  my  stewardship  in  the  missionary  arch- 
deaconry for  work  among  the  Colored  People  in  the  Diocese. 

The  last  year,  of  May  1st,  has  witnessed  to  no  onward  strides.  No 
new  outposts  planted,  not  as  many  confirmed,  no  real  progress  ac- 
cording to  the  tale  of  figures  as  "mortal  mind"  reviews  them,  but 
rather  we  shall  have  to  confess  a  falling  away.  This  is  not  because 
our  missionaries  and  teachers  have  been  less  diligent  and  devoted,  for 
I  would  wish  to  say  for  them  that  in  point  of  fact  they  have  wrought 
with  patient  zeal — in  some  instances  in  the  spirit  of  sacrifice.  As  I  have 
gone  among  the  missions  and  schools  and  observed  them  closely,  the 
clear  impression  made  is  that  they  were  never  more  satisfactory  in  the 
quality  of  their  labors  and  influence.  As  to  the  statistics,  the  table 
accompanies  this,  and  will  furnish  the  information  usually  supplied 
by  that  recourse. 

After  having  been  twelve  years  identified  with  this  mission,  the  in- 
strument of  its  corporate  creation,  the  student  of  its  environments,  its 
aims,  its  details,  the  nerve-centre  of  its  struggles  and  responsible  for  its 
shortcomings,  let  me,  at  a  sharp  crisis,  speak  to  you  of  some  of  its 
concerns.  As  little  as  it  seems  to  have  accomplished,  there  are  three 
considerations  to  encourage  us : 

First,  the  influence  of  our  missions  among  the  colored  people  them- 
selves wherever  we  have  obtained  a  firm  footing.  The  distinct  purpose 
and  accordant  effort  have  been  to  build  for  the  future — to  train  up 
the  young;  and  so  the  schools,  Sunday  and  day  and  industrial,  have 
been  our  chief  care.  Simple  but  thorough,  limited  but  practical,  has 
been  our  use  of  such  agencies  as  we  have  been  able  to  control.  No  one 
can  see,  none  outside  of  the  experience  of  it  all  can  reckon,  the  results. 
For  the  whole,  the  word  of  your  missionary  must  be  the  assurance 
that  our  labors  have  produced  growth — inward,  deep,  forceful.  It  is 
in  the  living  of  men  and  women  who  have  grown  up  under  our  nur- 
ture and  in  communities  changed  to  healthfulness.  No  noise  has  been 
made.  In  moral  and  spiritual  progress  its  very  quietness,  its  reserve 
of  flourish  and  clamor,  while  a  tribute  to  its  effectiveness,  often  be- 
comes the  penalty  of  its  virtue.  It  is  so,  in  any  one  meek  Christian ; 
it  is  so  in  a  body  of  them,  wherever  the  sense  of  the  watchful,  of  the 
critic,  looks  for  sound  or  show. 
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Secondly,  the  quality  of  our  work  has  commended  it  distinctly  to  the 
more  sober  and  conservative  among  the  colored  people  around  us. 
The  most  incisive  proof  of  this  is  two-fold — the  outcry  when  we  find 
that  we  must  withdraw,  in  whole  or  in  part,  from  a  point  taken  in 
charge,  and  the  earnest  pleas  which  come  from  places  whose  leading 
characters  aspire  to  standards  of  life  which  they  witness  in  the  tex- 
ture and  fashion  of  our  mission-work.  To  resist  those  who  would 
hold  on  to  us  and  those  who  would  win  us  to  them  for  the  service 
Christ  Jesus  created  His  Body  to  do,  with  the  miserable  refrain,  "No 
money,  no  money;  the  'god  of  this  world'  says  you  shall  not — O  the 
awfulness  of  it,  Bishop,  and  the  bitterness  to  be  so  helpless,  so  humil- 
iated, even  while  the  Body  of  the  Lord  is  wasteful,  is  extravagant  of 
His  dower  !    How  long,  O  Lord,  how  long!" 

The  third  source  of  encouragement  is  found  in  the  increasing  con- 
fidence and  interest  of  our  white  Church  people  in  the  Diocese  and  the 
constant  good  will  expressed  by  observant  friends  of  other  Churches. 
I  have  all  these  years  coveted  the  support  of  our  own  brethren  here, 
for  without  it  we  can  do  little.  This  has  grown  with  the  years,  slowly 
but  really,  and  this  I  am  happy  to  be  persuaded,  because  in  the  arch- 
deaconry we  have  made  no  spread  nor  bluster,  wrought  to  make  our 
work  worthy  by  its  quality  rather  than  by  its  pretensions.  In  many 
instances  have  I  enjoyed  the  counsel  as  well  as  the  sympathy  of  our 
lay  brethren,  and  the  sentiment  of  the  clergy  is  well  attested  by  the 
number  of  them  now  giving  to  the  colored  people  in  their  parishes  such 
service  as  they  can.  But  more  than  this.  Our  white  people  in  the 
Diocese  have  taken  a  larger  share  in  the  financial  support  of  this  work, 
and  often  it  has  happened  that  upon  my  book  of  accounts  appear  as 
many  Carolina  names  as  do  from  other  points,  though  of  course  in 
smaller  sums.  Can  you  not  encourage  this  in  your  brethren?  For 
so  lowly  a  cause  as  this,  so  dependent  in  the  poverty  of  our  Negro 
population,  it  would  be  a  mercy  twice  blessed,  and  enlarge  the  spirit 
of  giving  among  your  people,  instead  of  crippling  any  part  of  your 
missionary  sponsorship.  The  very  strongest  feature  of  our  mission- 
ary work  here  among  the  colored  folk  is  that  wherein  we  preserve 
as  far  as  possible,  a  community  of  spiritual  interests  between  the 
races,  which  are,  and  must  remain,  so  far  apart  in  other  respects.  Al- 
ways the  best,  the  highest,  the  strongest  of  our  white  people  recognize 
the  feebleness  and  discern  the  trustfulness  of  the  colored,  and  would 
respond  to  it,  in  ordinary  conditions.  May  I  not  through  you,  be- 
loved Bishop,  call  upon  the  "faithful  in  Christ  Jesus"  constituting 
your  flock  for  such  manifestations  of  sympathy  and  interest  as  they 
may  consent  to  give  us  in  this  urgent  work?  Dare  we  otherwise  than 
try  to  do  it?  If  we  shoulder  it,  let  us  unite  to  do  it  "in  faith,  nothing 
wavering." 

Some  items  of  interest : 

Happily,  the  Rev.  Joseph  S.  Quarles  has  been  ordained  a  priest, 
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and  has  a  small  archdeaconry  on  his  hands  in  consequence !  The  mis- 
sions at  Newberry  and  Union  have  suffered  from  the  departure  of  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Holmes  and  McBee,  whose  efficient  service  I  greatly 
appreciated.  The  Rev.  Mr  Johnes  has  withdrawn  from  the  care  of  the 
mission  at  Rock  Hill,  albeit  still  in  residence  there.  The  Rev.  R.  W. 
Anderson  has  found  it  inexpedient  to  organize  a  mission  at  Wando,  as 
once  we  hoped  he  could.  Mr.  John  B.  Elliott,  lay-reader  and  mis- 
sionary, has  gone  from  Faith  Memorial,  Parkersville,  his  efforts  there 
proving  futile,  to  Peake,  where  he  assists  Mr.  Quarles,  and  has  charge 
of  industrial  classes  among  boys  and  young  men.  It  is  needless  to  go 
into  further  details  of  the  missions,  as  reports  are  constantly  made  in 
our  paper,  The  Church  Messenger,  and  doubtless  come  under  your 
eye. 

My  financial  account  will  be  found  beyond,  with  the  report  of  your 
auditor.  Material  has  been  the  falling  away  the  past  year.  The  lack 
of  funds,  previously  received  from  divers  sources,  has  hurt  us  seri- 
ously. I  do  not  quite  know  the  reasons  of  this  decrease  of  support, 
especially  by  our  heretofore  generous  friends  at  the  North,  but  I  do 
know  that  we  have  wanted  nearly  three  thousand  dollars  of  the  amount 
which  had  previously  been  coming  to  us.  Can  you  fail  to 
see  what  that  means?  To  your  missionary  it  means  one  of 
two  alternatives  if  it  continue — either  a  reorganization  of  the 
work  so  as  to  meet  its  expenses  in  another  way,  or  the  surrender 
of  the  archdeaconry  plan  altogether.  Let  me  hasten,  however,  both 
away  from  this  chilly  grotto  and  into  the  sunnier  realm  of  thanksgiv- 
ing, for  we  have  had  staunch  friends — men,  women  and  children — who 
have  aided  us  by  confidence,  gifts,  and  intercessions:;  the  Church  com- 
mission, by  its  continued  allowance ;  many  branches  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary,  Sunday-schools,  societies,  and  souls  here  and  there,  to  all 
of  whom,  in  behalf  of  this  mission-field,  in  our  dear  Lord's  Name,  my 
heart  bears  most  ardent  gratitude.  Not  a  little  of  our  support  has 
come  from  the  Mission  House  at  Columbia  by  means  of  the  many 
boxes  sent  us  by  branches  of  the  Auxiliary.  Just  the  sales  of  articles 
here,  not  to  speak  of  the  gifts  to  the  destitute,  have  enabled  us  to  meet 
many  necessary  expenses  and  the  salaries  in  several  of  the  schools. 

My  official  acts  for  the  time  covered  by  this  report  have  been  as 
follows :  Conducted  or  assisted  in  123  services,  delivered  153  sermons 
and  addresses,  baptized  3  persons,  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  50 
times,  buried  3,  and  have  made  visitations  of  missions  and  schools  74. 
I  have  also  met  with  the  Trustees  of  St.  Mary's  School,  Raleigh,  twice, 
took  part  in  one  ordination,  attended  the  Missionary  Council  as  a  del- 
egate, and  three  Convocations  in  this  Diocese  and  Archdeaconry. 

This  report  cannot  better  end  than  with  the  expression  of  my  appre- 
ciation of  the  gracious  fellowship  of  those  laboring  with  me  in  this 
field,  both  colored  and  white,  of  their  faithfulness,  of  their  considera-

tion  of  me  personally  in  so  many  ways  manifested,  of  the  hospitality 
of  our  people  wherever  I  go.  I  owe  you  heartiest  thanks,  my  beloved 
spiritual  father,  for  the  honor  you  do  me  in  trusting  me  here,  for  your 
indulgence,  your  counsel,  the  double  support  of  your  confidence  and 
sympathy.  Shall  we  not  all,  all  together,  thank  our  Lord  Jesus  for 
His  heavenly  purpose  in  guiding  to  the  establishing  of  this  humble 
archdeaconry,  and  beg  of  Him  such  aid,  patient  endurance,  wisdom, 
as  may  be  needed?

This  year  there  has  been  carried  on  my  accounts  the  sum  total  of 
$13,999.19.  This  includes  a  balance  brought  over  from  last  year  of 
$1,775.66;  from  Church  Commission  fund,  $7,200;  special  gifts  for 
salaries,  student  scholarships,  etc.,  $1,800;  Stille  endowment  (St. 
Anna's)  $360;  mission  house  sales  and  rent,  $1,309.61 ;  offerings  from 
missions,  Sunday,  day  and  industrial  schools,  subscriptions  to  Church 
Messenger  and  all  other  items  "too  numerous  to  mention,"  $1,553.92. 

The  sum  expended  for  all  purposes  amounts  to  $13,176.35 — leaving 
a  balance  carried  over  to  1904-5  of  $822.84.  Of  this  balance,  $346  are 
held  for  particular  objects;  $175.73  unapplied  salaries  for  May;  $141.27 
offerings  on  hand  from  missions  and  S.  schools  for  Gen.  Missions. 
A  bit  of  addition  and  subtraction  leaves  us  with  $159.84  with  which  to 
meet  the  Summer. 

Besides  the  salaries,  we  have  to  take  account  of  the  following  de- 
tails:  help  to  students  (3  at  St.  Augustine's,  Raleigh,  2  at  the  Bishop 
Payne,  Sem.,  Petersburg)  ;  The  Church  Messenger  and  other  printing; 
insurance,  taxes,  rents,  traveling  of  archdeacon  and  others ;  office  ex- 
penses, stationery  ,postage ;  repairs  and  building ;  the  "many  poor  I 
see,"  births,  sickness,  old  age  and  burial,  and  other  incidentals  which 
appear  on  my  book. 

I  hope  this  statement  will  become  a  constraint  upon  some  of  those 
who  trust  us,  to  make  that  little  balance  grow.  It  will  lead  you,  doubt- 
less, my  kind  Bishop,  to  allow  for  the  apprehension  expressed  in  a 
former  part  of  this  report. 

I  append  the  certificate  of  your  auditor,  who  has  with  great  patience 
wrestled  with  my  book-keeping;  which  should  be  accounted  a  sign  of 
grace !

By  your  appointment,  I  have  examined  the  accounts  of 
the  Rev.  E.  N.  Joyner,  archdeacon,  for  the  year  May  1st,  1903,  to  May 
1st,  1904,  and  have  found  a  balance  on  the  debtor  side  of  eight  hundred 
and  twenty-two  ($822.84)  and  eighty-four  cents.  I  have  also  exam- 
ined his  bank-books,  which  show  an  amount  sufficient  to  cover  the 
same.

Bishop  Howe  Memorial  Tablet. 


REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE. 

The  Committee  on  the  Howe  Memorial  Tablet  respectfully  report 
that  they  have  caused  to  be  erected  to  the  late  Rt.

The 
amount  received  by  the  Committee  from  all  sources  was  $369,  which 
was  all  expended  upon  the  tablet.  The  Committee  asks  leave  to  have 
entered  upon  the  pages  of  the  printed  Journal  of  this  Council  the  ac- 
count of  the  reception  of  the  tablet  that  appeared  in  the  daily  papers 
of  Charleston  at  the  time,  in  order  to  preserve  in  permanent  form  the 
history  of  this  transaction.

In  St.  Philip's  Church  yesterday  afternoon,  in  the  presence  of  a 
large  assemblage  representing  the  Episcopal  churches  of  the  city,  a 
mural  tablet  was  received  from  the  special  committee  and  dedicated 
to  the  memory  of  the  Right  Rev.  William  Bell  White  Howe,  late  Bish- 
op of  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina.  The  service  was  beautiful,  al- 
though devoid  of  ostentation  or  display,  and  seemed  to  fittingly  mark 
the  occasion  with  quiet  dignity.  There  were  present  in  the  chancel 
during  the  service  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Ellison  Capers,  the  Rev. 
John  Johnson,  D.  D.,  rector  of  St.  Philip's  Church;  the  Rev  John 
Kershaw,  D.  D.,  rector  of  St.  Michael's  Church ;  the  Rev.  L.  G.  Woods, 
rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church;  the  Rev.  William  Way,  rector  of  Grace 
Church ;  the  Rev.  H.  J.  Mikell,  rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, and  the  Rev.  A.  E.  Cornish,  rector  of  St.  Luke's  Church. 

The  clergy  entered  the  church  to  the  Processional  Hymn  No.  404, 
"I  Heard  a  Sound  of  Voices/'  and  immediately  after  the  Creed  and 
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Collects  were  said.  These  were  followed  by  the  "Gloria  in  Excelsis." 
The  Rev  .Dr.  Kershaw  then  addressing  Bishop  Capers,  said: 

"Right  Reverend  Sir:  On  behalf  of  the  committee  appointed  by  the 
Council  of  the  Diocese  for  this  purpose,  I  ask  your  acceptance,  as  rep- 
resenting the  Diocese  of  the  tablet  that  has  been  erected  to  the  mem- 
ory of  your  late  predecessor,  the  Right  Rev.  William  Bell  White  Howe, 
doctor  of  sacred  theology,  who  for  twenty-three  years  held  the  office 
which  you  now  hold.  Notice  was  given  by  the  committee,  through 
the  medium  of  our  monthly  Church  paper,  called  'The  Diocese,'  of 
their  appointment  for  this  purpose,  and  requesting  subscriptions  from 
his  friends  throughout  this  jurisdiction.  Letters  were  also  written 
by  members  of  the  committee  to  mutual  friends  of  his  and  theirs,  giving 
notice  of  the  object  in  view  and  asking  for  contributions  purely  vol- 
untary, the  committee  deeming  these  alone  to  be  appropriate  for  the 
purpose.  We  have  the  satisfaction  of  believing  that  there  have  been 
many  such  contributions  sent,  none  of  them  large,  but  representing 
many  of  the  Bishop's  friends  in  all  parts  of  the  field  of  his  labors. 
But  before  the  movement  had  taken  definite  or  public  shape,  a  lady  of 
this  city,  who  loved  Bishop  Howe,  had  by  personal  effort  secured, 
chiefly  from  members  of  St.  Philip's  Church,  a  considerable  fund  for 
this  purpose,  and  it  would  not  be  just,  though  I  am  sure  she  does  not 
desire  it,  were  I  not  to  mention  that  this  fund  was  secured  by  Mrs. 
Paul  C  .Trenholm  and  turned  over  by  her  to  this  committee  when  the 
proper  time  arrived.  We  will  all  rejoice  that  she  has  lived  to  see  her 
heart's  desire  fulfilled  in  a  manner  so  satisfactory. 

"The  rector  and  vestry  of  St.  Philip's  Church  have  accorded 
to  your  committee  a  willing  co-operation  in  carrying  out  this  work 
to  a  successful  conclusion.  The  rector  of  St.  Philip's,  upon  the  earn- 
est request  of  the  committee,  composed  the  inscription  upon  the  tab- 
let. The  vestry  have  selected  and  assigned  the  space  which  the  tab- 
let occupies. 

"And  thus,  right  reverend  sir,  has  the  committee  discharged  the  duty 
laid  upon  it,  and  placed  within  this  sacred  edifice,  where  for  so  many 
years  he  wrought  as  a  workman  that  needeth  not  to  be  ashamed  a  me- 
morial to  our  late  diocesan.  He  deserved  the  very  best  we  could  give 
him.  He  adorned  the  doctrine  of  God,  our  Saviour,  in  all  things.  He 
sees  the  light  in  these  troublous  times.  He  rests  on  the  bosom  of  his 
Saviour,  having  fought  a  good  fight,  having  kept  the  faith.  We  ask 
your  acceptance  of  this  memorial  of  the  love  his  people  bear  to  him." 

Bishop  Capers  on  behalf  of  the  diocese  received  the  tablet,  taking 
occasion  to  pay  a  tender  and  loving  tribute  to  the  memory  of  Bishop 
Howe.    His  words  were  earnest,  well  chosen  and  forceful. 

The  clergy  then  leaving  the  chancel,  proceeded  down  the  middle  aisle 
and  then  across  to  the  south  side,  stopping  near  the  place  where  the 
tablet  stands  on  the  wall.  The  dedicatory  prayers  were  then  said  by 
Bishop  Capers.    At  the  conclusion  the  procession  was  reformed  and 
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the  clergy  returned  to  the  chancel,  the  choir  singing,  "I  heard  a  voice 
from  Heaven." 

The  benediction  was  pronounced  by  the  Bishop,  after  which  the 
clergy  passed  into  the  vestry,  while  the  recessional  hymn,  No.  176, 
"For  all  Thy  saints,"  was  being  sung. 

The  tablet  received  and  dedicated  yesterday  is  a  very  handsome  piece 
of  work  from  the  hands  of  Sculptor  Viett.  It  is  in  pure  white  marble, 
about  seven  by  three  and  a  half  feet  in  dimensions,  with  relief  in  bor- 
ders of  gray  marble  and  surmounted  with  the  "Bishop's  mitre."  The 
inscription  is  as  follows : 

Right  Reverend 
William  Bell  White  Howe,  S.  T.  D., 
Bishop  of  this  Diocese  for 

Twenty-three    Years ; 
Rector  of  this  Parish  for 
Nine  Years. 
Born  March  31,  A.  D.  1823. 
Died  November  25,  A.  D.  1894. 

A  godly  man  and  apt  to  teach ;  a  clear  reasoner  in  theology. 

Persuasive  in  discourse,  firm  of  purpose, 
Gentle  in  manner,  endearing  himself  to  his  flock, 

He  bore  through  anxious  years  the  burden  of  the  diocese. 
Overcoming  difficulties,  restoring  losses, 

Winning  the  love  and  gratitude  of  his  people ; 
Giving  glory  to  God  in  the  Church,  and  in  Christ  Jesus. 
"Looking  for  the  general  Resurrection  in  the  last  day, 
And  the  life  of  the  world  to  come,  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ."

In  addition,  I  am  Chaplain  of  our  Girls'  School,  Fairmount, 
where  I  hold  full  services  every  Sunday.  During  our  winter  vacation, 
I  was  in  charge  for  twelve  weeks  of  the  Church  at  Melbourne,  in  the 
Jurisdiction  of  Southern  Florida. 

I  deeply  regret  my  inability  to  be  present  at  the  Council  of  the  Dio- 
cese of  S.  C. ;  but  it  is  an  impossibility  for  me  at  that  season  of  the 
year.

Rev.  William  Alexander  Guerry,  M.  A.,  B.  D., 
Chaplain  University  of  the  South. 

Besides  my  regular  work  as  Chaplain  and  Professor,  I  have  nothing 
of  general  interest  to  report,  except  my  trip  this  past  winter,  through 
the  dioceses  affiliated  with  Sewanee.  I  was  sent  out  as  the  represen- 
tative of  the  Board  of  Trustees  with  a  view  to  interesting  our  church 
people  in  Sewanee,  and  also  to  solicit  for  new  students,  and  inciden- 
tally to  raise  money  for  a  Semi-Centennial  Fund.  The  University  is 
fifty  years  old  in  1907,  and  it  is  proposed  to  present  the  Institution 
with  a  fund  on  that  occasion  which  shall  be  an  expression  of  the 
confidence  and  esteem  in  which  she  is  held  by  her  Alumni  and  friends 
throughout  the  South.  I  wish  to  record  here  my  grateful  appreci- 
ation of  the  very  cordial  reception  that  I  met  with  everywhere  on  my 
journey  from  the  clergy,  laity  and  Alumni.  I  was  not  only  welcomed 
and  given  a  hearing,  but  my  every  effort  to  advertise  the  University 
and  to  raise  funds  for  its  assistance  was  ably  seconded,  both  by  the 
rectors  of  the  several  parishes  and  by  the  leading  laymen  of  the 
Church.  But  in  no  diocese  did  I  meet  with  a  more  gracious  and  en- 
thusiastic reception  than  I  did  in  my  own  diocese,  and  especially  at  the 
hands  of  the  clergy  and  laity  of  the  City  of  Charleston.  As  a  result 
of  the  winter's  work,  about  $15,000  has  been  pledged  by  1907  to  the 
Semi-Centennial  Fund,  and  in  every  way  the  forward  movement 
thus  inaugurated  has  more  than  justified  the  time  and  the  small 
expenditure  of  money  required  to  put  it  into  effect. 

With  the  ever  increasing  prosperity  of  the  South,  and  with  the  grow- 
ing interest  in  Sewanee,  which  I  found  everywhere  manifested,  the 
future  of  the  Institution  was  never  brighter.

ily that  was  down  with.  Typhoid  Fever,  I  took  a  share  of  the  nursing. 
I  continue  to  edit  the  Sunday  School  Lesson  Leaflet,  the  increasing  cir- 
culation of  which  is  very  gratifying.

In  my  report  for  last  year  I  adverted  to  a  change  of  address  in 
prospect.  The  change  was  made,  but  the  disadvantages  being  far 
greater  than  the  inducements,  I  was  again  compelled  to  remove  to 
another  town.  This  also  was  abandoned  after  a  few  months  residence 
for  the  same  cause,  though  the  objections  were  of  a  different  nature. 
My  wife  and  I  are  now  more  favorably  situated,  and  thus  far  see  no 
necessity  for  another  troublesome  removal.  During  May,  June,  July 
and  a  part  of  August  I  occasionally  assisted  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bourne,  Mis- 
sionary in  Charge  of  Camden  County,  Georgia.  Subsequently  remov- 
ing to  Bluffton,  S.  C,  I  read  the  usual  morning  service  on  Oct.  4th, 
and  preached  extempore  on  the  seasons  of  the  Church.  Christmas 
Day  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  and  preached  extempore, — 
proving  by  the  arguments  of  the  late  Historian,  Rev.  Dr.  Jarvis,  son  of 
Bishop  Jarvis,  of  Conn.,  that  this  is  the  real  anniversary  of  the  Day 
on  which  Christ  was  born.  My  services  were  held  during  the  absence 
and  with  the  consent  of  the  Missionary  in  charge,  the  Rev.  James  C. 
Waring,  M.  D.,  accompanied  by  the  urgent  request  of  the  Church 
Wardens.  I  am  now  settled  in  Guyton,  Effingham  County,  Geor- 
gia, where  there  is  no  church  and  only  a  few  scattered  communicants 
to  whom  I  expect  (D.  V.)  occasionally  to  administer  "The  Bread  of 
Life."  My  expectations  have  been  deferred  by  fever  contracted  in 
Bluffton,  by  Mrs.  Jarvis,  who,  thanks  be  to  God,  is  now  convalescent. 

I  hope,  my  dear  Bishop,  that  your  health,  impaired  by  that  dread 
disease,  Pneumonia,  is  now,  by  God's  blessing,  fully  restored. 

P.  S. — I  omitted  to  mention  in  the  body  of  my  report  that  I  read  the 
Burial  Service  over  the  bodies  of  two  children.    The  respective  burials 
were  on  November  1st  and  December  6th,  A.  D.  1903.    I  sent  the 
records  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Waring  to  be  recorded  in  his  Public  Register 
at  Grahamville,  S.  C.

APPENDIX  X. 


Standing  Resolutions 

1.  Resolved,  That  when  notice  of  the  Easter  elections  is  to  be  given 
by  the  Clergy,  or,  in  the  case  of  vacant  Parishes,  by  the  Wardens  and 
Vestrymen,  the  Article  of  the  Constitution  requiring  that  members  of 
this  Council  be  Communicants,  shall  be  read  to  the  congregation ;  or, 
if  the  Parish  be  vacant,  shall  be  fixed  to  the  public  notice  of  election. 

2.  Resolved,  That  whatever  balance  shall  be  in  the  Treasurer's  hand 
at  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  after  providing  for  the  quota 
of  the  Diocese  to  the  expenses  of  the  same,  shall  be  paid  in  equal  por- 
tions to  the  Deputies  of  the  Diocese,  who  may  attend  such  meeting 
(Passed  1875.) 

3.  Resolved,  That  a  salary  of  two  hundred  dollars  be  paid  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Council.    (Passed  1870.) 

4.  Resolved,  That  three  dollars  per  day  be  paid  to  the  Organist 
officiating  during  the  Sessions  of  Council.    (Passed  1856.) 

5.  Resolved,  That  a  like  sum  be  paid  the  Sexton  acting  for  the  same 
period.    (Passed  1856.) 

6.  Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  and  unnecessary  to  return  thanks 
for  sermons  preached  before  this  Body.   (Passed  1850.) 

7.  Resolved,  That  when  any  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese  shall  depart 
this  life,  his  record  shall  be  inscribed  on  a  memorial  page  of  the  Jour- 
nal. (Passed  1872.) 

8.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Vestries  of  all  the 
Churches  in  this  Diocese  to  discourage  and,  if  possible,  to  interdict  the 
use  of  Churches  under  their  care  for  all  unhalloived,  worldly  and  com- 
mon purposes.    (Passed  1828.) 

9.  Resolved,  That  it  be  respectfully  recommended  to  members  of 
the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  in  the  choice  of  Sponsors  in  Baptism,  that 
they  should  select  persons  who  are  regular  Communicants  of  the 
Church.   (Passed  1870.) 

10.  Resolved,  That  in  a  vote  by  Orders,  the  Secretary  shall  call  the 
names  of  Deputies,  and  record  the  Clergymen  and  Laymen  voting 
affirmatively  and  negatively.   (Passed  1877.) 
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11.  Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  Three  be  appointed  by  the  Chair, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  arrangements  for  the  transportation 
of  members  to  and  from  the  Council.   (Passed  1882.) 

12.  Resolved,  That  the  assessment  for  the  Bishop's  Fund  be  payable 
on  the  first  day  of  November,  1890,  and  of  every  year  thereafter;  and 
that  the  Treasurer  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  do  notify  the  several  Clergy- 
men, Parishes  and  Missions  of  the  amount  payable,  not  later  than 
October  15th.  (Passed  1890.) 

13.  Resolved,  That  the  Rectors  and  Missionaries  of  this  Diocese  be 
requested  to  interest  the  children  of  their  respective  Parishes  and 
Missions  during  the  season  of  Advent,  in  raising  a  Special  Mis- 
sionary Fund,  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Missions 
for  Missionary  work  in  this  Diocese.   (Passed  1894.) 

14.  Resolved,  The  Secretary  of  the  Council  is  instructed  to  publish 
the  Statistics  and  Reports  of  each  Parish  and  Mission  separately,  as 
in  former  times.  He  may  make  a  table,  such  as  has  been  done  for 
some  time,  if  he  desires,  but  a  summary  is  deemed  sufficient.  These 
reports  to  be  printed  alphabetically,  according  to  the  name  of  Church 
or  Mission.    (Passed  1895.) 

15.  Resolved,  Before  publishing  the  Journal  of  the  Diocese,  the 
Secretary  is  directed  to  procure  from  the  Bishop  the  report  of  each  and 
every  Parish  and  Mission  in  the  Diocese,  whether  the  same  be  in  union 
with  this  Council  or  not,  in  order  that  accurate  and  correct  state  of  the 
Church  may  be  known.    (Passed  1895.) 

16.  Resolved,  That  on  and  after  this  date,  the  Fund  known  as  the 
Bishop's  Common  Fund,  and  the  income  of  the  Bishop's  Permanent 
Fund,  be  collected  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  and  disbursed, 
without  compensation,  under  the  orders  of  the  Council.  (Passed  1899.) 

17.  Resolved,  That  the  Rector  in  whose  Parish  the  Council  is  held, 
be  authorized  to  secure  a  Reporter,  at  the  rate  of  three  ($3)  dollars  per 
diem,  who  will  report  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  for  the  principal 
daily  papers  in  the  State.  (Passed  1901.)

CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  i. 

The  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  accedes  to  and  adopts 
the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  United  States  of  America,  and  acknowledges  their  authority  ac- 
cordingly. 

ARTICLE  II. 

OF   DIOCESAN    COUNCIL  MEETING. 

Section  i.  A  Diocesan  Council  shall  be  held  annually,  at  such 
time  and  place  as  shall  have  been  determined  upon  by  the  preceding 
Council;  or,  on  failure  of  the  Council  so  to  determine,  at  such  place 
as  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  shall  appoint. 

Sec.  2.  The  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  shall  have 
power  to  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Council,  and  such  meeting  shall 
be  held  when  and  where  the  authority  so  calling  it  shall  determine ; 
and  at  such  meeting  no  other  business  shall  be  transacted  than  that 
specified  in  the  notice  so  calling  said  meeting;  nor  shall  a  Bishop  or 
Bishop  Coadjutor  be  elected  at  such  meeting. 

Sec.  3.  In  case  there  be  an  epidemic  disease,  or  other  cause  deemed 
sufficient  in  the  judgment  of  the  Ecclesiastical  authority,  to  require 
a  change  of  the  time  or  place  for  the  meeting  of  a  Council,  either 
annual  or  special,  the  said  authority  may  designate  another  time  or 
place  of  holding  such  meeting,  to  be  held  within  not  less  than  a  month 
after  such  designation. 

ARTICLE  III. 

OF    DIOCESAN    COUNCIL  MEMBERS. 

Sec.  i.  The  Council  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Laymen, 
as  hereinafter  provided 

Sec.  2.  The  Bishop,  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  when  there  is  one,  and 
every  Presbyter  who  has  been  actually  as  well  as  canonically  resident 
within  the  Diocese  for  the  space  of  twelve  calendar  months  next  before 
the  meeting  of  the  Council,  and  has  for  the  same  period  been  dis- 
charging the  duties  of  his  station  as  Rector,  Minister  or  Assistant 
Minister  of  an  organized  Parish  or  organized  Mission,  that  is,  or  has 
been,  or  hereafter  may  be  in  union  with  the  Council ;  or  who,  after 
a  continued  membership  of  at  least  twenty  years  in  Council,  is  in- 
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capacitated  by  the  infirmities  of  health  or  age  from  further  active 
duties  of  the  Ministry,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Council,  and  every  other  Clergyman,  possessed  of  all  the 
aforesaid  qualifications  prescribed  in  the  case  of  Presbyters  (except- 
ing actual  residence  within  the  Diocese),  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat 
and  a  voice  in  the  Council  but  not  to  a  vote.  Provided,  That  no 
Clergyman  who  was  entitled  to  a  seat  and  a  vote,  or  to  a  seat  only 
in  the  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  held  in  May,  1889,  shall  be 
deprived  of  his  rights  and  privileges  in  subsequent  Conventions  or 
Councils  by  reason  of  anything  in  this  Section  contained;  but  such 
rights  and  privileges  shall  be  determined  by  the  tenor  of  the  Article 
as  it  was  of  force  the  first  day  of  May,  1889.  Provided,  however. 
That  any  Clergyman  shall  forfeit  said  rights,  by  failure  to  conform 
to  the  Constitution  or  Canons. 

Sec.  3.  Lay  Deputies,  not  exceeding  four  in  number  for  each  Par- 
ish, and  two  for  each  organized  Mission  in  union  with  the  Council, 
shall  be  elected  by  ballot  from  among  the  male  Communicants  thereof, 
to  represent  it  in  the  Council.  The  election  of  said  Lay  Deputies 
shall  take  place  on  Easter  Monday,  or  on  such  other  day  thereafter  as 
may  be  appointed  by  the  Parish,  at  a  meeting  of  the  members  there- 
of ;  or  in  default  of  any  such  election  by  the  Parish,  the  Wardens  and 
Vestry  of  the  same  may  elect  said  Deputies.  An  equal  number  of  Lay 
Deputies  may  be  elected  at  any  such  election,  to  serve  as  alternate  or 
substitutes  for  such  Lay  Deputies  elected  as  above  who  may  not, 
from  any  cause,  attend  the  Council  when  it  assembles,  or  who  may 
not  remain  in  such  attendance. 

Sec.  4.  The  terms  of  office  of  Deputies  so  elected  shall  continue 
until  the  next  election,  and  they  shall,  before  they  are  permitted  to 
take  their  seats,  produce  written  testimonials  of  their  election. 

Sec.  5.  No  Deputy  shall  hereafter  represent  two  distinct  Churches, 
or  shall,  in  any  case  have  more  than  one  vote. 

Sec.  6.  A  Lay  Member  having  a  seat  in  the  Council  as  a  Deputy 
from  any  Church,  shall  not,  without  the  unanimous  consent  of  the 
Council,  be  permitted  to  relinquish  the  seat  so  taken,  and  take  a  seat 
as  Deputy  of  another  Church. 

Sec.  7.  No  lay  vote  shall  be  received  from  any  Parish  or  Church 
which  has  not  paid,  on  or  before  April  30th  preceding  the  Council  in 
which  such  vote  is  offered,  all  assessments  laid  by  the  previous  Council 
or  Councils,  and  due  therefrom,  except  by  unanimous  consent.  Pro- 
vided, however,  That  no  Church  or  Parish  shall  be  deprived  of  a  seat 
or  seats  of  its  Deputy  or  Deputies  in  any  Council,  by  reason  of  any 
non-payment  of  assessments  or  dues. 

Sec.  8.  When  the  Council  shall  have  been  called  to  order,  the  Secre- 
tary shall  proceed  to  call  the  names  of  the  Clergy,  and  then  of  Parishes 
and  Deputies;  after  which,  if  a  quorum  be  found  present,  the  Presi- 
dent shall  declare  the  Council  duly  organized.

Sec.  9.  The  list  of  the  Clergy,  prepared  by  the  Bishop  or  Standing 
Committee,  shall  be  laid  before  the  Council  immediately  after  it  shall 
have  been  organized,  and  the  names  of  the  Clerical  members  shall  be 
called  therefrom,  and  the  same  shall  be  taken  as  presumptive  evidence 
of  their  privileges  in  the  Council.  Provided,  That  if  a  question  be 
made,  the  right  of  any  Clergyman  or  Lay  Deputy  shall  be  determined 
according  to  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  by  the  Council  itself. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

OF   A  QUORUM. 

Fifteen  members  of  the  Clerical  Order  and  Lay  Representatives  of 
fifteen  Churches  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  bus- 
iness generally;  but  any  number  of  either  order  that  shall  assemble, 
may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  until  a  quorum  is  formed. 

ARTICLE  V. 

OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  ex-officio  President  of  the  Coun- 
cil, and  in  his  absence,  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  if  there  be  one.  But  in 
case  neither  of  them  be  present,  the  President  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee shall  be  the  President  of  the  Council,  and  if  he  be  not  present, 
a  presiding  officer  shall  be  elected  from  among  the  attending  Presby- 
ters. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

OF  THE  OTHER  OFFICERS  OF  THE  DIOCESE. 

Section  1.  The  other  Officers  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  a  Chancellor, 
a  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and  a  Registrar. 

Sec.  2.  The  Chancellor  shall  be  chosen  in  the  Council  by  ballot 
from  the  Communicants  of  the  Church,  skilled  in  civil  and  ecclesias- 
tical law,  and  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Bishop.  He  shall  serve  for 
three  years,  or  until  his  successor  is  elected.  He  shall  be  the  legal 
officer  of  the  Diocese,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  all  questions  of  law 
(civil  or  ecclesiastical)  affecting  the  interests  of  the  Church  in  the 
Diocese.  He  shall,  at  all  times,  afford  the  Bishop  or  Ecclesiastical 
authority  of  the  Diocese  such  advice,  confidential  or  open,  as  shall  be 
required  or  desired.  He  shall  also  be  the  legal  advisor  of  all  special 
committees  appointed  by  the  Council  desiring  counsel,  and  perform 
all  other  duties  germain  to  his  profession,  which  may  be  required  by 
Canon  or  resolution  of  the  Council.  He  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member 
of  the  Council  without  the  right  to  vote,  unless  a  Deputy  from  a 
Parish  in  union  with  the  Council. 

Sec.  3.    The  Secretary  shall  be  elected  at  each  Annual  Council  by 
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ballot  (unless  the  ballot  be  unanimously  dispensed  with),  and  shall 
continue  in  office  until  his  successor  be  appointed.  His  duties  shall 
be  as  prescribed  by  the  Canons,  Resolutions  and  Rules  of  Order  of 
the  Council,  and '  required  by  the  Regulations  of  the  General  Con- 
vention. 

Sec.  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  in  like  manner.  His  duties 
shall  be  those  prescribed  and  required  as  above,  and  he  also  shall  con- 
tinue in  office  until  his  successor  be  appointed. 

Sec.  5.  The  Registrar  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  to  serve  for 
three  years,  and  until  his  successor  be  appointed.  His  duties  shall  be 
prescribed  by  Canon. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

OF  DELIBERATING  AND  VOTING  IN  COUNCIL. 

Section  1.  On  all  questions,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  the  Con- 
stitution, the  members  shall  deliberate  and  vote  as  one  body;  but  at 
any  time,  before  the  result  of  the  vote  as  taken,  is  finally,  announced 
by  the  President,  any  two  Clergymen,  or  the  Deputies  from  any  two 
Churches,  may  call  for  a  separate  vote  of  each  Order,  when  the  Clergy 
shall  vote  individually,  and  the  Lay  Deputies  by  Churches  (a  majority 
from  each  Church  having  one  vote),  and  a  majority  in  both  Orders 
shall,  in  each  case,  be  necessary  to  a  decision.  And  whenever  a  vote 
is  taken  by  ballot,  the  balloting  shall  be  by  Orders. 

Sec  2.  In  the  election  of  a  Bishop  or  Bishop  Coadjutor,  the  vote 
shall  be  by  ballot,  and  by  Orders,  a  concurrent  majority  of  the  two 
Orders  being  necessary  to  a  choice.  Provided,  That  two-thirds  of 
all  the  Clergy  entitled  to  vote,  and  two-thirds  of  the  Churches  entitled 
to  representation,  be  present ;  otherwise,  tivo-thirds  of  the  votes  of 
each  Order  present  shall  be  necessary  to  determine  a  choice. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

OF  ADMITTING  PARISHES  OR  CHURCHES  INTO  THE  COUNCIL. 

Section  i.  New  Parishes  or  Churches  having  not  less  than  six 
male  adult  members,  and  fifteen  Communicants,  and  organized  Mis- 
sions having  not  less  than  two  male  Communicants,  may  be  admitted 
into  union  with  the  Council  in  the  following  manner:  Application 
shall  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Council,  presenting 
therewith  a  certificate  from  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  from 
the  Standing  Committee,  that  he  or  they  approve  the  organization  of 
their  Church,  and  stating  the  fact  of  such  organization  in  accordance 
with  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church,  together  with  a  certi- 
fied copy  of  the  Articles  of  Association;  the  election  of  Wardens 
and  Vestrymen ;  their  means  or  prospects  for  the  support  of  a  Minister, 
and  their  willingness  to  conform  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of 
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the  General  Convention,  and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
Council  of  this  Diocese,  which  are  now,  or  hereafter  may  be,  enacted 
by  the  authority  of  the  same.  And  at  the  Council  next  succeeding 
the  receipt  of  such  application,  the  Secretary  shall  communicate  the 
same  to  the  Council  on  the  first  day  of  its  session ;  whereupon  the 
Council  shall  take  such  order  upon  said  application  as  it  may  deem 
proper.  In  case  the  congregation  so  applying  be  within  the  limits 
of  one  or  more  existing  Churches,  they  shall  state  also  the  reason 
for  their  organization,  the  distance  of  their  place  of  worship  from  the 
other,  or  from  each  of  the  others,  together  with  whatever  additional 
facts  may  throw  light  upon  their  relation  to  the  existing  Church  or 
Churches.  Should  the  Council  make  a  favorable  decision,  this  said 
congregation  shall  then  be  considered  in  union  with  the  Council  of  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese.  Provided,  always,  That  the  Deputies  of  the 
Church  or  Parish  newly  admitted,  though  entitled  to  a  seat,  shall 
not  be  allowed  a  vote  at  that  meeting  of  the  Council.  Provided, 
further,  That  organized  Missions  shall  not  be  required  to  present  a 
certified  copy  of  Articles  of  Association,  or  of  the  election  of  Wardens 
and  Vestry,  but  shall  fulfill  the  other  requirements  of  this  Article  of 
the  Constitution. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

OF   THE   STANDING  COMMITTEE. 

Section  i.  A  Standing  Committee,  consisting  of  five  Presbyters  of 
the  Diocese,  and  five  Laymen,  taken  indiscriminately  from  among  the 
actual  Communicants  of  the  Church  of  the  Diocese,  shall  be  elected 
by  ballot  at  every  regular  meeting  of  the  Council,  for  the  purpose  ex- 
pressed in  the  Constitutions  and  Canons  of  the  General  and  Diocesan 
Conventions,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until  another  committee  be 
elected. 

Sec.  2.  At  their  first  meeting  after  their  appointment,  they  shall 
choose  one  of  the  Presbyters  of  their  body  to  be  their  President,  and 
another  of  their  body  to  be  their  Secretary,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
keep  regular  Minutes  of  all  the  proceedings  and  business  of  the  com- 
mittee, to  preserve  them  carefully  recorded  in  a  book  prepared  for  that 
purpose  alone ;  to  preserve  the  originals  of  all  letters  and  papers  ad- 
dressed to  the  Standing  Committee;  to  attest  their  public  acts;  to 
perform  such  other  duties  as  they  may  require ;  and  faithfully  to  de- 
liver into  the  hands  of  his  successor  all  books  and  papers  relative 
to  the  concerns  of  the  Standing  Committee,  which  may  have  been 
entrusted  to  him. 

Sec.  3.  They  shall  present  to  each  Annual  Council  an  abstract  of 
the  Minutes  of  their  proceedings  since  the  former  Council. 

Sec.  4.    Vacancies  in  this  committee,  caused  by  death,  resignation 
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or  otherwise,  shall  be  filled  by  the  suffrages  of  the  remaining  mem- 
bers, a  majority  of  the  whole  committee  being  necessary  to  constitute 
a  choice. 

ARTICLE  X. 

OF  DEPUTIES  TO  THE  GENERAL  CONVENTION. 

Section  i.  At  every  Annual  Council  next  preceding  a  meeting  of 
the  General  Convention,  four  Presbyters  and  four  Laymen  shall  be 
chosen  by  ballot  to  represent  this  Diocese  in  General  Convention. 
Immediately  afterwards,  four  other  Presbyters  and  four  other  Laymen 
shall  also  be  chosen  by  ballot,  as  substitutes  for  the  first  chosen.  Such 
representatives  and  substitutes  to  serve  until  their  successors  are 
appointed. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  any  Deputy  of  those  first  chosen  shall  decline  such 
appointment,  or  be  unable  to  attend,  he  shall  forthwith  inform  the 
Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  said  Ecclesiastical 
authority  shall  thereupon  summon  to  the  General  Convention  one  of 
the  substitutes,  in  the  order  in  which  their  names  are  on  the  Journal, 
which  order  shall  be  the  order  of  their  election ;  or  when  two  or  more 
are  elected  at  one  balloting,  shall  be  determined  by  the  aggregate  vote 
received. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

ON   THE  TRIAL  OF  A  CLERGYMAN. 

A  Clergyman  shall  be  subject  to  a  trial  for  offences  enumerated  in 
the  Canon  of  the  General  Convention,  "of  offences  for  which  Ministers 
shall  be  tried  and  punished,"  and  in  the  Canons  of  this  Council.  The 
trial  shall  be  conducted  according  to  the  mode  provided  for  by  the 
Canons  of  this  Council. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

OF   ALTERING   THE  CONSTITUTION. 

No  one  of  these  Articles  shall  be  altered  or  repealed,  nor  shall  any 
Article  be  adopted,  unless  such  alteration,  repeal,  or  new  Article  be 
proposed,  considered,  and  concurred  in  by  a  majority  at  one  Council, 
*nd  adopted  by  two-thirds  of  both  Orders  present  at  a  subsequent 
Council. 


CANONS. 


I.    Of  the  Organized  Bodies  and  Officers  of  the  Church. 


CANON  I. 
Of  the  Clergy. 

§  I.  Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  Council  of  this 
Diocese,  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee, shall  prepare,  or  cause  to  be  prepared,  a  list  of  the  Clergymen 
canonically  residents  in  the  Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of  their 
respective  Parishes  or  Cures,  or  of  their  stations  as  Missionaries,  or  of 
the  Institutions  of  Learning,  constituted  by  Civil  or  Ecclesiastical  au- 
thority, in  which  they  are  engaged ;  or  in  regard  to  those  not  en- 
gaged in  Parishes,  Missions  or  Institutions  of  Learning,  as  above, 
their  place  of  residence  only;  designating  those  who  are  entitled  to 
all  the  privileges  of  the  Council,  and  those  who  are  entitled  to  seats, 
but  not  votes,  and  those  who  are  entitled  to  neither  seats  nor  votes. 

§  ii.  No  Clergyman,  while  suspended  from  the  Ministry,  shall  have 
a  place  on  said  list. 

§  III.  The  Bishop  shall  take  such  measures  for  notifying  the  ad- 
mission of  Ministers  into  the  Diocese  as  may  prevent  unwary  and  ig- 
norant people  from  being  imposed  upon  by  persons  pretending  to  be 
authorized  Ministers  of  the  Church;  and  his  certificate  shall  be  evi- 
dence of  such  admission. 

CANON  II. 

Of  the  Organization  of  Missions. 

Whenever  any  number  of  persons  residing  in  any  neighborhood  not 
included  within  the  limts  of  a  Mission  or  Parish  already  organized, 
desire  to  be  organized  and  recognized  as  Missions,  they  shall  make 
application  to  the  Bishop  in  writing,  expressing  their  desire,  and 
promising  conformity  to  the /Constitution  and  Canons,  doctrine,  disci- 
pline and  worship  of  the  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  in  this 
Diocese,  and  to  the  rules  regulating  such  Missions.  They  may  propose 
a  name  for  the  Mission,  and  shall  state  the  minimum  amount  they 
will  give  to  the  Board  of  Missions  for  its  support. 

If  the  Bishop  thinks  such  organization  expedient,  he,  or  a  Presbyter

under  his  direction,  shall  appoint  a  Warden,  who  shall  aways  be  a 
Communicant,  and  a  Clerk  and  Treasurer;  and  these  officers  shall 
be  appointed  annually  thereafter,  on  the  Monday,  or  any  other  day 
during  Easter  Week,  and  shall  hold  until  their  successors  are  ap- 
pointed. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Warden  to  procure  a  suitable  place  for 
public  worship,  and  provide  things  necessary  for  the  decent  and 
orderly   performance   of   Church  services. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  collect  or  receive  all  contri- 
butions, and  remit  or  disburse  them,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board 
of  Missions. 

Missions  so  organized  shall  report  annually  to  the  Bishop,  at  the 
Council,  through  the  Missionary,  or,  if  there  be  none,  through  the 
Warden,  in  like  form  as  Parishes. 

CANON  III. 
Of  the  Organization  of  Churches. 

§  I.  Whenever  any  organized  Mission  shall  contain  at  least  six 
male  adults,  and  fifteen  Communicants,  at  least  two  of  whom  shall 
be  males,  and  can  provide  for  the  support  of  a  Minister,  or  whenever 
any  other  persons,  under  the  same  conditions,  desire  to  organize  a 
Church,  they  shall  lay  before  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese 
a  statement  of  their  condition,  and  prospect  for  maintaining  such 
organization ;  and  having  obtained  his  consent,  and  assumed  some 
name  by  which  their  Church  may  be  designated,  shall  adopt  Articles  of 
Association,  in  the  following  form : 

"We,  the  undersigned,  assembled  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  a 

congregation  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  at   ,  County  of 

 ,  in  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  after  due  notice  given,  do 

hereby  agree  to  organize  a  congregation  to  be  known  by  the  name  of 

  Church   ;  and  as  such,  do  hereby  acknowledge,  accede  to 

and  adopt  the  doctrine,  discipline  and  worship,  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  same  Church  in  the 
Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  and  do  accordingly  appoint  A.  B.  and  C.  D. 
to  be  Wardens,  and  E.  F.,  G.  H.,  J.  K.,  etc.,  to  be  Vestrymen  of 

  Church;  to  continue  in  office  until  Easter  Monday,  A  D.  — , 

and  until  others  be  chosen  in  their  place.  Witness  our  hands,  this — 
day  of  ,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  ." 

A  certified  copy  of  their  Articles  of  Association  shall  be  laid  before 
the  Ecclesiastical  authority,  by  every  congregation  desiring  to  be 
recognized  as  part  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  and  subject  to  the 
Ecclesiastical  jurisdiction  thereof.  And  any  Church  so  organized 
and  recognized,  shall  be  an  integral  part  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese, 
whether  admitted  into  union  with  the  Council  or  not. 
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§11.  Whenever  such  organization  is  proposed  within  the  bounds 
of  any  existing  Parish  or  Parishes,  they  shall  give  due  notice  to  the 
Ministers  thereof ;  or,  if  the  Parish  or  Parishes  be  without  a  Minister, 
then  to  the  Vestry  or  Vestries  of  the  same. 

§  III.  In  forwarding  to  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  their  applica- 
tion for  permission  to  organize  a  new  Parish,  they  shall  enclose  the 
written  approval  or  disapproval  of  the  Minister  or  Ministers,  the  Ves- 
try or  Vestries,  aforesaid ;  and  if  he  or  they  fail  to  give  either,  a 
certificate  of  the  fact. 


CANON  IV. 

Of  Parishes  and  Churches  in  Union  With  the  Council. 

§  i.  Whenever  any  Church  shall  apply  to  be  admitted  into  union 
with  the  Council,  in  addition  to  the  constitutional  requirements,  they 
shall  present  a  certified  copy  of  their  Articles  of  Association,  together 
with  their  application  for  admission. 

§  II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Parish  or  Church  in  union  with 
the  Council  to  send  Deputies — one  at  least — to  every  Council. 

§  III.  Such  Deputies  shall  present  a  certificate,  signed  by  either  the 
Rector,  the  Secretary  of  the  Vestry,  or  one  of  the  Wardens,  in  the 
following  form:

In  Parishes  where  the  congregation  elect  Deputies,  a  similar  certifi- 
cate of  election  shall  be  required. 

§  IV.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Vestry  to  forward  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Council,  at  least  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Council,  a  certified  list  of  the  Deputies  appointed  to  represent  their 
Church,  in  order  to  aid  him  in  preparing  a  list  of  members  of  the 
Council. 
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CANON  V. 
Of  Dormant  Parishes  or  Churches. 

§  .  Whenever  it  shall  occur  that  an  organized  Parish  can  no  longer 
provide  for  the  support  of  a  Minister,  it  shall  be  competent  for  the 
Bishop  to  provide  for  services  in  the  said  Parish. 

§  II.  If  any  Parish  or  Church  shall  have  failed  for  three  successive 
years  to  elect  a  Vestry,  or  to  send  Deputies  to  the  Council,  or  to  make 
the  reports  required  by  Section  I,  of  Canon  XVII,  Title  I,  of  the 
General  Convention,  or  to  pay  the  assessments  made  by  the  Council, 
such  Parish  or  Church  shall  be  considered  dormant. 

§  III.  Parishes  or  Churches  may  be  restored  to  the  union  with  the 
Council,  by  complying  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  and  of 
Canons  III  and  IV  of  this  Diocese. 

§  IV.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  to  adopt 
the  measures  necessary  to  preserve  the  property  of  such  Parishes  or 
Churches  as  may  be  dormant,  or  virtually  extinct. 

CANON  VI. 
Of  Annual  Parish  Meetings. 

There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  members  of  every  Parish  or 
Church  in  this  Diocese,  on  Easter  Monday,  or  some  other  day  legally 
appointed,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  and 
of  transacting  such  other  business  as  may  come  before  said  meeting, 
due  notice  of  which  meeting  shall  be  given  by  the  Minister  or  Vestry. 

At  these  meetings  the  Rector  shall  preside ;  but  if  there  be  no  Rector, 
or  he  be  absent,  then  a  presiding  officer  shall  be  chosen,  and  a  Secre- 
tary be  appointed. 

The  election  of  the  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  shall  be  by  ballot,  and 
the  qualifications  of  those  who  may  vote  shall  be  prescribed  by  the 
By-Laws  of  the  Parish  or  Church.  Provided,  That  at  such  meetings 
and  elections  none  shall  vote  except  male  members  of  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years. 

The  Vestry  shall  make  to  this  meeting  an  annual  report  of  their 
official  acts  during  the  year. 

CANON  VII. 

Of  Vestries. 

§  i.  In  every  Parish  there  shall  be  an  annual  election  on  Easter 
Monday,  or  on  such  day  thereafter  as  may  be  appointed,  of  two  Church 
Wardens,  and  not  less  than  three,  nor  more  than  seven  Vestrymen,  to 
continue  in  office  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 

The  Wardens  shall  always  be  Communicants. 
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§  II.  The  election  shall  always  be  by  ballot,  and  its  details,  and 
also  the  qualifications  of  those  elected,  shall  be  regulated  by  the  Arti- 
cles of  Association,  or  By-Laws  of  the  Parish. 

§  III.  The  Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  thus  elected,  together 
with  the  Rector,  if  there  be  one,  and  if  not,  then  of  themselves,  shall 
constitute  the  Vestry,  and  shall  be  the  official  representatives  of  the 
Parish  or  Church.  The  Rector  shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  and,  in 
case  of  his  absence,  one  of  the  Wardens  shall  preside.  Provided,  That 
the  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  not  interfere  with  existing  laws 
and  usages  of  established  Churches. 

§  IV.  The  Vestry  shall  have  charge  of  the  temporalities  of  the 
Church,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  provide  for  all  repairs,  salaries 
and  current  expenses,  and  to  take  all  necessary  steps  to  raise  the  funds 
required,  and  to  keep  a  proper  account  of  the  same.  They  shall  also 
execute  all  duties  which  are  now,  or  may  hereafter  be  imposed  upon 
them  by  any  General  Convention,  or  Council  of  the  Diocese. 

§  V.  It  shall  be  the  especial  duty  of  the  Wardens  to  provide  what- 
ever may  be  necessary  for  the  due  celebration  of  Divine  worship  (as 
books,  vestments,  etc)  ;  also  for  the  decency  and  comfort  of  the 
Church  building  and  furniture,  books  for  Church  records,  and  the 
elements  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  and  to  put  down  all  disorder  during 
public  worship.  They  shall  be  ready  to  collect  "the  alms  and  other 
devotions  of  the  people,"  and  in  case  the  Parish  or  Church  is  without 
a  Minister,  shall  disburse  them;  and  also  provide  for  public  worship 
by  occasional  Clerical  services,  or  by  Lay  Reading,  as  circumstances 
will  permit.  They  shall  also,  during  such  vacancy,  take  charge  of  the 
Church  plate,  records,  etc.,  and  shall  present  to  the  Bishop,  at  each 
Annual  Council,  a  report  of  the  Parish.  It  shall  also  be  their  further 
duty  to  aid  the  Rector  or  Minister  in  all  agencies  and  efforts  for  the 
advancement  of  the  Church— as  Sunday  Schools,  etc — and  they  may 
report  to  the  Bishop  any  irregularity  in  the  mode  of  conducting  public 
worship,  and  all  offences  by  their  Minister,  or  by  any  other  officiating 
for  him,  against  Rubrics  or  Canons,  faith  or  morals. 

§  VI.  The  pastoral  connection  shall  not  be  dissolved  except  as 
provided  for  by  Canon  IV,  Title  II,  of  the  General  Digest. 

§  VII.  When  a  Parish  is  vacant,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry 
to  notify  the  Bishop  of  the  fact,  and  also  to  elect  and  invite  a  Rector; 
but  not  without  due  regard  to  the  ascertained  wishes  of  the  congrega- 
tion, and  the  opinion  and  advice  of  the  Bishop. 

CANON  VIII. 

Of  the  Calling  and  Organization  of  Councils. 

§  I.  Notice  of  the  meeting  of  any  Council  shall  be  given  by  the 
Secretary,  in  a  printed  letter,  transmitted  by  mail,  to  every  Clergy- 
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man  and  Parish  in  the  Diocese.  These  letters  shall  contain  a  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  Council,  and,  if  it  be  a  Special 
Council,  called  as  provided  in  the  Constitution,  for  a  particular  pur- 
pose, they  shall  specify  that  purpose.  Those  to  the  Clergy  shall  also 
contain  the  form  for  Parochial  reports,  and  those  to  the  Parishes  the 
form  of  Certificate  for  Deputies,  and  such  extracts  from  the  Constitu- 
tion, Canons  and  Standing  Resolutions  as  relate  to  their  appointment. 

§  II.  The  organization  of  the  Council,  thus  summoned,  shall  be 
preceded  by  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  with  such  further 
services  as  the  Bishop  may  direct.  And  if  he  see  fit  to  have  a  sermon 
preached,  by  another  than  himself,  he  shall  appoint  the  preacher,  and 
an  alternate. 

§  III.  Immediately  after  the  Council  is  duly  organized,  two  Com- 
mittees on  Credentials  shall  be  appointed.  The  first,  consisting  of 
three  Clergymen,  to  whom  the  Roll  of  Clergy  shall  be  referred;  the 
other,  of  three  Laymen,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  Roll  of  Deputies, 
together  with  the  certificates  of  their  appointment,  and  the  list  of  the 
Treasurer,  required  by  Canon  X,  Section  II.  And  these  committees, 
severally,  shall  examine  forthwith  and  report  to  the  Council,  upon  the 
lists  so  referred;  the  latter  specifying  in  their  report  which  Parishes 
are  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  Council,  and.  which  are,  by 
Article  III  of  the  Constitution,  debarred  from  voting,  until  admitted 
by  a  vote  of  the  Council.  Should  the  committee  have  considered  any 
certificates  unsatisfactory,  these  shall  be  then  taken  up,  and  the  ques- 
tion of  their  sufficiency  settled. 

CANON  IX. 

Of  the  Secretary. 

§  I.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  a  correct  Journal 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  Council,  to  attest  its  public  acts,  preserve  its 
records,  and  to  deliver  to  his  successor  all  books  and  papers  belonging 
to  it,  or  appertaining  to  its  business.  He  shall  also  give  notice,  at 
least  six  weeks  beforehand,  to  each  Minister  and  Vestry,  or  congrega- 
tion, of  the  time  and  place  of  any  stated  or  special  meeting  of  the 
Council. 

§  II.  He  shall  transmit  to  each  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies 
of  the  General  Convention,  and  to .  the  Secretary  of  every  Diocesan 
Convention,  a  copy  of  all  Journals  of  the  Council  of  this  Diocese,  and 
to  every  General  Convention  a  certified  list  of  the  Clergy  of  this 
Diocese,  a  certificate  of  the  appointment  of  Deputies  thereto,  and  a 
duplicate  of  the  same  to  the  Deputies  themselves;  he  shall  also  furnish 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies  a  list  of  persons  nominated 
as  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  together  with  all 
other  documents  required  by  the  Canons  and  Regulations  of  that 
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Body,  and  shall  perform  all  other  duties  devolved  upon  him  by  said 
Canons  and  Regulations. 

§  III.  Whenever  there  is  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Secretary,  its 
duties  shall  devolve  upon  the  Assistant  Secretary,  if  there  be  one,  ana 
if  not,  then  upon  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

CANON  X. 
Of  the  Treasurer. 

§  I.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  collect  and  disburse  all 
moneys  collected  under  the  authority  of  the  Council,  and  of  which 
the  collection  and  distribution  is  not  otherwise  regulated.  He  shall 
keep  regular  accounts  of  all  transactions,  to  be  annually  laid  before 
the  Council,  and  shall  faithfully  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor 
all  books,  papers  and  funds  relative  or  belonging  to  the  Council,  which 
may  be  in  his  charge. 

§  II.  He  shall,  at  the  opening  of  every  Annual  Council,  lay  upon 
the  Secretary's  table  a  list  of  Parishes  or  Churches  which  have  failed 
to  make  the  contributions  required  of  them,  specifying  those  which 
have  for  three  successive  years  neglected  to  pay  their  quotas  to  the 
Council. 

§  III.  He  shall,  at  or  before  the  meeting  of  every  General  Conven- 
tion, pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  same  the  quota  of  this  Diocese  to- 
wards defraying  the  expenses  of  that  Body. 

§  IV.  If  the  office  of  Treasurer  should  become  vacant,  the  Standing 
Committee  shall  appoint  a  Treasurer,  to  serve  until  the  next  regular 
appointment  by  the  Council. 

CANON  XI. 

Of  the  Registrar. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Register  to  collect  and  take  charge  of  all 
documents  and  papers  pertaining  to  the  history  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese,  or  in  any  one  of  the  Parishes;  also  to  collect  and  keep  for 
reference  a  set  of  Journals  of  this  Diocese,  and  of  the  General  Con- 
vention, and  to  report  annually  to  this  Council. 

CANON  XII. 
Of  the  Missions  of  the  Diocese. 

§  I.  The  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese  being  under  the  super- 
vision and  control  of  the  Bishop,  he  shall  appoint  all  Missionaries,  and 
may,  at  his  discretion,  suspend  or  remove  them. 

§  II.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Missions  for  the  Diocese,  to  consist 
of  the  Bishop  as  President  ex-officio;  and  of  one  Presbyter  and  one 
Layman,  who  shall  be  a  Communicant  of  the  Church,  from  each 
11 
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Missionary  District,  to  be  nominated  by  each  Convocation,  and  chosen 
at  each  Annual  Council;  and  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  as  here- 
inafter provided.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Board,  between  the 
meetings  of  the  Annual  Council,  the  Board  shall  have  power  to  fill 
said  vacancy. 

§  III.  This  Board  shall  meet  for  organization  at  the  place  where 
the  Council  is  held,  at  such  time  as  the  Bishop  may  designate.  They 
shall  appoint  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  who,  if  not  already,  shall  be 
ex-officio,  a  member  of  the  Board ;  and  they  may  adopt  rules  and  regu- 
lations for  their  government,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  the  Church.  They  shall  hold  such  other  meetings 
during  the  year  as  they,  or  the  Bishop,  may  appoint.  They  shall  be  a 
Council  of  Advice  to  the  Bishop,  in  the  designation  of  Stations  and 
appointment  of  Missionaries ;  and  they  shall  devise  means  for  securing 
funds  for  Missionary  purposes,  and  make  a  full  report  in  writing,  to 
each  Annual  Council,  of  receipts  and  expenditures,  of  Stations  and 
Missionaries  aided,  of  Churches  and  individuals  contributing,  and 
whatever  may  throw  light  upon  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese. 
At  any  meeting  of  the  Board,  five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business. 

§  IV.  For  the  purpose  of  furthering  Mission  work,  the  Diocese 
shall  be  divided  into  Districts,  the  number  and  boundaries  of  which 
shall  be  fixed,  and  may  be  changed  from  time  to  time,  by  the  Bishop, 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 

§  V.  In  each  District  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  a  Presbyter — a  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Missions  or  otherwise — whose  title  shall  be  Arch- 
deacon, to  have  general  charge  under  the  Bishop,  of  Mission  work  in 
that  District.  He  shall  also,  whenever  it  is  practicable,  appoint  a 
Missionary  for  the  District,  to  be  engaged  in  aggressive  Missionary 
work,  and  in  supplying  services  to  vacant  and  feeble  Stations.  Such 
Missionary  shall  be  detached  from  any  Parochial  Cure,  and  shall  be 
amenable  to  the  Bishop,  through  the  Archdeacon,  in  all  his  acts  and 
appointments.  His  term  of  office  shall  be  three  years,  unless  removed 
by  the  Bishop. 

§  VI.  In  each  District  there  shall  be  a  Convocation,  to  consist  of 
the  Clergy  within  its  limits,  who  are  discharging  the  functions  of  their 
office,  and  of  one  or  more  Lay  Communicants  from  each  Parish  or 
Mission,  to  be  chosen  according  to  rules  which  may  be  adopted  by  the 
Convocation. 

They  shall  meet  twice  in  each  year,  in  furtherance  of  the  Missionary 
work  in  the  District;  and  may  hold  other  meetings  at  their  discretion. 

At  all  these  meetings,  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  the  Archdeacon 
shall  preside. 

He  shall  report  in  writing  to  the  Council,  at  each  Annual  Session, 
concerning  the  Missionary  work  in  his  District. 

Each  Convocation  may  prescribe  rules  for  its  government,  or  adopt 
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measures  to  promote  its  efficiency,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitu- 
tion and  Canons  of  the  Church. 

§  VII.  At  each  Annual  Council  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese 
shall  be  considered  on  the  evening  of  the  second  day's  session,  imme- 
diately after  such  service  as  may  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop.  At  this 
session  all  reports  concerning  the  work  shall  be  made,  and  members 
of  the  Board  of  Missions  for  the  ensuing  year  elected. 

§  VIII.  No  organized  Parish  shall  receive  aid  from  the  Board  of 
Missions,  except  on  written  application,  approved  by  the  Bishop,  and 
on  condition  that  the  Rector  will  perform  such  work  outside  of  the 
Parish  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Bishop. 

§  IX.  All  Clergy  receiving  stipends  from  the  Board,  shall  make 
quarterly  reports  through  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  in  which  shall 
be  included  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  salary  actually  paid  by  the 
Parish  or  Mission  which  they  serve ;  and  the  Treasurer  shall  not  remit 
their  stipends  until  such  report  is  received. 

§  X.  The  traveling  expenses  of  Missionaries,  and  of  members  of 
the  Board  of  Missions,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer,  if  possible. 

II.    Of  Ministers  and  their  Duties. 

CANON  XIII. 
Of  the  Parish  Register  and  Reports. 

§  I.  Each  Clergyman  shall  keep  a  Register  of  all  Baptisms,  Mar- 
riages and  Burials  solemnized  by  him,  or  in  his  Parish  by  another 
Minister ;  and  if  he  have  cure  of  souls,  a  list  of  persons  Confirmed  in 
his  Parish  or  congregation,  and  of  Communicants,  and  baptized  per- 
sons not  Communicants,  belonging  to  same. 

§  II.  The  Register  so  kept  shall  specify  the  name  and  date  of  birth 
of  the  person  baptized,  the  name  of  the  parents  ana  sponsors — in  the 
case  of  an  adult,  the  name,  and  those  of  the  witnesses — the  names  of 
persons  married  and  buried,  with  the  date  of  every  rite  performed. 

§  III.  In  every  Parish  these  entries  shall  be  made  by  the  Minister, 
in  a  book  provided  by  the  Church  Wardens  for  that  purpose — and  in 
case  there  be  no  Minister,  the  Wardens  themselves  shall  see  that  such 
registry  be  made — which  book  shall  be  known  as  the  Parish  Register, 
and  preserved  as  a  part  of  the  records  of  the  Church.  And  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  every  Minister,  in  case  of  removal  from  a  Parish,  to  deposit 
this  Register  with  the  Church  Wardens. 

§  IV.  Every  minister  having  charge  of  a  Parish,  or  if  any  Parish  be 
vacant,  then  the  Wardens  thereof  shall  present,  or  cause  to  be  deliv- 
ered, on  or  before  the  first  day  of  every  Annual  Council,  to  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese,  or  when  there  is  no  Bishop,  to  the  President  of  the 
Council,  an  accurate  statement  in  writing  of  the  number  of  families* 
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members  of  the  Church,  specifying  the  adults  and  children  under  four- 
teen,; the  number  of  Communicants,  specifying  the  changes  by  admis- 
sion, removal  or  death;  the  number  of  baptisms,  infant  and  adult;  of 
confirmations,  marriages  and  burials ;  the  state  and  condition  of 
Sunday  and  Parochial  Schools,  if  there  be  any;  and  also  the  number 
of  times,  and  the  places  where  Divine  service  has  been  performed,  the 
number  of  Communions  celebrated ;  the  amount  of  offering — for  Alms, 
for  Missions,  Diocesan,  Domestic  and  Foreign — for  the  Parish  School 
or  any  Church  Institution,  of  assessments  paid  ,of  Rector's  salary 
paid,  paid  for  the  support  and  current  or  other  expenses  of  the  Parish, 
whether  by  pew  rents,  offerings,  subscriptions  or  otherwise,  and  in 
general  for  all  Parochial,  Diocesan  general  objects;  also  of  any  other 
matters  which  may  tend  to  throw  light  upon  the  state  of  the  Church. 

§  V.  And  every  other  Clergyman  shall  also  report  his  official  acts ; 
or,  if  he  have  performed  none,  the  reasons  therefor. 

§  VI.  Such  reports  shall  cover  the  period  of  a  year,  ending  the  30th 
April,  preceding  the  meeting  of  the  Council,  and  they,  or  such  portions 
of  them  as  the  President  shall  think  fit,  may  be  read  in  Council,  and 
may  be  entered  on  the  Journal  thereof. 

§  VII.  In  each  case  the  white  and  colored  persons  shall  be  reported 
separately,  and  all  reports  shall  be  in  the  form  of  a  schedule,  prepared 
by  the  Secretary,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Canon. 
And  the  failure  of  any  person  to  make  out  his  Parochial  Report, 
according  to  this  form,  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  cause  for  the 
exclusion  of  such  report  from  the  pages  of  the  Journal. 

CANON  XIV. 
Of  Persons  Wishing  to  Become  Candidates  for  Orders. 

Any  person  who  desires  to  become  a  candidate  for  Orders  in  this 
Diocese,  shall  make  application  in  writing  to  the  Standing  Committee, 
stating  his  age  and  previous  occupation.  He  will  also  he  expected  to 
furnish  the  committee  with  the  testimonials  required  by  Canon  II, 
Title  I,  of  the  General  Convention,  and  give  evidence  that  he  has 
informed  the  Bishop  of  his  intention,  according  to  the  requisitions  of 
the  same  Canon. 

CANON  XV. 
Candidates  for  Orders  Ineligible,  Etc. 

No  person  who  is  a  candidate  for  Orders,  shall  be  admitted  to  a  seat 
in  this  Council  as  a  Lay  Deputy  from  any  Parish  or  Church. 
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III.    Of  Discipline. 
CANON  XVI. 

Of  the  Trial  of  a  Clergyman. 

§  I.  In  order  to  bring  a  Minister  to  trial  before  the  Ecclesiastical 
Court,  a  charge  shall  be  made,  in  the  first  place,  to  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, in  writing,  under  the  proper  signature  of  at  least  two  persons, 
one  of  whom  shall  be  a  Presbyter  of  this  Diocese,  setting  forth  the 
facts  alleged,  and  the  names  of  the  witnesses  who  will  prove  the 
same,  with  copies  of,  or  proper  reference  to,  any  other  evidence 
required.  If  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  facts 
charged  will  constitute  any  one  or  more  of  the  offences  enumerated 
in  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this  Diocese,  or  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion, and  that  it  would  be  for  the  good  of  the  Church  that  further 
proceedings  should  be  had,  they  shall  ascertain  whether  there  is  proof 
sufficient  to  put  the  accused  upon  his  trial;  and  if  satisfied,  they  shall 
thereupon  cause  a  presentment  to  be  made  to  the  Bishop,  charging  the 
accused  with  the  offence  or  offences  which  they  deemed  to  be  contained 
in  the  evidence,  and  specifying  the  facts  with  such  reasonable  certainty 
as  to  time,  place  and  circumstance,  as  shall  be  sufficient  for  a  judicial 
investigation. 

§  II.  The  presentment  having  been  made,  the  Bishop  shall  forthwith 
cause  to  be  placed  in  a  box  the  names  of  all  the  Presbyters  of  this 
Diocese,  who,  for  the  time  being,  are  actually  engaged  in  duty  therein, 
(excepting  the  accused,  the  presenting  Presbyters,  and  those  on  the 
Standing  Committee)  ;  he  shall  then  cause  twelve  of  the  said  names  to 
be  drawn  out  by  a  child  under  ten  years  of  age,  and  the  said  twelve 
names  shall  be  inscribed  on  a  list.  The  Bishop  shall  immediately  cause 
a  copy  of  the  said  list,  and  of  the  presentment,  to  be  served  on  the 
accused,  or  to  be  left  at  his  usual  place  of  residence.  Within  thirty 
days  thereafter  the  accused  shall  strike  off  the  names  of  three  of  the 
Presbyters  on  the  said  list,  and  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Bishop;  and 
the  Bishop  shall  thereupon  send  a  list  of  the  remaining  Presbyters  to 
the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee,  who  shall,  within  fifteen 
days  thereafter,  strike  off  the  name  of  two  more,  and  give  notice 
thereof  to  the  Bishop.  If  either  party  shall  fail  to  notify  the  Bishop, 
as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  strike  off  so  many 
names  as  the  party  failing  was  required  to  strike  off ;  and  in  such  case 
the  seven  remaining  Presbyters,  or  any  five  of  them,  selected  by  lot, 
when  previous  to,  or  during  the  course  of  the  trial,  the  entire  seven 
cannot  be  present,  shall  constitute  a  Court  for  the  trial  of  the  accused. 

§  III.  The  Court  shall  hold  its  session  at  such  time  and  place  as  the 
Bishop  may  appoint;  and  its  session  shall  be  open  only  to  members  in 
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actual  communion  with  the  Church.  It  shall  have  power  to  adjourn 
from  time  to  time,  and  upon  good  cause  shown  in  behalf  of  either  of 
the  accused  or  the  prosecution,  or  on  their  own  motion,  to  another 
place  within  the  Diocese.  If  it  failed  to  meet  on  the  day  appointed,  it 
shall  stand  adjourned  to  the  nextday,  and  from  day  to  day,  for  the 
space  of  three  days,  if  it  be  not  sooner  formed;  and  if  the  whole 
number  do  not  attend,  and  if  it  appears  probable  that  a  full  attend- 
ance cannot  be  had,  those  of  the  Court  who  may  be  present,  being  no 
less  than  five,  shall  organize  and  appoint  a  President  and  Secretary — 
the  first  from  their  own  body  or  otherwise — and  before  proceeding  to 
trial  shall  ordain  and  declare  the  rules  by  which  the  trial  shall  be 
conducted.  It  shall  cause  the  oral  testimony  for  and  against  the 
accused  to  be  writen  down  by  the  Secretary,  and  along  with  the 
depositions  and  other  evidence  read  upon  the  trial,  to  be  carefully 
preserved;  and  shall  cause  a  journal  to  be  kept  of  its  proceedings 
Some  officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths  may  be  called  upon 
by  the  Court  to  administer  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  the  witnesses ; 
and  upon  all  questions  the  common  law  shall  furnish  the  rule,  and  the 
concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  members  present  shall  be  sufficient 
for  a  decision. 

§IV.  The  Court,  after  it  shall  be  organized,  may  appoint  one  or 
more  of  the  profession  of  the  law  to  be  its  advisors,  who  may  be  present 
at  all  its  proceedings.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to  give  to  the  Court  an 
opinion  on  any  question  which  may  arise,  upon  which  the  Court, 
or  any  member  thereof,  or  the  prosecuting,  or  accused  party,  shall 
desire  an  opinion,  but  without  any  voice  in  the  discussion  of  any 
question. 

§V.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  of  the  Court 
shall  be  served  upon  the  accused,  or  left  at  his.  usual  place  of  abode, 
at  least  thirty  days  before  such  meeting;  and  the  like  notice  shall  be 
given  to  the  Standing  Committee,  who,  by  their  President,  or  some 
one  whom  they  may  appoint  to  perform  that  office,  shall  collect  and 
present  the  evidence,  and  otherwise  appear  in  behalf  of  the  prosecu- 
tion. The  accused  shall  also  be  allowed  the  privilege -of  counsel,  under 
such  regulations  as  the  Court  may  see  fit  to  prescribe.  All  counsel 
must  be  Communicants  of  the  Church. 

§VI.  If  the  accused  do  not  appear,  the  Court  may  proceed  to  trial 
in  his  absence,  or  for  good  cause  shown,  may  adjourn  the  trial  to 
another  day;  and  if  he  then  fail  to  appear,  the  Court  shall  report  him 
to  the  Bishop  for  contumacy,  who,  thereupon,  shall  pass  upon  him 
sentence  of  suspension  from  the  Ministry;  but  such  sentence  may  be 
revised  by  the  Bishop,  if  the  accused,  within  three  calendar  months, 
shall  report  to  him  that  he  is  prepared  to  undergo  his  trial,  and  shall 
appear  for  that  end  before  the  Court;  and  if  he  does  not  so  report  and 
appear,  the  Bishop,  in  view  of  the  charges  in  the  presentment,  may 
pass  against  him  sentence  of  degradation  from  the  Ministry. 
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§VII.  Upon  the  application  of  the  President  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee or  the  accused  to  the  Bishop,  setting  forth  that  the  attendance 
of  a  material  witness  cannot  be  had,  he  shall  appoint  a  Commissioner 
to  take  the  deposition  of  such  witness ;  and  the  party  applying  shall 
give  to  the  other  party  five  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking 
the  deposition,  and  of  the  principal  points  upon  which  the  witness  is 
to  be  examined.  If  the  party  to  whom  such  notice  is  to  be  given 
resides  more  than  forty  miles  from  the  place  appointed  for  taking  the 
deposition,  an  additional  day,  exclusive  of  Sunday,  shall  be  allowed 
for  every  twenty  miles.  The  deposition  shall  be  signed  by  the  witness, 
and  certified  by  the  Commissioner,  under  seal,  to  the  Court. 

§VIII.  When  the  trial  shall  be  gone  through,  the  Court  shall 
declare,  in  a  writing  to  be  signed  by  the  several  members,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  their  decision  on  the  charges  contained  in  the 
presentment,  distinctly  stating  whether  they  find  the  accused  guilty 
or  not  guilty;  and  if  guilty  of  disorderly  conduct,  or  of  violation  of 
the  Constitution  or  of  Canons  of  this  Church,  or  of  this  Diocese,  sug- 
gesting what  sentence,  in  their  opinion,  ought  to  be  pronounced.  If 
guilty  of  any  other  of  the  offences  enumerated  in  Section  I,  Canon  II, 
Title  II,  of  the  General  Canons  of  this  Church,  the  sentence  shall  be 
degradation.  They  shall  forward  the  decision,  together  with  the 
evidence  and  proceedings,  to  the  Bishop ;  whereupon,  if  the  accused  be 
found  guilty,  the  Bishop  shall  pronounce  such  sentence  as  shall  to  him 
appear  proper,  not  exceeding  that  suggested  by  the  Court,  except  when 
the  same  is  fixed  as  above,  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final.  But,  if  in 
such  case,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Bishop,  the  accused  ought  to  have  a 
new  trial,  he  shall  have  power  to  award  it;  in  which  case  a  new  Court 
shall  be  constituted,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  (excluding  the  members 
of  the  former  Court)  before  which  the  proceedings  shall  be  conducted, 
as  before  provided. 

§IX.  If  the  accused  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  charges,  the 
Bishop  (such  confession  being  made  to  him,  or  being  certified  to  him 
by  the  Court,)  shall  proceed  to  pass  sentence;  and.  if,  when  put  upon 
his  trial  before  the  Court,  the  accused  shall  neither  admit  nor  deny 
the  charges,  he  shall  be  regarded  as  pleading  not  guilty. 

§X.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  report  to  the  Council  at 
its  next  session  after  the  trial  of  a  Minister,  as  herein  provided,  the 
finding  of  the  Court,  and  his  sentence  thereupon. 

§XI.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  regarded  as  interfering 
with  the  duty  of  the  Bishop,  or  of  the  Clerical  members  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committee,  to  institute  an  inquiry  according  to  the  provisions  of 
Section  II,  Canon  II,  Title  II,  of  the  General  Convention.  And  when- 
ever, upon  such  inquiry,  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the 
Clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  be  of  opinion  that 
there  is  just  ground  for  the  public  rumors  mentioned  in  the  said 
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Canon,  he  or  they  shall  inform  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  facts, 
and  of  the  evidence  to  establish  the  same,  and  thereupon  such  further 
proceedings  shall  be  had  as  are  herein  directed,  after  a  charge  shall 
have  been  made  to  the  Standing  Committee. 

§XII.  The  expenses  incident  to  the  trial  of  any  Minister,  as  herein 
provided,  shall  be  certified  by  the  President  of  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee, and  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council.  And  in  case  the  Treas- 
urer shall  not  have  a  sufficient  amount  in  his  hands  for  the  purpose, 
the  same  shall  be  raised  by  assessments  on  the  several  Parishes  in  the 
Diocese,  in  the  same  ratio  in  which  they  are  required  to  contribute 
to  the  expenses  of  the  Council  by  Canon  XIX. 

IV.  Miscellaneous. 

CANON  XVII. 
Of  the  State  of  the  Church. 

At  every  Annual  Council  there  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  the  State  of  the  Church,  the  Address  of  the  Bishop,  the  Parochial 
Reports,  and  all  other  reports  made  in  pursuance  of  the  direction  of 
any  Canon.  From  these  materials  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee 
to  prepare  a  report  of  the  condition  and  progress  of  the  Church  in  the 
Diocese,  and  to  suggest  such  measures  as  they  may  deem  important  to 
its  future  progress  and  welfare. 

CANON  XVIII. 
Of  Expenses  and  Assessments. 

The  Council,  at  every  meeting  shall  have  power  to  levy  upon  ^ach 
Church  in  union  therewith,  an  assessment  sufficient  to  defray  the 
regular  and  incidental  expenses  of  the  Diocese ;  and  also  an  assessment 
for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate.  These  assessments  shall  not  exceed 
the  sum  of  fifty  cents  for  each  Communicant,  for  Diocesan  expenses, 
nor  fifty  cents  for  the  Bishop's  Fund. 

The  amount  of  said  assessments  shall  be  determined  by  each  Annual 
Council,  and  upon  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

For  these  assessments  the  Parish  shall  be  responsible. 

CANON  XIX. 

Of  the  Enactment,  Alteration  and  Repeal  of  Canons. 

§1.  These  Canons  shall  not  be  altered  or  amended,  nor  shall  any 
new  Canon  be  enacted,  except  at  a  stated  Council.    Nor  shall  any 
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Canon,  or  alteration  or  amendment  of  Canon,  be  passed  at  the  same 
Council  in  which  it  was  proposed,  except  by  a  concurrent  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  both  Orders,  after  reference  to  the  Committee  on  the  Consti- 
tution and  Canons.  But  if  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  Council,  it 
shall  lie  over  for  the  consideration  and  final  action  of  the  next  Annual 
Council. 

§11.  In  all  case  of  future  enactment,  the  same,  if  by  way  of 
amendment,  shall  be  in  the  following  form:  "Canon — (or  Section)  of 
Canon — is  hereby  amended,  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

§111.  All  former  Canons  of  this  Council,  not  included  in  these 
Canons,  are  hereby  repealed. 

CANON  XX. 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

In  pursuance  of  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  providing  for  the 
substitution  of  a  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  in  the  place  and 
instead  of  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  of  the  same,  as  Trustees 
under  a  former  Act,  approved  on  the  20th  day  of  February,  1901. 

Section  i.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Trustees,  to  consist  of  the 
Bishop,  ex-ofhao,  and  eight  Communicants  of  the  Diocese,  that  is  to 
say,  three  Presbyters  and  five  Laymen,  to  be  elected  by  ballot  of  both 
Orders,  immediately  upon  the  adoption  of  this  Canon;  of  which  one 
Presbyter  and  one  Layman  shall  hold  office  for  two  years;  one  Pres- 
byter and  one  Layman  for  four  years ;  one  Presbyter  and  one  Layman 
for  six  years;  and  two  Laymen  for  eight  years.  The  respective  terms 
of  the  members  of  the  said  Board  so  elected,  to  be  determined  by  lots 
at  the  first  meeting  of  the  said  Board  after  the  said  election;  which 
mteting  for  organization  shall  take  place  at  such  time  and  place  as  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  determine,  who  shall  summon  the  mem- 
bers of  the  same  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  2.  The  members  of  the  said  Board  shall  hold  office  until  their 
successors  respectively  shall  be  elected  under  this  Canon.  When  the 
term  for  which  any  Trustee  shall  have  been  elected  shall  be  about  to 
expire,  the  next  Annual  Council  sitting  prior  to  such  expiration  shall 
elect  their  successors,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  eight 
years,  so  that  two  members  of  the  said  Board  shall  be  elected  at  each 
Arnual  Council.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  the  said  Board  by 
reason  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  any  member  of  the  same,  the 
Board  shall  choose  some  Communicant  of  the  Church,  Presbyter  or 
Layman,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  fill  said  vacancy  and  the  person  so 
chosen  shall  hold  office  for  the  unexpired  term  of  the  person  so  va- 
cating the  same,  or  until  his  successor  be  elected  by  the  Council. 

Sec.  3.  The  Board  shall  elect  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  either  from 
their  own  number,  or  some  other  Communicant  of  the  Church  in  the 
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Diocese,  who  shall  be  required  to  give  bonds  amounting  to  three- 
fourths  of  all  bonds,  stock,  securities  or  money  which  may  be  entrusted 
to  his  keeping,  unless  the  same  shall  be  reduced  by  resolution  adopted 
by  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the  Board,  and  shall  receive  a  sal- 
ary of  not  more  than  five  per  cent,  of  the  net  income  of  the  property 
in  his  care  and  custody. 

Sec.  4.  The  Board  shall  make  a  report  to  each  Annual  Council  of 
the  Diocese,  upon  the  first  day  of  its  meeting,  of  all  their  actings  and 
doings,  with  a  detailed  statement  of  all  funds  in  their  hands,  the 
investment  thereof,  and  of  all  changes  made  by  them  in  investments 
during  the  preceding  year. 

Sec.  5.  The  Board  shall  determine  and  appoint  times  for  regular 
meetings  of  the  same,  and  shall  provide  for  the  calling  of  extra  meet- 
ings, and  of  the  notification  of  the  same. 

Sec.  6.  Five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  the  business  of  the  said  Board. 

RULES  OF  ORDER. 

1.  After  the  Council  has  been  declared  duly  organized,  and  the 
Committee  on  Credentials  appointed,  the  order  of  proceedings  for  the 
first  day  shall  be : 

1.  The  reading  of  the  "Rules  of  Order." 

2.  The  election  of  a  Secretary,  who  shall  have  power  to  appoint  an 
Assistant  Secretary. 

3.  The  election  of  a  Treasurer. 

4.  The  appointment  by  the  President  of  five  Standing  Committees, 
viz :  A  Committee  on  Admission  of  New  Parishes,  to  consist  of  one 
Clergyman  and  two  Laymen ;  a  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and 
Canons,  to  consist  of  three  Clergymen  and  two  Laymen;  a  Committee 
on  the  State  of  the  Church,  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  one  Lay- 
man from  each  Missionary  District;  a  Committee  on  Unfinished  Busi- 
ness, to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen;  a  Committee  on 
Finance,  to  consist  of  three  Laymen. 

5.  The  communication  of  the  application  of  congregations  for  admis- 
sion into  the  Council. 

6.  The  appointment  by  the  President  of  Preachers  for  the  first  day 
of  the  next  Annual  Council. 

7..  The  Annual  Communication  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese. 

8.  The  Annual  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

9.  The  Annual  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Permanent 
Fund,  and  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council. 

10.  The  appointment  of  Special  Committees. 

11.  Miscellaneous  Business. 
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H.  The  services  for  the  opening  of  the  Council,  on  every  day  suc- 
ceeding the  first  day,  shall  be  at  the  discretion  of  the  Bishop,  and 
every  day's  session  shall  be  closed  with  appropriate  Collects,  offered 
by  the  President. 

The  Anniversary  Sermon  of  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of 
Christianity  in  South  Carolina,  may  be  preached  on  the  second  day, 
after  Morning  Prayer. 

When  the  President  shall  have  taken  the  Chair,  the  daily  order  of 
proceedings,  after  the  first  day,  shall  be : 

1.  The  reading  and  approval  of  the  Minutes. 

2.  Calling  the  names  of  members  absent  on  the  preceding  day. 

3.  The  Missionary  Session  of  the  Council. 

4.  The  election  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Church. 

5.  The  election  of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention,  when  in  or- 
der. 

6.  The  election  of  Trustees  to  the  Diocesan  Seminary. 

7.  The  election  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South,  when 
in  order. 

8.  Calling  upon  the  Deputies  to  pay  the  assessment  on  their  respec- 
tive Churches  or  Parishes  for  the  Bishop's  Fund,  and  the  expenses  of 
the  Council. 

9.  Reports  to  be  called  for  in  the  following  order : 

Of  Committee  on  Admission  of  New  Parishes. 
Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 
Committee  on  Finance. 
Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons. 
Committee  on  State  of  the  Church. 
Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South. 
Committees  appointed  at  Preceding  Council. 
Special  Committees. 
Miscellaneous  Business. 

III.  Before  the  rising  of  the  Council,  the  Minutes  of  the  last  day's 
proceedings  shall  be  read  and  approved. 

IV.  The  Bishop's  Address  shall  be  at  any  time  in  order. 

V.  When  the  President  shall  take  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  con- 
tinue standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  unless  to  address  the 
Chair. 

VI.  The  delegation  of  each  Church  shall  occupy  one  pew. 

VII.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  Council  unless  he 
hath  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

VIII.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  to  deliver 
any  matter  to  the  Council,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and  without 
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advancing,  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President, 
confining  himself  to  the  point  in  debate,  and  avoid  personality. 

IX.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the  Presi- 
dent shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

X.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question, 
without  leave  of  the  Council. 

XI.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the  judgment 
of  the  Council,  and  shall  not  again  be  drawn  into  debate  during  the 
same  session,  except  upon  a  motion  to  reconsider,  which  may  be  moved 
and  seconded  by  any  member  who  voted  in  the  majority. 

XII.  When  the  President  is  putting  the  question,  no  one  shall  hold 
private  discourse,  stand  up,  walk  into,  out  of,  or  across  the  Church. 

XIII.  In  voting  by  ballot,  the  Rolls  of  the  Clergy  and  of  the 
Churches  shall  be  called,  and  the  votes  deposited  with  the  Tellers,  as 
called  for,  and  no  vote  shall  be  received  after  the  Tellers  begin  to 
count  the  votes. 

XIV.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  before  the  Council,  unless 
seconded  and  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  President  or  any  other  member 
require  it.  A  Minister  or  Delegate  may  not  second  a  motion  offered 
by  a  Minister  or  Delegate  of  the  same  Church  with  himself. 

.  XV.  When  a  question  is  before  the  House,  no  motion  shall  be 
received  but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone  indefinitely, 
to  postpone  to  a  certain  day,  to  commit  or  amend ;  which  several 
motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  named. 
A  motion  to  strike  out  the  word  "Resolved"  shall  have  precedence  to 
a  motion  to  amend,  and  if  carried,  shall  be  equivalent  to  a  rejection 
of  the  resolutions.  Subject  to  these  exceptions,  the  question  first 
moved  shall  be  first  put. 

XVI.  Motions  to  lay  on  the  table,  and  to  postpone  indefinitely, 
shall  be  decided  without  debate.  A  motion  to  adjourn  may  interrupt 
a  speech,  or  any  other  business  of  the  Council. 

XVII.  No  leave  of  absence  shall  be  indefinitely  granted  to  any 
member,  unless  full  and  sufficient  reason  be  given  by  him  to  the 
Council. 

XVIII.  All  Special  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President, 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Council. 

XIX.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  the  event  of  which 
he  is  immediately  and  personally  interested,  or  in  any  case  where  he 
was  not  present  when  the  question  was  put. 

XX.  If  any  member  ,in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgress  the  rules 
of  the  Council,  the  President  shall  or  any  member  may  call  to  order; 
in  which  case  the  member  so  called  to  order  shall  immediately  sit 
down,  unless  permitted  to  explain.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be 
determined  in  the  first  instance  without  debate,  by  the  President;  but 
any  member  may  appeal  from  such  decision  to  the  Council,  and  on 
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such  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once,  without  leave  of 
the  Council. 

XXI.  The  President  shall  have  the  right  to  name  a  member  to 
perform  the  duties  of  the  Chair,  but  the  substitution  shall  not  extend 
beyond  an  adjournment. 

XXII.  None  of  the  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  suspended,  without  the 
concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

XXIII.  The  foregoing  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  read  at  the  opening 
of  every  Council,  and  shall  be  of  force,  unless  repealed  by  a  vote  of 
the  Council,  and  shall  not  be  altered  but  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of 
both  Orders,  after  one  day's  notice  of  the  proposed  alteration.
